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PREFACE. 








Tux brief interval to which the papers calendared in 
the present volume relate was distinguished by several 
official changes, one of them — the appointment of a 
Lord Treasurer—of, considerable importance. 

During the twelvemonth which elapsed between the 
death of the Earl of Portland and the selection of his 
successor, Archbishop Laud found his position as First 
Lord of the Treasury an extremely uneasy one. Un- 
acquainted with financial business, and: carried away by 
a strong desire to secure the greatest possible amount of 
benefit to the revenue, he soon discovered that the 
measures which he deemed advisable were altogether 
unacceptable to his more experienced colleagues. The 
courses which in his estimation were merely artless 
and straight-forward, were judged by them to be un- 
official and ill-considered. Thus the Commissioners came 
to be divided into two parties. Lord Cottington, who 
had been in office for many years as Chancellor of 
the Exchequer, and was familiar with all the ins and 
outs of public business, was the leader of the Archbishop’s 
opponents, and, probably stimulated by Laud’s tart, un- 
courteous speeches, seems never to have lost an opportunity 
of exposing the official ignorance of his archiepiscopal 
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leader. Judging the case after the lapse of two centuries, 
we can see little more in these disputes than the 
customary opposition between office on the one side and 
a zealous but inexperienced proposer of alteration on the 
other. Laud on the contrary regarded those who differed 
from him as his enemies, and their conduct as perfectly 
inexcusable ;—a merely personal and factious opposition. 
Cottington was a Roman Catholic; he was in high favour 
with the Queen, and was ambitious to wield the white 
staff of Lord Treasurer. It was in some of these cir- 
cumstances, and not in any defect in his own proposals or 
management, that Laud supposed he discovered the cause 
_ of Cottington’s opposition. The dispute came to an issue 
\| upon the subject of the soap monopoly. The new com- 
pany founded upon the principle of applying only English 
productions in the manufacture of soap, was extremely 
unpopular. Their soap was universally condemned, and 
their affairs so little prosperous that they had not been 
able to make good their promised money payments to 
the King. Stimulated by this partial failure of their 
opponents, the old soap-makers, whom the new company 
had superseded, again raised their heads, and tempted 
the King with an offer of double the amount which their 
opponents were to have paid. Laud regarded the ques- 
tion as if it were simply which arrangement promised 
to make the largest present return to the revenue, and 
on that account he proposed the acceptance of the terms 
offered by the old company. Cottington objected. “I 
thought myself sure,” remarks the Archbishop, writing 
confidentially to his bosom friend, the Lord Deputy of 
Treland, “and according to the weakness of my brains 
* thought I had reason; but I found great and hot 
** opposition. I did in all obey your counsel now given 
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‘¢ as if it had come before. I went on against all oppo- 
“ sition I met with! ’ Tis too long to tell you all, but I 
« shall never forget the story.’’* 

Laud was no mean opponent at any time or upon any 
subject. Objections were first made on points of detail. 
He entered into them most minutely, and “ brought,” 
he says, the old company to offer terms which from his 
own point of view were entirely unobjectionable. “ All 
holes,” he remarks, ‘were stopped,” but still the oppo- 
sition continued, and that which had no doubt been the 
true ground of objection from the first was now brought 
prominently forward. It was urged that under the 
previous agreements between the King and the new 
company, his Majesty ought not, in common fairness, 
to cast them off, or, as Laud states the point: “ the 
“ King could not do it in honour, ‘and God knows 
“ what.” On this ground the Earl Marshal joined Lord 
Cottington,—Laud did not doubt that he was bribed; so 
did the Earl of Dorset,—Laud attributed his opposition to 
the influence of the Queen, whose chamberlain he was; the 
Earl of Manchester sided with the Archbishop ; Secretary 
Coke trimmed between the two parties ; but that which was 
the greatest blow of all to the Archbishop, and determined 
the question against him, was the defection of Secretary 
Windebank. He had been the Archbishop’s “ancient 
friend,” and was living the life of a country gentleman and 
magistrate at his seat in Berkshire, when Laud drew him 
from his obscurity, and, to the amazement of everybody, 
procured his appointment as a Secretary of State. That 
this mere creature of the Archbishop’s patronage and will 
should on a public question exercise a right of judgment,

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or, as Laud expressed it, should “forsake me and join with 
the Lord Cottington,” was regarded as an act of most 
atrocious perfidy. Nothing in Laud’s official life wounded 
him more deeply. 

The Archbishop had few or, no official friends, few or 
none with whom he could take private counsel, but Win- 
debank had been deemed sure in all emergencies. This 
difference of opinion was not only a cause of separation, 
but, for a time at least, an occasion of enmity, so that 
the loss of Windebank left the Archbishop standing in 
public affairs with no other support than the favour of 
the King, in whose constancy, if we are to take Laud’s 
own private statements literally, he placed but little 
dependence. His letters have many sorrowful passages, 
based on this great trouble.* “Truly, my Lord, I 
*« begin to think I shall hardly live to see the end of 
* this year [1635]. I have so many occasions of grief, 
* to see much out of the way, and see no help to utter 
* any thing, and take ease by vent, since I see Winde- 
* bank grown into such a league with Lord Cottington. 
“ But God’s will be done, to which I submit myself.” 
And again after some little time, ‘“‘ Now he [ Windebank | 
** applies himself more to me than of late. But to tell 
** you my thoughts—no one thing hath ever troubled me 

more, and I was so riveted as that I thought that which 

I now find, impossible. And methinks yet it should 

not be possible. Well, ’tis too plain, and too certain. 

And I must bear it, for I do not think (as now advised) 

that any shoeing-horn can draw me on again upon that 
“ foot which hath trodden me, and so much awry.” +

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And again, —‘‘Since they, even all the number of 
«¢ them, Sec, Windebank in all, have forsaken me, Iam so 
“ partial to myself that I am apt to believe anything 
“ against them. Ingratum dixeris, $c. You see I have 
* not forgot all my old ends. And I hope you will 
“ pardon this partiality in me.’’* 

Besides a multitude of minor questions, the Treasurer- 
ship still remained to be fought over. Laud believed that 
Cottington longed for it, and that Windebank in supporting 
Cottington was offering homage to the rising sun. To 
defeat Cottington on this point would therefore be a double 
victory. Considering Laud’s character the wonder is that 
he did not take the office himself. He did the next thing 
to it. He procured the King to appoint a brother bishop, 
a man totally unknown and inexperienced in the ways of 
office; ‘‘and now,” the Archbishop remarked, when record- 
ing the result of his influence with the King in his diary, 
‘if the church will not hold themselves up, under God, 
* IT can do no more!” Besides the welfare of the church 
it is not uncharitable to conclude that the defeat of 
Cottington and the disappointment of Windebank were 
points which conduced to Laud’s satisfaction with the 
appointment of Juxon. Among our papers is a list, 
probably prepared for Laud, certainly endorsed by him, 
of all the ecclesiastical persons who had held the office 
of Lord Treasurer from the time of William the Con- 
queror. These were the precedents upon which he per- 
suaded the King to act (Vol. CCCXV., No. 61, see p. 275). 
Juxon joined to his Treasurership the office of First Lord 
of the Admiralty, and was attentive to both. Many papers 
cglendared in this volume relate to meetings of the

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Board of Admiralty held at London House. Like his 
friend the Archbishop he was inflexibly honest, but 
unlike him was a quiet steady man who made no enemies. 
Not a single sharp speech is recorded of him, and 
although as a treasurer he was: totally inefficient, except 
in the constant performance of the mere routine busi- 
ness of his office, no one ever spoke against him, save on 
his appointment. Letters in this volume agree with 
those of Howell and Garrard, in expressing the astonish- 
ment which all men felt, when he dropped, as it were, 
from the clouds, into all but the highest administrative 
dignity of the state. 

Laud’s official career as minister of finance was dis- 
tinguished by the issuing of the second writ for ship- 
money. The first writ, as was remarked in the preface 
to our last volume, was dated on the 20th October 1634. 
This was the one devised by Noy, and was founded upon 
ancient precedents. It was directed to the ports and 
maritime places, and commanded the levy of 104,252. 
The second writ, dated the 4th August 1635, was sent 
generally throughout the kingdom, every sheriff being 
commanded to levy a certain sum within his county, 
the total amount being 218,500/. Our present volume 
comprises a great mass of correspondence, principally 
between Nicholas, who was specially appointed by the 
Council to attend to “the business of shipping,” and 
the sheriffs of the several counties. Each sheriff from the 
moment of his receipt of the writ was held personally 
responsible to the Government for the amount he was 
directed to levy, and was called to account by Nicholas 
if his remittances to Sir William Russell, who was 
appointed to receive the money, were not properly made. 
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In this correspondence we discover, not only what 
was the spirit and general conduct of the Government 
in its levy of this unusual tax, but also, what is far 
more important, what was the demeanour of the 
people on. being called upon to make a compulsory 
payment without that sanction of Parliament which 
Englishmen had long regarded as indispensable to 
the validity of every tax. These things will appear 
the most clearly if we take some of the entries 
relating to one or two counties by way of example. 
In the introduction to our last volume (p. xxv.) we 
noticed the conspicuous opposition which the tax met 
with in the hundred of Bloxham, that division of the 
county of Oxford in which was comprised Broughton 
Castle, the seat of Lord Saye. We saw also on that 
occasion that Sir Peter Wentworth, the sheriff of the 
county, finding himself baffled in that division by the 
refusal of the chief constable, and several even of the 
petty constables, to execute his warrants or to give him 
any information whatever, applied to the Council that 
these rebellious officers should be sent for to undergo 
some punishment for their perversity. The Council, 
knowing better than the sheriff the extent to which such 
a precedent would apply, was extremely unwilling to 
interfere in the way Sir Peter requested. They sent 
for him therefore, and not for the constables, and at one 
of their customary Sunday sittings, and in the presence 
of the King, told him that if these officers would not 
assess and collect the required amounts he must do it 
himself. We find in the present volume that the sight 
of the Council stirred up the sheriff and his deputy to 
greater activity. By the 7th February he had col- 
lected 1,000/. out of 3 ,500/., the total sum charged upon 
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the county (p. 216), and on the 11th paid in 1,600/. (p. 228). 
He accompanied the payment with a deprecatory letter to 
the Council. He pleaded his zeal on previous occasions in 
the royal service. He set forth the great difficulties he 
had had to contend against, not only on account of various 
adverse circumstances affecting .his own private affairs, 
which are explained with the greatest candour, but also 
on account of the strong opposition which he had met 
with in the performance of the service, having been con- 
strained not only to assess the several hundreds himself, 
but also all the towns in some of them, and in many of 
them even the several inhabitants (p. 224). Sir Peter’s 
term of service having expired he transferred to Sir Francis 
Norris, his successor in the shrievalty, the business of 
getting in the uncollected remainder of the 3,5007. Sir 
Francis found the same difficulties as his predecessor. 
Several towns remained to be assessed. He sent to the 
parochial authorities to attend him with their books of 
rates and lists of inhabitants. They refused. The under- 
sheriff wrote to Nicholas to inquire whether the sheriff 
might bind over these refractory persons to appear before 
the Council or, in case they refused to be bound, whether 
he might not carry them to gaol; or whether, in point of 
fact, the lst March—the day limited in the writ—being 
past, the sheriff ought to proceed at all in collecting the 
money (p. 289). The concluding question brought a sharp 
rebuke to the sheriff from the Council, who deemed his 
deputy’s scruples very unnecessary. Sir Francis was 
charged to proceed immediately with his assessment 
and collection, and where he found any constables refuse 
to obey his warrants, he was by himself, his under-sheriff, 
or other subordinate ministers, to perform the service, 
sending to.the Lords the names of such refractory 
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constables (p. 313). Of the difficulties in this sheriff’s 
way one plain example occurs in relation to the parish 
of South Newington, not in the hundred of Bloxham, but 
in a contrary direction from Oxford. The parish had 
been assessed, and the customary warrant was issued to 
the constable for the collection of the money. The con- 
stable and another person, probably the churchwarden or 
the chief occupant of land in the parish, sent a written 
reply that no money had been or could be gathered in 
their parish till the sheriff had made known a law or sta- 
tute binding them thereunto (p. 368). This courageous 
reply was sent to the sheriff in a very unworthy way— 
by a poor tailor of the parish, who declared that he was 
ignorant of its contents. ‘Instead of calling the writers 
to account, the tailor was sent for by a messenger, 
and continued some time in custody expressing infinite 
contrition and praying miserably for release (p. 400). 
But neither his imprisonment nor anything else seemed 
to produce the money. Up to the middle of June the 
new sheriff had only been able to get in 100/. out of the 
1,9007. which still remained due. 

What was done in the county of Nottingham, and in 
what manner, will be best illustrated by a narrative of the 
usage of one person in that county, aman by no means un- 
known, Gervase or Jervase Markham. This voluminous and 
far from unprofitable writer was a younger son of Robert 
Markham of Cotham in the same county, a gentleman of an 
honourable family, which in the fifteenth century produced 
two eminent judges, one of them a Lord Chief Justice of 
the King’s Bench, who was distinguished in after ages by 
the title of “the upright judge.”* Gervase Markham was

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the author of books almost innumerable, chiefly upon 
subjects of agriculture and household management. He 
has been cited as the first example of a hackney writer, 
but it seems unlikely that the pen of such a man 
as Markham could have been used merely at the 
command of the booksellers. The assertion was probably 
a hasty inference drawn from a consideration of the long 
list of his printed works* by an author of much merit,t 
but who certainly did not know, what appears in the papers 
here calendared, that Markham was a gentleman of some 
distinction in his native county, and of such wealth as to 
be a special mark not only for the assessors of the ship- 
money, but whenever an arbitrary levy was to be made. 
Markham has before appeared in our papers. In 


1627, when the suspicion of some meditated disloyalty 
on the part of the Roman Catholics occasioned their arms 
to be taken from them, his house was searched for the 
arms of a recusant, which were suspected to be there 
concealed (Vol. LVII., No. 34). The searchers, not dis- 
covering the arms they went for, indemnified themselves 
by taking the arms of Markham himself, and early in the 
following year we find him still pleading to have his 
arms restored to him, he not being of the suspected 
faith (Vol. XCI., No. 26). The latter fact was however 
doubted, or professed to be doubted, and in September 
1629 the question came to proof, and produced some 
useful information as to the religious opinions of this most 
industrious writer. The vicar of the parish of Dunham, in 
which Markham resided, certified that for eleven years, the

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period of his incumbency, Gervase Markham had usually 

resorted to church, and was “‘ very free from all imputation 
of papistry.” It was added that he was then unwell, and 
unable to ride. Archbishop Harsnet, then the incumbent 
of the see of York, was still more explicit. Markham, he 
stated, was a bed-rid gentleman. He had been a constant 
Protestant from his youth, and it was a marvel to the 
Archbishop how any suggestion to the contrary could 
have got abroad (Vol. CXLIX., No. 24). Upon these 
certificates it may be presumed that Markham got back 
his armour. He still continued bed-rid, but in accordance 
with his early tastes—one of his first publications being on 
the training and management of horses—we find that 
at a muster of the cavalry of his county in 1635, the 
horse sent by him, in spite of the competition of such 
men as the Earls of Exeter and Newcastle, was reckoned 
one of the best that was shown (Vol. CCXCITI., Nos. 
72, 105). Such are the particulars which we have re- 
specting him up to the time of the ship-money. 

Sir John Byron, afterwards a commander in the King’s 
service in the Civil War, and the first peer of that family, 
was at that time the sheriff of the county of Nottingham.* 
He assessed the old bed-ridden Markham at 50/., a payment 
which placed him on a par with the wealthiest people in 
the county. The sum seemed excessive, and Markham 
remonstrated with the sheriff, but in vain. In the heat of 
a verbal dispute between them, the sheriff deemed that 
Markham reproached him in very uncivil terms, and 
thereupon he complained against him to the Council. 
The Lords ordered a letter to be addressed to Markham

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to render satisfaction to the sheriff. He was also to be 
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told that he was to be conformable, or to expect to 
be called to a strict account (Vol. CCCXIII., No. 50). 
In obedience to this stern mandate, Markham addressed 
the sheriff in the following letter :— 


Mr. Sheriff, only to yourself, in private, without any reference 
to your office at all, for I know it to be precious and curious, 
insomuch that it is nolt me tangere. 

So that only at the commandment of the most honourable 
Lords of the Privy Council, I have here sent you the great and 
intolerable oppression which unjudiciously you did assess upon 
me for the shipping, which had that great and grave Council 
commanded me to present my head unto you, I would as wil- 
lingly have done it as I have sent you this sessment, which 
being finished, I had fully performed all the duties of a subject, 
and had cleared for ever after all subsidies, taxes, sessments, 
and oppressions that could ever be laid upon me after. You 
have made me a separatist from all the rest of my rank in 
this country, as both of gentlemen, esquires, ordinary knights, 
and knights-baronet, and some lords; as for example, my Lord 
Chaworth ; he is a knight, a viscount, and a baron; him you 
have marked at thirty-five pounds, and me you have extolled 
to fifty pounds, So likewise Sir Jervase Clifton, an eminent 
man in our country, whose estate is richly worth three thousand 
pounds per annum, and him you have stamped with the like 
mark of thirty and five pounds, and hath hoisted me up unto fifty 
pounds. You have also assessed one knight, three esquires, two 
gentlemen, and two clergymen, whose estates are richly worth 
two thousand and five hundred pounds per annum,—these eight 
[you] have also denoted to be but thirty and nine pounds, and 
me to be in the altitude of fifty pounds. Nay more, you have 
made me to be in this sessment fifty pounds, which no man 
else in this country doth carry that rate, unless it be Earls 
or Lords. Now, upon what ground and reason you have done 
this, you have no judgment to express it, neither is the vulture 
humour here so stayed, but that the Sheriff of Yorkshire hath 
also preyed upon me in a lease that I hold in that country, that 
no way exceeding twenty pounds per annum, out of which he 
hath taken ten pounds forcibly by distress from me, so that I am 
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racked in both countries, which is a fortune which hath ever 
followed me, for in the memorable time of the sessments for 
knights, T neither held land of the king 7m capite nor in knight 
service, and yet they did exact of me per force three score and ten 
pounds. Now if you will ponder these two sessments, the knighting 
and the shipping, to be at the rate of six score and ten pounds, 
then parallel me with any subject in this kingdom, and I dare lay 
my poor estate you cannot do it, and so leave it to your private 
consideration to think upon it, and rest a much oppressed man in 
mind, that I am so weak in my limbs that I cannot come and 
expostulate all this unto you with vivd voce. 
JERVASE MARKHAM. 
[Addressed] To the right worshipful 
Sir John Byron, Knight, 
High Sheriff of this county 
of Notts, these with my best 

service, present.” 

Sir John thought himself more aggrieved by the 
“vulture humour,” and some other expressions in this 
appeal, than he had been by the “ill language” used 
on the former occasion, and again addressed the Council, 
through the medium of Nicholas, in the following letter :-— 

Sir,—I had ere this given you an account of my proceedings 
since I came into the country, but that I doubted not but to have 
been at London before this time and to have paid in all the 
money, for at the time of the assessment, I found not any one 
refractory, excepting Mr. Markham. But now that I come to 
gather up the money, there are very few that will pay without 
distraining, which is both an excessive trouble and charge to me, 
and a great loss to themselves, and doth extremely retard the 
service. I forbear to trouble the Lords with complaints of 
particular men, being no affront is done to authority by rescuing 
of distresses or otherwise, and though it be much to my trouble 
yet I get the money at last. You may therefore please to acquaint 
their Lordships that by the end of February I doubt not (God 
willing) but to pay in all the money, or to make up what is 
wanting out of my own. Mr. Markham, upon the receipt of their

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Lordships’ letters, sent me his assessment of 50/., together with 
this enclosed letter, as a satisfaction for the wrong he had done 
me before, which, if you think fit, you may acquaint their 
Lordships with. He taxeth me much with partiality to Sir 
Jarves Clifton and others, who, though men of more eminent 
quality and greater revenues, yet pay not so much as he. But 
they, though they be men of greater estates, yet live according 
to their estates and quality, whereas Mr. Markham I dare 
say, out of 800/. per annum in land, and, as it is thought 40,0001. 
in money, spendeth not 40/. per annum in all manner of ex- 
pences, and hath none to leave all this to, but two bastards that 
he will not acknowledge. You may likewise perceive by his letter 
that I am not the only man that hath this- opinion of his wealth 
but that the Sheriff of Yorkshire likewise concurs with me, and 
my Lord of Newcastle heretofore in the knighting business had 
the like conceit of him; but I have already too long trespassed 
upon your patience and therefore with the tender of my best 
respects to you rest 
Your assured friend, 
to serve you, 
Bulwell Park, JOHN Byron. 
January 26th 1635[-6.] 
[Addressed] To my worthy and much 
respected friend Mr. Nicholas, 
one of the Clerks of his Majesty’s 
most honourable Privy Council.* 


Nicholas reported to the Council that the letter alluded 
to was more injurious to the sheriff than Markham’s 
former speeches, and that Sir John suffered thereby for 
doing his Majesty’s service (Vol. CCCXIII., No. 50). 
The Council determined to lay this unquiet spirit, and 
despatched a serjeant-at-arms to bring the offender up to 
London. But there were limits even to the authority of 
the Lords of the Council. The serjeant had no difficulty 
in finding his prisoner. He was in his bed, to which he 
had been confined for “ two years at least,” and was unable

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even so much as to turn himself without his servant’s 
help, and “for that time also his grievances were so much 
as he was then ready to perish and sonde” 4.e. sound, 
swoon. (Vol. CCCXV., No. 43.) What was to be done? 
To remove him was out of the question. Even the 
contrivances by which modern ingenuity alleviates the 
sufferings of invalid travellers would not have sufficed to 
convey this poor wretch nearly 150 miles that he might 
receive punishment at the hands of the Council for a 
letter deemed by their clerk to be ‘‘ injurious.” 

Just at this time Sir John Byron’s shrievalty came to 
an end. Sir Hardolphe Wasteneys was appointed his 
successor. Both Markham and the serjeant-at-arms 
applied to Sir Hardolphe for counsel. The case was an 
uncomfortable one, and Sir Hardolphe desired not to 
interfere with it. He answered in a letter of small 
excuses. He was not the sheriff." True the King had 
appointed him, but he had to send up to London to 
sue out his patent, and until that had been done the 
old sheriff was not discharged. Further, he was very 
busy. He had to prepare to send up to London, and 
also to get ready for the assizes, and had not a quarter 
of an hour to spare. Besides, he was not in good health, 
and if they wished the interference of a justice of peace 
any body was fitter than himself. (Vol. CCCXIV. 
No. 72.) 

Whether Sir John Byron was again applied to does not 
appear ; probably not. From the papers here calendared 
it would seem as if the serjeant-at-arms left his prisoner 
in charge of the parish constable and returned to London 
for instructions. In the end the constable certified that 
Markham was “so infirm and useless in all parts of his 
body” that he was “not portable to London,” which 
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statement the clergyman of the parish confirmed, with 
the addition that Markham had taken the communion in 
his bed for many years past (Vol. COCXV., No. 43). 
Markham addressed also the following submissive letter 
to the Council, signed in characters which indicate the 
extremity of weakness :— 


My zight honourable Lords, 

In the humblest manner my heart can devise, or a 
delinquent poor prisoner (now unhappily fallen into his Majesty’s 
displeasure) may possibly express himself, I do in all submission 
humbly acknowledge all loyalty, duty and obedience to that sacred 
power, and since I am not able in respect of my age and infinite 
infirmities without the hazard of my life [to] appear before this 
honourable board, I first beg his Majesty's gracious pardon with 
all humbleness for my unwilling fault, which I am heartily sorry 
for, and that he will be so gracious to me, as to accept of this 
my unfained humble submission, and receive me again into his 
favour, which is more precious to me than either life or estate, 
and to obtain this for me, I most humbly implore your Lordships 
favours to me, to intercede and mediate such grace for me, and I 
shall desire to live for nothing more, than from my heart and

These humble and submissive words were accepted as 
a substitute for the poor culprit’s presence, and on the 
20th March 1635-6 a warrant was issued to the serjeant- 
at-arms to set him at liberty. (Vol. CCCXVI., No. 76.) 
~ It was stated in the preface to our last volume that it 
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contained a valuable series of Lord Lindsey’s letters in 
which he gave a detailed account of the cruise of the 
first ship-money fleet set forth under his command. Lord 
Lindsey returned home with the principal ships early in 
October 1635, but Sir John Pennington remained in the 
Channel with the Vanguard, the Swallow, and two of the 
Whelps, throughout the whole of a very boisterous winter. 
His letters calendared in the present volume show how 
little he was able to accomplish. Locked up in the 
Downs by stormy weather, with ships so foul that they 
were useless against the light piratical cruisers of Dun- 
kirk and Calais, the mail packets from Dover were plun- 
dered almost within his sight (pp. 227, 243, 309), and 
Pronoville, an old and well known freebooter, was able 
to insult the English coast in the north, and to escape 
easily with his prey (p. 163). Pennington’s constant 
complaint was that the large ships under his command 
were of no avail against the light nimble vessels: fitted 
out in the ports of Holland and Flanders... He was 
continually urging upon the Government to use some of 
the small piratical ships which were occasionally captured 
in the Downs or elsewhere in order to “teach. his 
Majesty’s ships to go” (p. 205). He describes one of this 
useful description of craft—ships which marked their prey, 
pounced down upon it, captured or: rifled it, and were off 
again, with the speed of lightning—as “of some 60 tons, 
with one deck, not above three years old, goes singularly 
well, and has six very good guns, only too big for her.” 
(Ibid.) Another small ship, the Swan of Flushing, which 
Pennington had detained and sent into Sandwich, is 
stated to be “the swiftest sailer in the world” (p. 164.), 
of “Dunkirk build and a rare goer’ (p. 205). It 
will be found that these suggestions ultimately took 
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effect, but in those days it seems to have been difficult 
to get the Admiralty to adopt any course which was out 
of their common beaten track. Large ships were in high 
favour at head quarters, and the King’s great ship of all, 
the Sovereign of the Seas, then building at Woolwich, 
was rapidly advancing towards completion. 

As summer approached, and the second payment of ship- 
money came in, preparations were made for a repetition 
of the great display of the last year. The fleet to be set 
forth was divided into two divisions, Twenty-five ships 
were appointed to be got ready with all speed, and ten 
others to be prepared to reinforce them, or to take their 
places, as might be necessary. The command of these 
powerful fleets was given, not to Lord Lindsey, who was 
thought to have been too fond of being ashore, and to 
have made too much of a pleasure trip of his command 
on the previous occasion, but to Algernon, the young Earl 
of Northumberland, a nobleman universally well esteemed 
and recently appointed a Knight of the Garter. Sir 
John Pennington was named Vice-Admiral, Sir Henry 
Mervyn Rear-Admiral, and Captain Rainsborough took 
the command of the Admiral’s ship. The Earl’s instruc- 
tions, which were substantially the same as those of the 
Earl of Lindsey, were given to him on the 7th April 
(p. 357). On the 14th May he travelled to Sandwich, 
and on the day following embarked in due state aboard 
the Triumph in the Downs (p. 441). Coasting down the 
English Channel, with much ado on account of adverse 
winds, he got as low as Scilly, without discovering any 
trace of an enemy — coming, indeed, out of Portland 
Road, the Earl says, they saw at a great distance eight 
great ships, which they conceived to be Holland men-of 
war. The next morning he steod towards them, but as 
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soon as they perceived him they tacked about, and before 
noon were almost out of sight. ‘‘ They are so well built 
* and fitted for sailing,” remarks the Earl, “that I can 
‘* never come near when they have a mind to avoid, unless 
* by chance” (p. 462). This was the only occasion on 
which he so much as caught sight of a ship of war not 
belonging to his own fleet. From Scilly he stood over 
to Ushant, and thence along the shores of France. 
Rumours had been kept alive, principally by way of 
justifying this great naval display, that a French fleet was 
riding at St. Martin’s in the Isle of Rhé, ready to dispute 
with that of England for the sovereignty of the seas. 
The Earl’s appearance on that coast was therefore in the 
nature of a challenge. In due time it was discovered that 
the French fleet was insignificant in point of strength, 
and altogether unprepared to put to sea. The Earl there- 
fore simply made his presence known, and then returned 
in triumph to Plymouth. There he met with directions 
to proceed immediately to the North, the season for 
fishing beginning about the 20th June, and there being 
work for him to do against the Dutch fishing boats. The 
result will appear in our next volume. Northumberland’s 
letters, written from shipboard in his own clear and almost 
beautiful handwriting, tell the narrative of his doings, 
we can scarcely call them adventures, in simple, manly 
language, and with gentlemanly candour. 

Whatever might be the advantage to the King’s prestige, 
and whatever support be given to the opinion entertained 
in other countries of his naval power, by the appearance 
at sea of these powerful fleets, they only added to that 
which was one main source of his troubles—the amount 
of his debts, the excess of expenditure upon the two 
fleets being in the whole considerably greater than the 
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amount of ship-money. Pitiable tales of miseries of all 
kinds, arising out of the non-payment of the sums owing 
to royal creditors, occur throughout this volume. His 
Majesty’s silkman petitioned for 1,326/7. 1s. 8d., for gold 
and silver fringes to saddle-cloths sent by the King and 
Queen into Savoy in September 1632 (p. 2). The pur- 
veyor of poultry to the royal children was behind to the 
amount of 1,900/. (ibid.), and the purveyor of sea-fish 
to the King had long been a petitioner for a very old 
balance of 1,000/. (ibid.) Hester Rogers, widow of a royal 
jeweller, complained that she was utterly unable to pay 31. 
for ship-money, for which she was in custody, there being 
2,000/. owing to her late husband for jewels delivered in the 
first year of the reign, besides 1,248/. due from the King’s 
mother, Queen Anne of Denmark. The nonpayment of 
this money had ruined herself and her children, and she 
prayed that her ship-money might be respited until some 
part of the debt owing to her was paid (p. 7.) Petitions of 
this class occur continually. But the most curious of the 
money petitions are those which proceeded from the ladies 
and gentlemen of the royal household. Unable to procure 
payment of their ordinary allowances, necessity made them 
project-mongers. Every one became patriotically solicitous 
for the welfare of some particular class of the community, 
and endeavoured to promote it in the most ingenious ways. 
Katherine Elliott, wet-nurse to the Duke of York, dis- 
covered that divers persons sold silk stockings and silk 
waistcoats of the Spanish or baser sort of silk, at as dear 
rates as the finest Naples, and also frequently put the 
woven for the knit, although in price and goodness the 
difference was “almost half in half,” there being no usual 
way or mark to discover the subtilty. Acutely sensible of 
the shamefulness of these impositions, Mrs. Elliott prayed 
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that she might have a grant for 31 years for sealing 
silk stockings and waistcoats, receiving from the salesman, 
ls. for every waistcoat, 6d. for every pair of stockings 
and 4d. for every pair of half stockings (p. 429). Sir 
Frederick Cornwallis, one of the King’s servants, took pity 
on the lawyers and scriveners. Discovering that they were 
much wronged in the bad making of vellum and parchment, 
he prayed the grant of an office to view and mark those 
necessary commodities, the makers allowing him for the 
same 6d. for every roll of parchment containing five dozen 
skins, and 3d. for every roll of vellum containing three 
dozen skins (p. 433). Many other petitioners, animated 
by the same description of public spirit, urged such sug- 
gestions upon their royal master as the only way of pro- 
curing the means to live in his service. 

The volume now published brings to a close, for 
the present, the abstract which we have printed of the 
Acts of the Court of High Commission. The collection of 
State Papers contains four volumes of these Acts. The 
first runs from the 10th February 1633-4 to the 11th Feb- 
ruary 1635-6; the second from the same 11th February 
1635-6 to the 19th May 1636; the third, which is a book 
of rough draft entries, extends from the 14th November 
1639 to the 7th December 1640; the fourth contains fair 
transcripts of entries in the preceding book from the 
30th April to the 18th June 1640. 

We have now calendared the first and second of these 
volumes; the third and fourth will be taken up when we 
arrive at the period to which they relate. In making 
our abstract of the contents of these volumes we 
have stated, with the very extreme of brevity, the con- 
tents of all entries of a merely formal character. 
Such entries show the existence of many suits which 
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never came to a hearing, indicate the nature of the 
proceedings taken, and on what terms such suits were 
allowed to be withdrawn from the jurisdiction of the 
court; in the instances of suits which were ultimately 
heard and sentenced, similar entries exhibit the whole 
course of the intermediate proceedings, show the contri- 
vances occasionally resorted to by defendants to delay or 
evade the impending hearing, and the severities to which 
defendants were exposed who seemed desirous to escape 
from the compulsory power of the court. Without notice 
of these minor and often merely formal entries the 
abstract would have been incomplete, and inquirers would 
not have been able to form that entire view of the business 
of this important tribunal which may now be derived from 
our pages.* 

That the proceedings of this court contributed to the 
overthrow of the Church of England and even of the 
Government can scarcely be doubted. Its leading vic- 
tims were popular clergymen of the puritanical school. 
Every such man silenced by the Commission was ren- 
dered an enemy to the institutions of the country, and 
so were all those who had received benefits from his 
ministry, together with many of the crowds who had 





* In making our abstract we have occasionally found great difficulty 
in identifying the several defendants, and bringing into something like 
uniformity the entries relating to each suit, arising from the extreme 
inaccuracy of the registrar in writing the names of persons and places. 
The names are generally first entered as they were given in by informants, 
often ignorant, to perhaps over-busy clerks, and are seldom written in the 
way in which they ultimately appeared when stated by the defendants 
themselves. Even after that had been done, they are frequently so 
disguised in subsequent eatries, through forgetfulness or haste, that it is 
extremely difficult to recognise them. Considerable pains have been taken 
upon this subject, but mistakes will no doubt be found. Our indexes will 
generally direct the inquirer to all the entries under any particular name, 
whatever may be the varying forms which it assumes. 
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occasionally listened to his preaching. The course of 
proceeding in this English Inquisition is fully laid open 
in the abstracts we have published. Information was 
secretly given or obtained against any person whom it 
was deemed desirable to bring under the censure of the 
court. The information was reduced to writing. From 
it some counsel employed by “ the Office” prepared 
articles of accusation, and the defendant was summoned 
by letters missive to appear before the Commissioners. 
If he omitted to do so, he was attached and brought 
up in custody. On his appearance he was called into 
court and directed to take an oath to answer articles 
of accusation. He was not informed of their nature, nor, 
save in a very general manner, to what subjects they 
related. He was not told by whom they were exhibited, 
nor was he confronted with his accuser. He was 
simply called upon to swear that he would make full, 
true, and perfect answers to whatever articles were 
lodged in the court against him, so far as he knew, or 
believed, or was bound by law. If he refused to take 
the required oath he was committed for contempt of 
court. If he took the oath he was admonished by the 
Commissioners to be examined within a prescribed time, 
and called upon to give bond not to depart without leave. 

After his examination, if his answers were deemed 
evasive or insufficient, he was attached and committed, 
until, by subsequent additions, his explanations were sufli- 
ciently full. If he altogether denied the charge adduced 
against him in the articles, he was licensed to depart until 
some one should come forward openly to prosecute, and 
give bond for payment of costs in case of failure. 

The answers being completed were referred for con- 
sideration to the counsel for “the Office.” If he thought 
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enough had been admitted to enable the court to proceed 
to an immediate sentence, he elected to what was termed 
* insist,” that is, to stand upon the answers without 
further proof. In that case the defendant was at once 
called up before the court and sentenced. Ifthe answers 
amounted in effect to a plea of not guilty, the defendant 
was licensed to depart, on appointing a proctor to act 
for him, and giving bond to appear personally in court 
whenever required. The informant, or some one else, was 
also called upon to give a bond to prosecute, and a com- 
mission was issued to take the evidence of his witnesses 
upon written interrogatories. If defendant desired to 
examine witnesses on his behalf, the court on application 
would grant him a commission. 

On the return of the commissions any questions 
respecting the conduct of the Commissioners or the 
witnesses might be considered. When such points were 
all settled, the commissions were opened, the depositions 
were published, each party put into the office a brief of 
his case and the evidence in support of it, and the cause 
proceeded to a hearing. The defendant was warned to 
attend the hearing, with notice that if he did not attend, 
the court would proceed in his absence. 

When the cause had been heard, defendant, if he had 
not been present at the hearing, was again warned to 
attend to hear the judgment of the court. If he did not 
appear, his bond was certified to the Exchequer and put 
in suit. If that did not bring him forth a variety of 
ingenious contrivances were resorted to for that purpose. 
Intimations, as they were termed, were given that if he 
did not appear, he would be liable to a penalty, first of 
207., then of 50/., then of 100/., or of some larger and 
continually increasing sum, and if these warnings were 
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disregarded, the sums intimated were certified to the 
Exchequer, and levied by process out of that court as 
debts due to the King. Such was the ordinary course 
of proceedings. Few defendants were able to escape 
from the multiplied meshes which the court wove around 
them. Once within its grasp for anything which was 
deemed an offence by the authorities in church or state, 
submission or ruin were the only alternatives proposed, 
and happy was the defendant who did not discover that 
ruin could not be avoided even by submission.* 

Among the cases which occupied attention during the 
time we are now dealing with, was that of SAMUEL WARD 
of Ipswich. 

An outline of the information which occurs in the 
State Papers in reference to this case will both illustrate 
the practice of the High Commission and show the way 
in which these papers are applicable to purposes of bio- 
graphy and history. 





* A legal custom, which may be traced back to a very remote antiquity, 
remained in full vigour in the practice of this court—that of compurga- 
tion. Where a defendant, say in a case of adultery or simony, answered 
on oath that he was not guilty, but the evidence left the mind of the court 
in doubt as to the fact, the defendant was entitled to the benefit of what 
was presumed to be his good character among his neighbours. A day 
was appointed for the compurgation. Notice was given in defendant’s 
parish church, On the appointed day proclamation was made for 
objectors to come forth. If none appeared, the compurgators were intro- 
duced, and the court asked them whether in case defendant took his oath 
that he was free of the particular offence laid to his charge they would 
take their oath that they believed he had taken a true oath. If they 
replied in the affirmative, and the oaths were taken by defendant and 
the compurgators, the court then pronounced that defendant had lawfully 
and canonically purged himself, and “restored him again to his good 
name.” In the volume now published there are several examples of this 
formality being undergone, particularly by Roger Brereton, patron of the 
church of Stoke-upon-Trent (p. 514), and by William Frost, a beneficed 
clergyman of Essex (p. 478).

Xx Xli PREFACE. 


Samuel Ward was in his own day a man of very con- 
siderable eminence and influence. Son of John Ward, 
a clergyman who “preached the gospel at Haverill and 
Bury in Suffolk 25 years,”* he was born at the former 
place in 1577. In 1594 he was admitted a Lady Mar- 
garet’s scholar at St. John’s, Cambridge, on the nomina- 
tion of Lord Burghley, and took his degree of B.A. in 
1596. In 1599 he was appointed one of the first fellows 
of Sydney Sussex College, and commenced M.A. in 1600. 
After some practice as a lecturer in his native town, he 
was selected in 1603, by the corporation of Ipswich, to 
be their town preacher, an office which he continued to 
hold up to the time with which our Calendar now deals. 
He vacated his fellowship by marriage with Deborah 
Bolton of Isleham in the county of Cambridge in 1604, 
and proceeded B.D. in 1607. At Ipswich he soon 
acquired immense influence. Being a man of varied 
ability, or as Fuller states, “‘an excellent artist, linguist, 
divine, and preacher,” and peculiarly effective in the capa- 
city last mentioned, he became, in the absence of a resi- 
dent bishop in Ipswich, a kind of recognized ecclesias- 
tical leader in that part of England, always distinguished 
for its strong attachment to Protestantism. His power in 
art was principally exhibited in curious emblems and in

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representations partaking of the nature of caricature, his 
power as a preacher may be judged by his published works. 
In the evidences of his former talent some people may find 
but little merit, in those of the latter all will admit that 
there are clear proofs that he was a fervid and zealous 
teacher. Fertility of illustration, great power and urgency 
of personal appeal, simplicity of style, even to occasional 
homeliness, evident sincerity, and large-hearted attachment 
to the fundamental truths which underlie all forms of 
Christianity, these were the qualities which secured him the 
affection not only of Ipswich but of the whole neighbour- 
ing country. A continuance for many years in the same 
place riveted and increased his power, and so established 
was he in his position as one of the leading people there, 
that when the favourite Buckingham visited Ipswich on 
his way into Holland in 1625, the honour of his reception 
seems to have been divided between a captain of the 
train-band who knew so little of courtly manners that 
he shook the hand which the Duke offered him to kiss, 
and Mr. Ward whom his grace heard preach.* 

A few years before this incident of Buckingham’s visit 
to Ipswich, Ward had been led into trouble by his talent 
as a caricaturist. A picture in which the Pope with his 
advisers were represented as sitting in conclave respecting 
the Armada and the Gunpowder Treason was complained 
of by Gondomar as offensive to his master the King of 
Spain. Bearing upon it an inscription which claimed 
the authorship for Ward he was sent for by a pursuivant. 
Besides the offence taken by the Spanish ambassador with 
this picture, it was said that Ward had also interfered 
in an election for the county of Suffolk by giving 
advice in a sermon, that none but sound Protestants

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should be returned to Parliament. A defeated candidate 
not only instigated the complaint of Gondomar, but added 
his. own grievances to those of the ambassador. The 
result to Ward was a brief imprisonment in the custody 
of a pursuivant, and a suspension for a little while from 
his preachership at Ipswich.* 

Shortly after Buckingham’s visit to Ipswich Ward 
again fell under suspicion. Rumours got abroad that on 
the dissolution of the second Parliament of Charles I. 
there had been not merely mutterings but strong open 
speaking against the Duke in the town which he had 
so recently visited. Some one told his grace that the 
pulpits of the town were “tuned” against him even 
to the height of threats of personal vengeance. Ward 
was suspected, and Nicholas, then secretary to the Duke 
as Lord Admiral, commissioned Edward Nuttall, an 
officer of the Customs and an agent in Admiralty 
matters, to make inquiry. Nuttall reported that he 
could not find that any man had given “ the least 
touch of ill” against the Duke, save one minister, 
who had said in his sermon that the kingdom had 
need to pray, and that all things did not prosper so 
well as formerly, which they might see by the breaking 
up of the Parliament; that in that assembly something 
was done by a great person to be the means of dissolving 
it, which if it were, or should prove to be a dishonour to 
God, he wished and desired that God would cut him off 
in time. Nuttall added that the town was clear from 
harbouring the least thought of any ill against the Duke, 
and that the preacher alluded to was none of the best 
divines, but a plain man whose tongue outran his wit,

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and but of mean condition (Dom. Car, I., Vol. XXXIIL, 
No. 60). 

The noise created by these indiscreet and wicked words 
seems not to have soon subsided, for Ward, having occasion 
more than two months afterwards to write to Nicholas 
on another matter, expressed himself thus :— 


WortTuHy Sir, 

Whoever informed my Lord’s grace of wrong done to him 
in the pulpits at Ipswich, did the town a very ill office, and my 
Lord’s grace no very good one, in my poor opinion. For mine 
own part, I know my heart ever wished all honour and happiness 
unto him, and therefore my tongue could never let fall the least 
irrespecting word. In the midst of vulgar rumours I ever 
prayed heartily for his prosperity, which made me forbear all 
apology hitherto; and now for myself only, I confess I have 
heard some muttering and privy whispering, wherewithal I ac- 
quainted Mr. Nuttall, of a minister, or schoolmaster rather, a man 
of so mean note and the words so general (as they have come 
to my ear) that I hold it too unfit a thing for a person of many 
degrees my Lord’s grace’s inferior, to take the least notice of 
the particular. Only some malevolent neighbour was willing to 
leave some surmise and cast some aspersion upon the ministry in 
terms indefinite that something might herere, though little or 
nothing true. But the cause of my present writing was not this, 
whereinto my pen in haste hath run, but to entreat your favour 
and furtherance in the behalf of this gentleman Mr. Blosse, the 
bearer hereof. So bold hath your former love made me, as to 
presume of your readiness to gratify our town in any their reason- 
able suit, for which I doubt not but they will be respectfully 
thankful, and I shall rest ever more and more bounden and ready 
to serve you in the Lord,

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The dissatisfaction with the state of public affairs which 
seems not to have been created in the mind of Ward by 
the splendid mcompetency of Buckingham, was excited 
after the death of the favourite by the ecclesiastical 
measures of Archbishop Laud. Ward construed the 
enforcement of new forms and ceremonies as a plain 
departure from the principles of the Reformation, a retro- 
gression towards hierarchical intolerance, and when he 
perceived how many of his brethren of the clergy were 
led away, and that those who longed after purity of 
gospel administration were seeking “freedom to worship 
God” in other and even in far distant regions, he did not 
hesitate to speak plainly against the predominant for- 
malism. 

Our earliest notice of Ward’s change of mind occurs in 
1633, Hugh Peters, writing from Rotterdam to a clergy- 
man of his own principles at Wrentham in Suffolk, 
mentions Ward’s “melancholy fits,” by which we should 
probably understand in that place, his melancholy views of 
the changes impending in religion in England, and wishes 
he would join the band of Puritan ministers in Holland 
(Vol. CCXLI., No. 52). We next find him mentioned in a 
letter from Henry Dade, an active ecclesiastical commissary 
and agent, resident at Ipswich. Dade writes privately to 
Archbishop Laud, to apprise him of the approaching 
departure of a body of Puritan emigrants from that town 
to New England, and attributes their dissatisfaction 
with the state of religion in England to the preaching 
of Ward. Dade adds that he had prepared articles 
against Ward in the High Commission, and would have 
exhibited them, but that he perceived he must bear the 
brunt of the prosecution alone, which he was unwilling to 
do on account of the great power of Ward’s adherents both 
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in London and about Ipswich (Vol. CCLX., No. 17). 
Such zeal as that of Dade was too valuable to be allowed 
to evaporate, especially in the case of a man like Ward, 
whom it was highly desirable to silence. Probably the 
Archbishop requested to see the articles which his agent 
had prepared. It is certain that the subject was brought 
before the King with a:result which will shortly appear. 

In our next notice of Ward we find him in a position 
which somewhat surprises us — as having himself been 
a complainant in the Court of High Commission. Our 
present information upon the subject is very imperfect, 
but it seems that three persons dwelling at Ipswich, named 
Henry Mudford (as he is termed in one place, and Mud, 
an old Suffolk name, as he is styled in another), Henry 
Fermin, and Thomas Bridges were complained of to the 
Court of High Commission, by Ward and Thomas Foster, 
a brother minister at Ipswich, for holding and divulging 
the Antinomian opinion that justified believers could not 
displease God.* Whether the cause came to a hearing, 
or what other proceedings were taken against the defen- 
dants, does not appear. The termination of the suit, so 
far as regards two of the defendants, is stated in the fol- 
lowing entry in the State Paper Vol. CCLXI., fol. 105, 
under the date of the 30th October 1634. It is probable 
that the third defendant, Bridges, who is not mentioned 
in this entry, had previously either died or recanted. 


This day the said Commissioners upon perusal of a certificate by 
the parties brought in, subscribed by Mr. Samuel Ward and Mr. 
Thomas Foster, ministers of Ipswich, and affidavit of the said

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Mud and Fermin for the truth of the said certificate, and in con- 
sideration that they had paid the costs of suit taxed against them, 
and suffered imprisonment for the erroneous tenets by them held 
and divulged, and that as it appeared by the said certificate they 
had given satisfaction to the said ministers, who had complained of 
them to this court, by renouncing their said tenets, the said parties 
were by the said Commissioners dismissed from further attendance 
touching this cause, and all such bonds of theirs as remained in 
the registry of this court were ordered to be cancelled and delivered 
unto them. 

The sword which Ward had drawn against his brethren 
was soon turned against himself. What took place affords 
an eminent precedent of how the spirit of a willing but 
timid man like Dade may be encouraged by persons in 
authority to defy opposition, in the prosecution of an 
unpopular task. We have not the complete history, but 
enough is indicated by two entries in the Council Register. 
The first intimates that on the 26th October 1634 close 
warrants were issued by the Council directing the imme- 
diate repair to their Lordships of Mr. Reynolds and 
Mr. Sotherby, ministers at Ipswich, Mr. Ward, preacher 
there, Thomas Cutler, gentleman, and Henry Dade, 
commissary. The second entry runs as follows: 


At Star Chamber, the seventh of November 1634, 


PRESENT : 
Lord Archbishop of Canterbury. 
Lord Keeper. Lord Cottington. 
Lord Archbishop of York. Lord Newburgh. 
Lord Treasurer. Mr. Treasurer. 
Lord Privy Seal. Mr. Comptroller. 
Earl of Dorset. Mr. Secretary Windebank. 


Whereas Samuel Ward, preacher at Ipswich, having been sent 
for by warrant, did this day attend their Lordships, to answer 
certain complaints made of him to the King, and related to the 
Board by the Lord Archbishop of Canterbury’s Grace, according to 
his Majesty’s direction, concerning some speeches uttered by him 
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the said Samuel Ward, no way befitting his place and function. 
Their Lordships having heard him at large, thought fit to transmit 
him to the Court of High Commission, to be proceeded with there 
ex officio, both upon the aforesaid complaints and upon anything else 
that shall be produced against him. 


On the 13th November 1634 Ward appeared in the 
High Commission Court. The entry in the Book of Acts 
is somewhat more explanatory than ordinary, and we will 
therefore quote it as it stands :— 

Oficium Dominorum contra Samuelem Ward, clericum, Ville 
Gippewici :—He appeared personally and took his corporal oath to 
make true answers to the articles and additionals [#.¢., additional or 
supplementary articles] remaining in court against him, so far forth 
as he knoweth, believeth, and is bound by law, and was monished 
to be examined thereupon before the next court day. (Vol. 
CCLXI. fol. 124 b.) | 

Unfortunately the articles alluded to have not been 
found, but on the 20th November 1634, the next court 
day, the time for answering haying been. found too short, 
was enlarged till the succeeding court day (Vol. CCLXI., 
fol. 182 b., Vol. 1634-5, p. 326). On the 27th November 
1634 the defendant was ordered to be examined within 
ten days, or else to be attached (ibid., fol. 140, p. 331). 
The preparation of the answers was a work of considerable 
time, the articles to be replied to being more than forty 
in number, but ultimately, on the 19th December 1634, 
the task was completed and the answers given in. The 
great importance of this document to the proper under- 
standing of the charges against the defendant must be our 
excuse for printing it at length :— 


19° Decembris 1634. 

The personal answers of Samuel Ward, clerk, Bachelor in Divinity, 
of the town of Ipswich, in the county of Suffolk, made by 
virtue of his corporal oath, to the articles objected against 
him by his Majesty’s Commissioners for Causes Ecclesiastical. 


To the first article he answereth and believeth the same to be 
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true in every part thereof, adding that he this examinant hath been 
@ minister in holy orders of priesthood and preacher of or for the 
town of Ipswich, for the space of these thirty years last past or 
thereabouts. 

To the second article he answereth and believeth that within 
the time articulate, in one of his sermons preached in Ipswich, he 
then and there proved that set forms of prayers to be lawful out 
of scriptures and antiquity, and withal proved occasional: and 
conceived prayers were also lawful by the instance of Esther and 
Judith, and their maids, praying without book, or to such like 
effect, not crossing the former truth delivered, and otherwise doth 
not believe the article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the third, fourth, and fifth articles, which concern only 
private conference had betwixt this examinant and Mr. Skinner, he 
not having spoken with Mr. Skinner these three years last past, 
cannot remember what particular speeches passed between them, 
but doth not believe that he spake the words articulate in such 
manner as they are here set down. 

To the sixth article he answereth and believeth, that on the 
day and in the place articulate, he preached on the text here 
mentioned, and delivered words to this purpose, viz., that there was 
amongst the Jews readers and interpreters of the law, as there was 
in the Primitive Church readers and preachers, that reading of 
prayers and homilies were lawful, and so was preaching and — 
praying without book, and proved it out of the prayers for the 
visitation of the sick, translated out of ancient forms, which 
notwithstanding alloweth the minister to use words of exhortation 
further as occasion should offer itself; and otherwise doth not 
believe the article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the seventh article he answereth and believeth that in the 
said sermon or in another sermon by him preached within the 
time and in the place articulate, believeth that he this examinant 
said that whosoever denieth all occasional prayer, or he that 
confines all prayers to set forms, must confine the spirit and 
must be troubled to carry about him manuals and _portesses, 
or to that effect, and otherwise doth not believe the article to be 
true in any part thereof. 

To the eighth article he answereth and believeth that within the 
time and in the place articulate, this examinant in a sermon by 
him preached, delivered words to this effect, viz., that there might 
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be more life according to the rules of oratory, nature and art 
in a sermon delivered vivd voce, than in one read, though more 
elegantly penned, et aliter non credit articulwm esse verwm in 
aliquo. 

To the ninth article he saith and confesseth that tempore et loco 
predictis, he said he could not tell whether such prayed at all that 
never prayed but out of a book, et aliter non credit articulum esse 
verum in aliquo. 

To the tenth article he answereth and believeth that in his said 
sermon formerly mentioned he likewise said that a parrot might be 
taught to repeat forms without affection, et aliter non credit 
articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the eleventh article he answereth that infra tempus articu- 
latwm preaching on the text articulate, he only said that he would 
not abide popish histrionical gesticulations used without number 
and reasons by the priests in saying mass, whereof he said he had 
been an eye-witness beyond the seas, and further he knoweth not 
what to answer. 

To the twelfth article he answereth that he always kneeleth or 
standeth when he cometh before or in the time of divine prayers, 
otherwise attendeth on the public act in hand, et aliter non credit 
articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the thirteenth article he answereth that in a sermon by him 
preached in the place at or near the time articulate upon the text 
here mentioned, he said that the Devil ever affected to draw divine 
worship to himself in idols in the time of paganism, and in the 
forms of bread in the times of popery, not intending to blemish 
that gesture of kneeling at the receiving of the sacrament, which 
this examinant himself ever useth, and otherwise doth not believe 
the article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the fourteenth article he answereth and believeth, that 
divers knights and gentlemen which were present at this 
examinant’s said sermon, and heard the same, did tax the malice 
and mistake of one that enquired whether the words delivered 
to the effect aforesaid would bear an article or not of this kind, 
otherwise referring himself to his former answers made to the 
precedent article, he doth not believe the article to be true in any 
part thereof. 

To the fifteenth article he answereth that he doth not believe 
the same to be true in any part thereof, having always observed 
holy days these 30 years without omission. 
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To the sixteenth article he answereth, that he this examinant 
preaching on the last of the four Christmas holidays, the time 
articulate, said, that in the following days they might do their 
ordinary business, intending to cross that vulgar superstitious 
conceit, that whosoever works on any of the twelve days shall be 
lousy, et aliter non credit articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the seventeenth article he answereth that he doth not 
believe the same to be true in any part thereof, and saith he 
abhorreth such malicious and undiscreet collections. 

To the eighteenth article he answereth and believeth that at 
or about the time articulate in one of his sermons he expressed 
in what sense these words, modum nescimus, might be taken 
and justified, but if as doubting of the corporal presence, he said 
that sense was against our Church articles im terminis, and that he 
presumed that the reverend learned bishop which used them (whom 
he believeth he named not) meant it not thereof, or if he did, it 
was but a slip of his pen ; et aliter non credit articulum esse verum 
im aliquo. 

To the nineteenth article he answereth and believeth that in 
a sermon by him preached in the church articulate, at or much 
about the time here mentioned, he said that howsoever some 
doctors might abuse these words “modum nescimus,” he knew 
that Christ was only present in the sacrament spiritually, and 
virtually, and to faith only, or words to that effect, and otherwise 
he doth not believe this article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the twentieth article he answereth and believeth that ina 
sermon by him preached on the day in the place articulate, he only 
warned his auditors to beware of relapse into popery and supersti- 
tion, there wanting not endeavourers as endeavoured to reduce it 
into this kingdom, meaning priests, popish seminaries or jesuits, 
again, without any disloyal intention, and otherwise doth not 
believe the article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the twenty-first he answereth and believeth that in a sermon 
by him preached at or about the time and in the place articulate, 
he said that men began to ring the changes, as in bells and fashions 
so in opinions and manners, or words to that effect, et aliter non 
credit articulum esse verum im aliquo. 

To the twenty-second article he answereth and believeth that 
this examinant, in a sermon by him preached tempore et loco 
predictis, showed the best way of thankfulness for that deliverance 
here mentioned in this article, was a more strict observation of 
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the ten commandments, instancing also in the fourth, as it came 
in order, whatsoever the head of man might invent or the heart 
of man affect to the contrary, and otherwise doth not believe the 
article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the twenty-third he answereth and believeth, that on the 
said 1st of November 1633 he did not know that any such book 
was come out by his Majesty’s command as is here mentioned. 

To the twenty-fourth and twenty-fifth articles he answereth and 
believeth that within the time articulate he hath often in his 
sermons delivered in what sense it is lawful to pray for all men 
collectively and not distributively, and noted divers texts for 
both senses, et aliter non credit articulum esse verwm in aliquo. 

To the twenty-sixth article he answereth that he doth not 
believe the same to be true in any part thereof, for that he holdeth 
that we are bound to believe the words of the creed, being the 
same with the words of the Scripture, Hades, Sheol, Hell. 

To the twenty-seventh article he answereth that he doth not 
believe the same to be true in any part thereof, protesting that 
Mr. Heardson articulate preached in St. Mary Tower church 
aforesaid, in this examinant’s absence, without his appointment or 
notice, and was blamed by him this examinant for troubling the 
peace of the church, and was never since suffered to preach in this 
examinant’s place. 

To the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth articles he answereth 
and believeth the same to be true in every part thereof. 

To the thirtieth article he answereth that about the time and 
in the place articulate this examinant, preaching upon these words 
“from the dead,” as his ordinary text led him, touching Christ’s 
rising from the dead, he said that they were the same in effect 
with Hades, Sheol, and Hell, the sence whereof many learned 
papists, protestants, archbishops and bishops of our church, and 
Bishop Bilson by name, held not to be de necessitate salutis, 
expounding them of the place of the damned, and so did the 
most sober and moderate divines. And this examinant thought 
the demonstration of either part to be difficult if not unpossible, 
and that he would not for that time dispute the question 
any further, lest he should incur Solomon’s censure, who compares 
him that would meddle in needless strife to him that takes a 
dog by the ears; et aliter non credit articulum esse verum

To the thirty-first article he answeretlh and believeth this 
article for substance to be true, but withal addeth that he came 
thither, if occasion had been offered, as well to maintain the 
peace of the church as to make peace betwixt Mr. Dade and 
Mr. Heardson. 

To the thirty-second article he answereth that he doth not 
remember that Mr. Dade made any such answer to this examinant 
as is here affirmed in this article, but remembereth that Mr. Dade 
answered to this effect, that if this examinant had moved him in 
private he would have granted him a greater matter, whereupon 
this examinant took his leave and departed. 

To the thirty-third and thirty-fourth articles he answereth and 
referreth himself to his precedent answers made to the thirtieth 
article, and otherwise doth not believe these articles to be true 
in any part thereof. 

To the thirty-fifth article he answereth that this examinant 
tempore articulato, preaching upon the text here mentioned, 
following his commentaries, Musculus [?] by name, instanced in 
popish crosses and cringings which the said Cardinal Aldobrandini’s 
ape was famous for imitation, et aliter non credit articulum esse 
verum in aliquo. , 

To the thirty-sixth article he answereth that he doth not believe 
the same to be true in any part thereof. 

To the thirty-seventh article he answereth and believeth that 
tempore articulato or thereabouts, preaching on the text articulate 
“God weigheth the spirits of men,” he used words to this effect, 
viz., that bodily gestures were outward testimonies of the 
spiritual, but severed therefrom were but hypocritical shadows, 
and that he knew no reason why divine adoration should be more 
confined to one part of the world or church than another, or to 
that effect, et aliter non credit articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the thirty-eighth article he answereth and believeth, that 
preaching in St. Mary Tower Church, at or about the time articulate, 
upon some cases put unto him by some of those that affected to 
go beyond the seas into New England, and upon some misreports 
made of this examinant said he was not of Tertullian’s rigid 
opinion, but of our late learned Archbishop’s milder judgment, 
concerning the lawfulness of flight in persecution, yet rather 
commended such as stayed in their native country and mother 
church, which he thought, and said, to be the most. flourishing 
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national kingdom and church in the world, not knowing what 
God would incline and enable himself to do in case of trial, if 
any such should happen, or used words to that effect, et aliter non 
credit articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the thirty-ninth article he answereth, that at or about the 
time articulate this examinant, in a sermon by him preached in 
the place articulate, expressly said he was not of so melancholy a. 
spirit, nor looked through so black spectacles, as he that wrote 
that religion stands on the tiptoe in this land looking westwards,* 
nor feared their fear that feared an imminent departure of the 
gospel; et aliter non credit articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the fortieth and forty-first articles he answereth and 
believeth that having heard a report in the town of Ipswich, 
scattered by the New Englanders and others, that six or seven 
ministers in Gloucestershire, and twelve or fourteen ministers in 
the diocese of Winchester, and some others in other shires, were 
suspended, he said that if six or seven lights in one place and 
twelve or fourteen in another were like to be eclipsed, as some 
there present reported, it might be a sign of God’s displeasure, be 
the cause thereof their own error, or ceremonies, or what it will 
be ; et aliter non credit articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the forty-second article he answereth and believeth that 
preaching within the time articulate, of Christ’s election of his 
twelve apostles, he used words to this effect, viz. that judgment 
of the gifts, ordination, and presentation of ministers was anciently 
invested in the bishops and clergy, the assent or acceptation in the 
people, according to the opinion and practice of Cyprian, Augustine 
and Leo, and of many churches, for many hundred years, a 
vestigium whereof he alleged out of the ordination of the bishops 
and presbyters of our church, where a liberty of exception is left 
to the people by proclamation, the like whereof was also in common-

“The Church Militant,” first published in 1631 ;— 
Religion stands on tiptoe in our land, 
Ready to pass to th’ American strand. 

The Vice-Chancellor of Cambridge objected at first to license their 
publication, which was posthumous, but ultimately did so with the 
remark, “I knew Mr. Herbert well, and know that he had many heavenly 
speculations, and was a divine ‘poet ; but I hope the world will not take 
him to be an inspired prophet, and therefore I license the whole book.”

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wealths where elections were in force or use, not knowing how or 
when punctually it went out of the people; e¢ aliter non credit 
articulum esse verum in aliquo. 

To the forty-third article he answereth that this examinant’s 
text at or about the day articulate, leading him to speak of fasting 
in the Ember week, he said, in a sermon by him preached, that he 
read not in the scripture of any set day of fasting but one in the 
year, the day of expiation, and asked where any other did, and 
that our laws commanded no set days of fasting for religious 
respects, yet if any were fitting he thought these quatuor tempore 
were, which the church ordained, that we should fast and pray for 
the ordination of good ministers; et aliter non credit articulum 
esse verum in aliquo. Ad ulterius respondet quod credit credita 
et negat negata, &c. (Vol. cclaxviis., No. 65.) 


These ‘answers almost supply the want of the articles. 
It is obvious that the defendant’s preaching had been 
watched for several years, and that expressions and passages, 
not in his printed sermons but in those delivered vivd voce, 
which were thought to be in opposition to the notions of 
the ecclesiastical party then in power, had been carefully 
noted and borne in mind. It is clear, also, that if the defen- 
dant was to be believed, the noted passages had been some- 
times misunderstood and sometimes misremembered, and 
that they had been always construed in the worst sense, 
and with a view to be made the most of against the 
preacher, In the aggregate the words alleged may be 
taken as evidence of dissatisfaction with the existing state 
of things, and with the movements then abroad in the 
church, dissatisfaction uttered with an amount of freedom 
which in the form of its expression might in these days be 
deemed occasionally exceptionable in a preacher on the 
score of taste, but in substance would be scarcely thought 
to have exceeded the liberty allowed to the pulpit in all 
ages and almost in all churches. We shall shortly see 
how this freedom was regarded by Archbishop Laud and 
his brother Commissioners. 
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The answers having been given in and considered, 
Ward was summoned to appear on his bond on the 29th 
January 1634-5. The counsel for the Office, in this case 
Dr. Thomas Rives, the King’s advocate, having elected 
not to “insist” upon the answers but to go to proof, a 
commission was decreed for the examination of witnesses 
on the part of the Office, compulsory process, as against 
unwilling witnesses, being granted against such persons 
as should be named by Mr. Dade, the prosecutor. It was 
also ordered that all proofs should be made before the 
session of the court in the succeeding Easter term (Vol. 
CCLXI., fol. 150, Volume for 1634-5, p. 490). 

On the 12th February 1634-5, Dr. Rives applied to the 
court for the admission of “ an additional article or two.” 
As it was not desired that the defendant should be called 
upon to answer these additional articles, but merely that 
they should be used on the examination of witnesses, 
the court granted the application (ibid., fol. 176 b, the 
same volume, p. 546). It seems probable that the fol- 
lowing paper contains these additional articles, but a doubt 
arises on the endorsement, which runs thus, in the hand- 
writing of Sir John Lambe, Dean of the Arches and one 
of the Commissioners, “ Additionals versus Samuel Ward 
de Ipswich ;” to which was subsequently added in the 
same handwriting “on admissi,’” and underneath, 
*Commiss.” which may mean, not that these after- 
thought additionals were never admitted, but that the 
‘Commissioners at Informations” (a certain number of 
the Commissioners who determined points of practice 
and applications of minor importance in their chambers, 
and of whom Sir John Lambe was likely to be one,) 
refused to admit them, and referred Dr. Rives to the 
Commissioners : 
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ARTICLES Additional to be objected by his Majesty’s Commissioners 
for Causes Ecclesiastical against Samuel Ward, clerk, of Ipswich 
in the county of Suffolk, as follows, viz. : 


1. Inprimis, we article and object to you the said Samuel Ward, 
clerk, that on or about the two and twentieth day of December 
Anno Domini 1633 last past you, publicly preaching in the church 
of St. Mary Tower in Ipswich aforesaid, affirmed and said, that 
using of [a] set form of prayers was a confining of the spirit, 
besides it would trouble a man to carry a porteise or manner 





of set forms of prayers for every occasion, meaning thereby 
the book of Common Prayer received in the Church of Eng- 
land, and this you affirmed and published of set purpose to 
scandalize the said book of Common Prayer by authority set 
forth for celebration of God’s service within this kingdom, and 
to the great offence of all religious and well minded christians, 
and evil example of others; et objicimus et articulamur con- 
junetim, dispersim, et de quolihet. 

2. Item, we article and object that you the said Samuel Ward 
preaching loco et tempore in proximo precedente articulo mentionatis 
publicly said and affirmed that there was no life to quicken either 
hearer or speaker in reading of an homily or prayer, though 
penned never so elegantly, as there was by praying and preaching 
by the spirit ex tempore, or to that effect, and this you spoke and 
affirmed of set purpose to deprave the use of Common Prayer and 
Book of Homilies established within this kingdom for the public 
celebration of God’s service, to the great offence of God and evil 
example of others ; et objicimus et articulamur ut supra. 

3. Item, that all and singular the premises are true, public, and 
notorious, and that thereupon there hath been and is a public 
fame and report.

From this time the cause went through its usual 
course. Several of the witnesses against Ward were 
unwilling to give evidence (Vol. CCLXI., fol. 194, Vol. 
for 1635, p. 184) but witnesses and everybody else were 
forced to bend under the iron rule of this imperative 
tribunal, and in the end the depositions for the prosecutor 
were published, and the defendant was ordered to give 
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in his defence “in case he intend to use any,” and to make 
his proofs during the long vacation (ibid., fols. 203 b, 
210 b, 219 b, and pp. 192, 198, 207). 

On Ward’s part it would seem that there was some 
mismanagement or delay. On the 9th and 13th October 
witnesses were sworn to give evidence for the defence, 
(Vol. CCLXI., fols. 258 b, and 259, Volume for 1635-6, 
pp. 82, 83) but on the 22nd of that month, in the middle of 
Michaelmas term, and when the time limited for his proofs 
was in the act of expiring, two further witnesses were 
produced in court to be sworn on his behalf, and his 
counsel moved for liberty to propound exceptions against 
the witnesses who had given evidence against him. One 
of the witnesses now produced had already given evidence 
for the prosecutor, perhaps that was the case with both of 
them, and it is very probable that by the practice of the 
court a defendant was not allowed without special per- 
mission to examine as witnesses on his own behalf those 
whom the Office had already called against him; so also 
with respect to the other point, it is possible that he had 
not had any opportunity of making the necessary 
motion to the court during the long vacation, but on the 
other hand the depositions for the Office were ordered 
to be published on the 4th June, and the court sat until 
the 23rd if not till the 30th of that month, and recom- 
menced its sittings after the vacation on the 9th October, 
then the first day of Michaelmas term. 

At the same time that Ward’s motions came on for 
hearing, Dade petitioned the court for a speedy end to be 
put to the cause, and Dr. Rives on the part of the Office 
moved also to the same effect, adding that the “business 
* came thither commended by the Council, and that it was 
** expected that expedition should be had for ending the 
d 
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“same.” Thus urged, the court allowed Ward’s witnesses 
who were present in court to be sworn to give evidence, but 
refused the application to propound exceptions, “ the term 
probatory coming to an end that day ” (Vol. CCLXI., fol. 
276 b, Volume for 1635-6, p. 98). If Ward really had ex- 
ceptions to urge against any of the witnesses for the pro- 
secution, which it is very probable he had, for Skinner, 
the principal witness, had been his curate and was certainly 
not on good terms with him, he thus lost the opportunity. 

A week after the date of these applications we find that 
a report was made to the Commissioners at Informations 
that Ward had made defective answers to certain of the 
articles against him. The application seems late and 
irregular, but the court ordered that he should be monished 
to answer those articles plene, plane, et directe before the 
next court day, under pain of the articles being taken as 
confessed (Vol. CCLXI., fol. 280 b, and Volume for 
1635-6, p. 103), and the following is the “ more full” 
answer accordingly made by him :

To the third article, there having passed 7, 8, or 9 years 
since the conference mentioned with the said Jonathan Skinner, 
he referreth himself to his former answer, not being able to recal 
particular speeches to memory, and aliter nescit respondere. 


To the fourth he believeth a man may repeat the Lord’s prayer 
more times than is required in the liturgy of our church without 
any tautology, with fresh intentions and affections, without which 
fewer repetitions may be a tautology, and to this effect he remem- 

‘bereth and believeth his discourse tended, to which effect he also 
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hath taught. upon occasion publicly, and otherwise believeth not 
the article to be true in any part thereof. 

To the fifth he answereth as to the third, referendo se ad primum 
responsum. 

To the twelfth he also referreth himself to his former answer ; 
most humbly in that and the residue submitteth himself to the 
favourable censure of this honourable court, protesting that neither 
in speech or action he ever intended to disturb the peace of church 
or commonwealth, or the crossing of anything established by law 
in either of them. Sa. WARD.* 


At the same time that Ward was ordered to put in his 
fuller answer it was objected against him by the counsel 
for the Office that he had procured copies of the depo- 
sitions against him, before John Sicklemore, his last 
witness, was examined, and it was thereupon desired 
that Sicklemore’s depositions should be suppressed, which 
the court decreed, if the allegation were true. The rest 
of the depositions were ordered to be published (Vol. 
CCLXI. fol. 280 d., and Vol. for 1635-6, p. 103), and the 
cause was hurried on to a hearing, which took place on 
the 26th November 1635. 

We have two accounts of the hearing; one a paper of 
notes containing a brief summary of the charges against 
the defendant and the evidence in support of them, drawn 
up by Sir John Lambe, probably from the statements 
made in court by Drs. Rives, Zouch, and Mason, the 
counsel for the Office; the other the official entry of the 
proceedings and sentence made by the registrar. The 
former of these is extremely brief and meagre, but it gives 
the charges relied upon by the counsel of the prosecutor, 
and the names of the witnesses who deposed to each par- 


ticular item of charge, and we shall therefore print it.

The cause is to be informed in and finally sentenced, and the 
said Samuel Ward is to appear personally this day and place, to 
hear and receive the final order and judgment of the court. At 
which day and place the said Samuel Ward being publicly called 
for, appeared personally, in whose presence the proofs made against 
him, and after that the proofs made upon his defence were there 
publicly read, which done, the counsel for the office enforced the 
proofs made against Mr. Ward. In reply whereunto, the counsel 
for the said Mr. Ward enforced the proofs made on his behalf, 
and then after a long and deliberate hearing of the cause, and 
after mature deliberation had of all that was there said and 
enforced by the counsel of either part, the court proceeded to 
the giving of their definitive sentence in this cause. And upon 
opening of the whole matter it appeared evidently to the court 
that the said Mr. Ward was charged in the articles objected 
against him, that in annis Domini 1630, 1631, 1632, 1633, 1634, 
Mr. Ward in some of his sermons preached publicly in Ipswich 
against set form[s] of prayer, saying that the using of set 
form[s] of prayer was a confining of the spirit, besides it would 
trouble a man to carry a portasse or manual for set forms of 
prayer for all occasions. That there was not that life to quicken 
either hearer or speaker in the reading of an homily or prayer 
though penned never so elegantly, as there was by prayer and 
preaching by the spirit, and that a parrot might be taught to 
repeat forms without affection. That Mr. Ward within the time

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aforesaid, particularly on St. Thomas’s Day 1633, in a sermon 
publicly spake against the book of Common Prayer, and the 
form of visitation of the sick prescribed in that book, and said 
they were fit for popish times as they first came from popery. 
That Mr. Ward useth not to kneel or show any sign of devotion 
when he cometh into his seat or pew in the church. That Mr. 
Ward within the time articulate, vizt., within these three years last 
past hath preached disgracefully against bowing and other reverend 
gestures in the church, saying that a man may teach a jackanapes 
or a baboon to do it. That Mr. Ward within the time, vizt., 
November 1633, hath preached doubtfully concerning Christ’s 
descension into hell, saying he would leave it im medio, and so 
would every sober divine. That Mr. Ward within the year 1630, 
in some sermons preached by him in Ipswich, spake disgracefully 
of a reverend bishop and concerning the real presence in the 
sacrament, who had written prasentiam agnoscimus, modum 
nescimus, saying that he thought it slipped from his pen unawares, 
and hoped he had repented himself of it. That Mr. Ward 
within the time articulate, especially in November 1633, hath 
uttered speeches derogatory to the discipline and government 
of the Church of England, as namely that our church was ready 
to ring the changes in matter of discipline, That Mr. Ward in his 
sermons by him made in St. Mary Tower Church in Ipswich, 
in anno domini 1634, hath insinuated unto his auditory that there 
was cause to fear an alteration of religion in the kingdom. 
That Mr. Ward, in one of his sermons preached in October 
1634, hath delivered that all that bear office in the church or 
commonwealth ought to be elected by the people. That Mr. Ward 
within the time articulate hath spoken disgracefully of conformity 
to his Majesty’s instructions concerning preaching and conformity. 
That Mr. Ward, November 1633, hath preached by way of opposi- 
tion to his Majesty’s declaration concerning recreations to be 
permitted on the Sundays. All which the premises, partly out of 
the confession and personal answers of the said Mr. Ward and 
partly out of the depositions of the witnesses examined ex parte 
officit against him the court conceived to be proved against Mr. 
Ward, and pronounced him guilty of preaching all the said scanda- 
lous tenets and positions formerly mentioned. And for that some 
of the said positions tended to the depraving of all set forms of 
prayer, and the whole liturgy of the Church of England established 
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by Act of Parliament some others of the said positions or tenets 
tending to the broaching and nourishing of schism, and to make a 
rent in the church, some other to put the people in a fear of altera- 
tion of religion, some against reverence used in the church, as also 
against conformity to his Majesty’s late instructions, as likewise 
against his Majesty’s late declaration concerning lawful recreations 
to be used on Sundays, and lastly some of them tending to the 
overthrow of all manner of government both in the church and 
commonwealth as the court conceived and pronounced; FOR 
THESE THINGS, in regard of the public scandal and offence given, 
he was adjudged well worthy to be punished, and first in pro tem. 
pence he was adjudged a man unfit to be continued lecturer there 
any longer, and by sentence definitive of the court was removed 
from his said lecture, and was suspended from the execution of his 
ministerial function and every part thereof, as well there as else- 
where, and ordered so to stand suspended and silenced till his 
Majesty’s pleasure be signified for his relaxation of such suspension. 
He was further ordered to make a public submission and recanta- 
tion of his said erroneous and scandalous opinions by him broached 
and published in his said sermons, with acknowledgment of his 
equivocation in his answers, in such manner and form, and at such 
time and place as shall be prescribed unto him by the Commis- 
sioners, and delivered unto him in writing under the registrar’s 
hand of this court, which is first to be by him openly read in this 
court and by him subscribed, and afterwards intimated and pub- 
lished in St. Mary Tower Church in Ipswich, where he hath given 
the scandal and offence. He was further condemned in expences.or 
cost[s] of suit, which are to be taxed the next court day, and lastly 
he was ordered to stand committed until he shall give bond with 
sufficient sureties in the sum of two hundred pounds to bis Ma- 
jesty’s use, that he shall well and truly perform the order of the 
court this day set down in this cause.* 


Such was the sentence, passed, not, be it remembered, 
upon Ward’s printed sermons and treatises, of which there 
were at least nine before the world, but upon scattered 
passages picked out of sermons preached during a series 
of years, passages deposed to by witnesses whose accuracy

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was disputed by Ward, and whose competency or veracity 
he had desired to impeach. Suspension and silence 
during the King’s pleasure, and humiliation in the eyes 
of the world and among his own people, such were the 
results! Truly the end aimed at by the prosecutors was 
obtained. 

The costs were taxed at 50/. and after some delay the 
amount was discharged. The registrar of the court 
seemed inclined to keep the whole sum to himself. Dade 
applied to the Archbishop for payment of his expenses, 
alleging that he was assigned by the court to promote the 
cause, and had expended therein 50/., besides 207. in the 
defence of other suits which had arisen out of that against 
Ward. The Archbishop directed Sir John Lambe and Dr. 
Eden to inquire what had become of the money, and to give 
the promoter so much as was fit (Vol. CCCXXI., No. 21). 

The form of submission, which to Ward was the most 
important thing of all, was settled by Bishop White of 
Ely and Drs. Eden and Duck, as follows: 


An Order of submission enjoined unto Samuel Ward, clerk, 
now or late of Ipswich, in the county of Suffolk. 


1. Whereas I, Samuel Ward, of Ipswich in the county of 
Suffolk, clerk, standeth by sentence of his Majesty’s Commissoners 
Ecclesiastical, given at Lambeth the 26th of November 1635, 
convicted of delivering scandalous and offensive speeches in the 
pulpit, within the time in the articles mentioned, viz., within these 
six years last past, against the set form of prayer, saying it was a 
confining of the spirit, and that it would trouble a man to carry 
a portasse or manual for set forms of prayers ; that there was not 
that life to quicken hearer or speaker in reading of an homily or 
prayer, though penned never so elegantly, as there was by praying 
or preaching by the spirit; and said further, that a parrot might 
be taught to repeat forms without affection. 

2. That on St. Thomas’s Day 1633, I inveighed against the 
book of Common Prayer and the form of the Visitation of the Sick 
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therein prescribed in that book, saying that they were fit for 
popish times. 

3. That I have preached disgracefully against bowing and 
other reverend gestures used in the church, saying that a man 
may make a jackanapes or a baboon to do it. | 

4. That I have within the time articulate preached doubtfully 
concerning that article of our creed which concerns Christ’s descen- 
sion into hell, saying I would leave it in medio, and so would every 
sober divine. 

5. That within the time articulate I have let fall out of the 
pulpit disgraceful speeches against a reverend bishop deceased, 
concerning the real presence in the sacrament, which bishop having 
written. thereupon saying: Presentiam agnoscimus, modwm 
mescymus, I said that I thought that saying slipped from the 
bishop’s pen unawares, and hoped he had repented himself of it. 

6. That within the time aforesaid I have in some or one of my 
sermons uttered some speeches derogatory to the doctrine and 
discipline of the Church of England, as namely that our church was 
ready to ring the changes, and to hunt the wild goose chase, and 
that there was cause to fear an alteration in religion. 

7. That within the time aforesaid I delivered openly in some 
or one of my sermons that all that bear office in the church and 
commonwealth ought to be elected by the people. 

8. That I have in some or one of my sermons spoken disgrace- 
fully of conformity to his Majesty’s instructions concerning preaching 
and conformity. 

9, That I have preached by way of opposition to his Majesty’s 
declaration concerning lawful recreations. 

All which the premises the court hath pronounced and adjudged 
to be proved against me, and for the same have suspended me from 
the execution of my ministry, condemned me in expenses or costs 
of suit, and enjoined me this submission. I am now heartily sorry 
that I have given cause to be so far questioned, and do profess that 
the said speeches as they stand thus proved against me, some of 
them tending to the depraving of all set forms of prayer, and the 
liturgy of the Church of England established by Act of Parliament, 
some others to the broaching and nourishing of schism, and to make 
a rent in the church, some others to put the people in fear of 
alteration of religion, some others to the overthrow of all manner 
of government, both in the church and commonwealth, were 
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indiscreet, for the which I am heartily sorry, and do promise 
from henceforth to carry and demean myself more temperately 


and discreetly without giving any cause of scandal or offence 
hereafter.

Ward, it will be perceived, was called upon to acknow- 
ledge that the charges against him were proved, and that 
of the words uttered by him some tended to the de- 
praving of all set forms of prayer, including the liturgy 
of the church, others to the nourishing of schism, and to 
make a rent in the church, others to put the people in 
fear of alteration of religion, others to the overthrow 
of all manner of government both in church and common- 
wealth. He was, moreover, required to admit, somewhat 
unnecessarily, that such words were indiscreet, to state 
that he was sorry for them, and to promise thenceforth to 
carry himself more temperately. 

This was more than he could bring himself to submit to. 
The alleged evil tendency of the words attributed to him 
was clearly exaggerated, but in his view of the matter it 
was not proved that those words had been spoken by him. 
He could not therefore acknowledge anything with 
respect to their tendency or character. In lieu of this 
enjoined form of submission he sent the following, which 
he signed and desired might be adopted by the court. It 
acknowledged that, as things stood testified against him, 
the proceedings and sentence of the court were just, that 
he was sorry that his speeches were offensive, and that he 
was one who studied and prayed for the peace of the church, 
and would ever do so. The following was his form :—

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‘¢ Whereas, I, Samuel Ward, clerk, have been heretofore convented 
and questioned before this Honorable Court of High Commission 
for sundry speeches which I was charged to have uttered in the 
pulpit in my sermons, which were deduced into articles against me, 
whereupon sundry witnesses were produced and examined, and I 
thereupon was admitted to my defence in a due and legal manner 
and way, and after a full and deliberate hearing was pronounced 
guilty of sundry of them, and suspension from the execution of my 
ministerial function was thereupon sentenced against me: I do 
freely, without compulsion, and truly acknowledge, (whatever my 
speeches and meanings were,) that as things stand testified in 
court against me, the proceedings of the said Honorable Court, as 
also the sentence concluded against me, were just, and that I am 
heartily sorry that my said speeches were offensive to them or any 
other, and that Iam one that do study and pray for the peace of 
the Church of England, my true mother in Christ, and will ever, to 
the uttermost of my power and poor ability, procure and promote

Here our information comes to an end. The loss of the 
Register Books of the High Commission for the period 
which intervened between the second and third volumes 
now among the State Papers, deprives us at present of a 
sure guide to the final result; but it is not at all im- 
probable that further papers upon the subject may turn 
up hereafter. The difference between the submissiuon 
enjoined and that proffered was one of substance, and 
could not easily be bridged over. Ward was committed 
to prison and remained there for some considerable 
time. When, or upon what terms he was released, is 
not known. It has been said that, when set at liberty, 
he passed over to Holland, but there is reason to 
believe that he was in Ipswich in April 1638, and he

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was certainly buried there, in the church of St. Mary 
Tower, where he had so long officiated to listening 
crowds, on the 8th March 1639-40. Under the date 
of the 7th of the following December, we read in the 
Register of the High Commission, that the Commis- 
sioners were informed “that Mr. Samuel Ward, against 


* whom in his lifetime there was a cause depending in’ 


** this Honorable Court, was deceased, and that his bro- 
* ther, Mr. [Nathaniel] Ward, did desire that the several 
** bonds entered by or for him in the said cause might 
“ be cancelled and delivered,’ to which the Commis- 
sioners consented and decreed accordingly. The people 
of Ipswich evidenced their regard for their preacher in two 
ways :—1. When he was suspended the Bishop of Norwich 
offered them permission to appoint another minister in his 
place ; they answered they would have Mr. Ward or none. 
2. After his death they continued to his widow and his 
eldest son, for their lives, the payment of the 100/. per 
annum which they had been accustomed to make to him. 
The present volume abounds, like its predecessors, with 
important papers scattered here and there throughout. 
Several letters noted or apostyled by Cuaruzs I. evidence 
his personal attention to public affairs and the peculiar 
spirit which characterized all his interference and direc- 
tions (see Vol. CCCXIT. Nos. 12 and 84, pp.179 and 198). 
The visit to England of THE youne Prince ELEcrTor, 
the eldest son of Elizabeth, Queen of Bohemia, lasted 
throughout the time embraced by this volume, and is 
frequently noticed in the letters of Elizabeth and Sir 
Thomas Roe. We have here also some interesting notices 
of the first appearance in England of Prince Rupert. 
He came early in 1636, apparently on a suggestion made 
to Elizabeth by Sir Henry Vane, that she ought to send 
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some special messenger to the King to thank him for 
the favour he showed to her eldest son. In letters in 
which she introduces him to her friends she describes 
him in terms which indicate what was then thought of 
the youthful cavalier. She fears he will not. make so 
many compliments as Lord Carlisle, but she hopes for 
his blood sake he will be welcome, though she believes 
he will not much trouble the ladies with courting them, 
nor be thought a very beaw gargon (Vol. CCCXIII. 
No. 11, p. 206). Rupert’s turn of mind was evidently 
not so much towards the conquests of love, as to those 
of adventure and arms. There was a proposal at that 
time in London for the colonization of Madagascar. 
It was supported by Endymion Porter, and other more 
conspicuous persons. Rupert was urged to take part in 
it, and alarmed his mother by showing some inclination to 
do so. She esteemed the project ridiculous, compared it 
to Don Quixote’s attack upon the windmills, and entreated 
Roe to drive the scheme out of her son’s head (Vol. . 
CCCXVILI., No. 12, p. 320). Effectually to put a stop to 
it, she would have had him home again, te go into the 
field with the Prince of Orange. “ He spends his time”’ 
she remarks, “ but idly in England, and I desire to make 
** him a soldier to serve his uncle and his brother” (Vol. 
CCCXVIII. No. 16, p. 352). Sir Thomas Roe fully 
coincided with the propriety of his return, but begged the 
Queen to recal him “gently.” ‘His spirit,” remarks 
Sir Thomas, “is too active to be wasted in the softness 
*“ and entanglings of pleasure... He will prove a 
** sword for all his friends if his edge be set right.” (Vol. 
CCCXX., No. 2., p. 402.) 

The last illness and death of Lord Carlisle,—the early 
favourite of James I., the very mirror of courtly courtesy, 
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laughed at by every one for his excess of politeness, and, 
although a man of great ability, remembered only for his 
unparalleled extravagance,—occurred during our present 
period and was of course the subject of comment (pp. 292, 
300, 420). Sir Julius Czesar, formerly Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, and of late Master of the Rolls, distinguished 
for a charity as unbounded as the wasteful expenditure 
of Lord Carlisle, slipped out of life almost unnoticed. 
The appearance of Sir Dudley Digges as his successor, 
under an old grant of the office in reversion made by 
James I., is the only notice we have of the death of Sir 
Julius (Vol. CCCXXV., No. 6. p. 523). 

Other subjects of curiosity and interest present them- 
selves at every turn. The singular accident by which 
the Anne Royal, a first rate man-of-war, was sunk in the 
river Thames (p. 364, and many subsequent pages); Lady 
Falkland’s running off with two of her own children, for 
the purpose of religious proselytism, from the residence 
of their celebrated elder brother in Oxfordshire (pp. 431, 
444, 451); the extracts from the book of passengers from 
Rye to Dieppe (p. 353); the letter to the Mayor and 
Corporation of Norwich about their attendance on the 
religious service of the cathedral on Sunday mornings, 
notwithstanding the general opening for the future of all 
the churches in that city for divine service and sermons 
on the Sunday forenoon,* as well as for service and cate- 
chizing in the afternoon (p. 293); the report on the 
shameful misconduct of the messengers of the chamber, 
in extorting large sums of money from Roman Catholic 
recusants (p, 326); a touching letter from old Clement

5. Petition of Sir Thomas Roe to the King. Prays direction to 
the Lords of the Treasury to pay him for a pair of pendants pur- 
chased by his Majesty above four years past at 3,500/., which sum 
they cost the petitioner. The King at that time directed that he 
should receive ready money. [1 p.| 


6. Petition of the Band of Gentlemen Pensioners to the same. 
About seven years past, on their petition, his Majesty gave order 
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for payment of four years arrears then due to them, out of the 
4th and 5th subsidies. There is still remaining due to them an 
arrear for the two years last past. Pray order to the Lords of 
the Treasury for payment, also for some settlement for the time to 
come for payment of their wages. [4 p.] 


7. Petition of Edward Bradbourne, silkman, to the King. 
Petitioner has been a suitor for payment of 1,326/. 1s. 8d.,. for gold 
and silver fringes delivered in September 1632, for making up 
certain rich saddle cloths sent by the King and Queen into Savoy. 
Reference was made to the Lord Treasurer who died before any 
course was taken for petitioner’s relief. There are now bespoken 
of him other gold and silver commodities for a green velvet saddle 
cloth, for her Majesty’s special use, which by reason of the richness 
and curiosity thereof, together with the monies already due, will 
amount to 1,800/. or thereabouts. Prays order for striking a tally 
for petitioner’s debt, and damages for the forbearance thereof, to be 
paid out of the farm of the Great Customs. [1 7. | 


8. Petition of Francis Burt to the Queen. Petitioner being 
purveyor for poultry for the Prince and the rest of her Majesty’s 
children, is behind of his disbursements above 1,900/., and can get 
no payment ; without her Majesty’s favour he is like to be undone. 
Prays her to move his Majesty for an order for payment by the 
Lords of the Treasury. [4 p.] 


9. Petition of Rowland Pitt, his Majesty’s servant and late 
purveyor of sea fish, to the Lords of the Treasury. For sea fish 
long since bought for his Majesty’s service there is due to petitioner 
1,000/. and notwithstanding five several references and a privy 
seal for speedy payment he still remains unsatisfied. For want 
thereof his credit is impaired, his estate eaten out with interest, his 
trade (the very maintenance of his life) wholly decayed, and he 
and his seven children suffering great damage thereby, as also by 
money formerly forborne in like kind amounting to 5,000/.

10. Blank form of a Warrant to the Treasurer, Comptroller, and 
other Officers of the Household and Officers of the Green Cloth, to

11. Petition of John Quin to the King. Petitioner’s father and 
mother were ancient servants to the Royal Family. His father, 
Walter Quin, had an allowance of 100/. per annum. Prays for 
the continuance of the same allowance during petitioner’s lifetime 
or during pleasure. [1 p.] 


12. Petition of Elizabeth Peppercorn, widow of Peter Peppercorn, 
late fishmonger of Lundon, to the Council. Her deceased husband 
being purveyor of fish to the late Sir Allen Apsley, Lieutenant of 
the Tower, and his Majesty’s prisoners within the same, had 40/. 
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due to him at the time of his death from Sir Allen, which petitioner 
has never been able to obtain. Prays order for payment out of 
money to be presently paid to Sir Allen’s lady out of the Court of 
Exchequer, due to Sir Allen in his lifetime. [1 p.] 


13. Petition of the same to the same. By accounts allowed by 
Commissioners it appears that there is 37/. due to petitioner for 
provision of fish for the prisoners and household in the Tower. 
Prays order that the executors of Sir Allen Apsley may be enforced 
to give her satisfaction. [? p.] 


14. Petition of Elizabeth Crewe, widow, late the widow and 
executrix of Thomas Norton, surveyor of Highways, to the Lords 
of the Treasury. The Lords granted petitioner a Privy Seal dated 
20th May last for payment of 648/. 14s. 8d., laid out by her husband 
Norton for his Majesty’s service ever since 1628. For want of this 
money she and her four fatherless children are in extreme necessity, 
the interest of her debts having long since eaten out all she had. 
Prays order to receive the aforesaid sum. [# p.] 


15. —— to Francis Lord Cottington, Sir Randall Cranfield 
being dead, the office of master worker of the Mint is come to his 
son by virtue of a grant in reversion which he was willing to sur- 
render to the writer. Sir Randall was sequestered from the place, 
but the son never forfeited his interest. The writer’s suit is to be 
joined with Sir Thomas Aylesbury in the place. Formerly agreed 
with Sir Robert Harley for the place, but his patent was avoided 
by a suit grounded on the patent to the younger Cranfield. [Copy.

16. Petition of Alice Alia, widow and administratrix of Richard 
Alia, to Sec. Windebank. In 1629 her late husband lent 281. 6s. Od. 
upon bond to Ambrose Randolph, who had after promised payment, 
but still delayed. Randolph being clerk of the papers, and one of 
his Majesty’s servants, petitioner prays Windebank to command 
him to give her satisfaction, or that she may take the benefit of the 
laws against him.

Notes derived from the records of various grants made by the 
present King to Sir Abraham Dawes, Thomas Dawes, and Sir Paul 
Pindar, of the customs, subsidies of poundage, and impositions upon 
goods brought into this kingdom or transported out of it. Also of 
a grant made by the late King on 20th December 1624, to Sir 
Robert Pye, of a dwelling within the precinct of St. Stephen, 
Westminster, wherein the writer of the tallies had used. to dwell, 
with a fee of 316/.

20. Suggestion to Edward Viscount Conway, to be a suitor for 
a grant of all arrearages of rents and sums of money within the 
survey of the Exchequer, Duchy of Lancaster, Court of Wards, and 
First Fruits and Fines in the Star Chamber which have grown due 
up to the 7th Car. 1, until 6,000/. in part of the arrears due to 
Viscount Conway be satisfied. These debts being four years left in 
arrear will hardly ever be got in by the ordinary way.

General to prepare proclamations and letters patert for petitioner 
to be Receiver-General.

27. Petition of Margaret Cary, relict of Thomas Cary, one of the 
grooms of the chamber, lately deceased, on behalf of herself and 
her three daughters, to the same. Prays a commission to prosecute 
and compound with offenders by engrossing and exporting wools, 
woolfells, fuller’s earth, lead, leather, corn, and grain, with an allow- 
ance of one-fourth part to the prosecutors ; also a grant to petitioner 
of two fourth parts of the fines and compositions. Petitioner states 
various reasons for her request, the first being that her husband 
and his executors had expended great sums of money in discovering 
the offenders above described.

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37. Draft of the preceding account in Nicholas’s handwriting ; 
scribbled on the same piece of paper as a first draft of a letter 
from the Lords of the Admiralty to the Officers of the Navy, similar 
in purport to that calendared under date of 23rd July 1635, p. 291 
of our last volume.

38. Minute of an Order of Council settling the sum payable 
for ship-money by the city of London under the writ of 20th 
October 1634. The sum originally charged was 35,118/. out of

2,0002. for jewels delivered in the first year of the reign, and 1,248/. 
for jewels delivered to the late Queen Anne, for’ want whereof 
petitioner and her husband have been constrained to pay use for 
2,000/. ever since, and within the last 12 months petitioner has 
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been compelled to borrow money to sustain herself and her children. 
Prays discharge from the messenger and order that she may be 
respited till she receive some part of the moneys due from his 
Majesty. [3 p.] 


46. Petition of the President and College of Physicians of London 
to the Council. By letters patent and act of parliament immunity 
has been granted to the petitioners from providing arms,-by which 
the College has been discharged from such assessments, even in 
1588, when Sec. Walsingham directed his letters to the Lord Mayor 
and Aldermen to forbear the College in that levy, whereupon the 
College was ever since thought to be exempt. Yet the now lord 
mayor and aldermen, upon this late levy for shipping, disallowed 
this immunity. Pray the Lords to let their pleasure be known 
to the lord mayor, otherwise this will be a leading act to make 
frustrate the whole benefit conferred upon petitioners. [3 p.] 


47. Certificate of Sir William Culpeper, late sheriff of Surrey, of 
the sums assessed upon every hundred and corporate town in that 
county towards raising 4,000/. ship-money.

48. Petition of George Bland of Aldingbourn, Sussex, to the 
Council. Was taxed for ship-money in Sussex and willingly sub- 
mitted, yet notwithstanding, petitioner being no inhabitant of 
London, was assessed 3/. in the ward of Castle Baynard, his tenants 
also being assessed ; and for payment of the 3/. he has been arrested 
by a messenger. Prays discharge from payment ofthe 31. [Under- 
written, * Nil.” 1 p.] 


49. Humphrey Dolman, sheriff of Berks, to Sec. Windebank. 
Sends names of clergy in Berks who have paid their assessment. 
Several parishes have exempted their clergy, others have paid their 
assessment, but would not have it appear by the returns. But the 
whole money paid is no considerable sum, as many found good 
respect and ease in this business. Has received 200/. of the 400/., 
remainder of the whole amount, but is put to distrain for most 
behind, which is the cause of his delay of payment. Prays Winde- 
bank to move for the writer's discharge out of his office. [1 p.] 


50. Petition of the Mayor and Burgesses of Boston, co. Lincoln, 
to the Council. On 21st July last the Lords ordered that one half 
of the charge of furnishing the ship charged upon Boston should 
be borne by that town, and the other half by the county. There 
are several towns in that county of much more worth than Boston, 
which is but one little parish so abounding with poor that 3001. per 
annum does but relieve them. Half this ship is as much charge as 
13 or 14 entire subsidies, and 20 times the proportion of all payments 
charged upon the county. Although called a port it has but seven 
or eight small ships or boats and not mariners sufficient for them, 
and the pier and sluice are in such decay that the port is almost 
landed up. Pray to be released from this service as the Board did

51. Petition of William Piers and William Cooper to the Council. 
A warrant was directed to petitioners from Sir William Culpeper, 
sheriff of Sussex, to tax and levy 50l. on the parish of Bosham 
towards the service of shipping. In their desire to speed the service, 
and in hope to receive of Thomas Bridger of Funtington 25s. and of 
Robert Foord 30s., at which they were assessed, petitioners paid the 
501., and now Bridger and Foord refuse to pay. Pray assistance in . 
levying the same. [? p.] 


52. Petition of Edward Chute, sheriff of Kent, to the same. 
Was constrained by indisposition of body to rely on the promises of 
those appointed for assessment and collection of the ship-money in 
Canterbury and the port towns. Finds 79l. 13s. 2d. of the ports’ 
assessment in arrear and 50l. of that in Canterbury. Prays the 
Lords to excuse this default of his and give directions for further 


proceedings. [3 p.] 


53. Petition of same to same. Upon two levies of ship-money 
has collected the sum imposed, and about 200/. more. Has expended 
3001. in this business. Prays the Lords to allow him the overplus 
towards his charges and to give direction for collecting and disposing 
of 821. 8s. 8d. yet behind. [3 p.] 


54, List of persons stated to have been partially omitted out of 
the assessment for ship-money [in Ightham] in Kent. [This paper 
seems to be connected with the one already calendared under 20th 
November 1635. That is probably a reply to the present paper, in 
which case the charge of partiality was adduced by Sir William 
Selby. 1 p.] 


55. Petition of.John Wooddam, constable of Long Buckby, co. 
Northampton, to the Council. Has been sent for to answer a 
complaint for neglect of his office or touching his denial of payment 
of ship-money in which be does not know that he has committed 
any offence. Being an aged poor man and having in less than three 
days travelled 60 miles a-foot, he is desirous to know what he is 
blamed for, that he may humbly submit himself and be discharged 
from the messenger. [3 p.] 


56. Petition of the Mayor and Corporation of Bridgewater to the 
same. The borough lying within the hundred of North Petherton 
is taxed by the sheriff at 701. towards the ship-money, and the 
whole hundred but at 2001. The borough is not able to pay so 
great a rate, having heretofore, with the tithing of Heygrove, paid 
only an eighth part of the hundred towards his Majesty’s household 
provision. Pray that they may be taxed with the hundred 
proportionably to the rate they have borne in other payments.

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57. Petition of the Mayor and others of Barnstaple to the Council. 
Last year an assessment was made for ship-money, in which Exeter 
was proportioned to pay 400/. and Barnstaple 100/., though according 
to a hundred rate Barnstaple comes but to 85]. Exeter procured 
501. of their proportion to be transferred to Barnstaple, which is 
a town much decayed. A new writ having come for another 
asssssment, Exeter had prevailed to draw the last year’s action 
into a precedent and 150/. has again been imposed on Barnstaple. 
Pray that they may pay but according to their former hundred 


rate. [2 p.] 


58. Petition of same to same. 1501. has been heretofore assessed 
on their town towards the setting forth of a ship by the county of 
Devon, State their inability to pay that amount, and pray that the 
1501. may be added to the sum set upon the hundred, and that they 
may be rated by equal proportions with the hundred. [3 p.] 


59. Note by Nicholas of resolution of the Council on one of the 
preceding petitions from Barnstaple or on another petition of a similar 
kind. Petitioners being present when the sheriff and mayors of cor- 
porations in Devon made their assessment, urged what they could to 
ease their own corporation. Since they could not prevail with their 
neighbours who best know the ability of that town, the Council 
think it not fit to alter what has been assessed in so orderly a way. 
There follows on the same paper a similar note of the resolution of 
the Council on a petition of Edward Barker. The Lords required 
Sir Paul Pindar and Alderman Garway to send for Captain Fletcher, 
and if upon examination they find what is alleged to be true, to 
enjoin Captain Fletcher to give petitioner satisfaction, and in case 
he refuse, to require him not to depart out of the kingdom till he 
shall have leave from the Lords. [1 p.] 


60. Statement in reply to [Sir John Dryden, sheriff of co. North- 
ampton], and in proof that the general charges of the county have 
been usually divided into two equal parts, and so equally borne by 
the divisions of East and West, with an answer to the sheriff’s 
reasons for charging more upon the East than upon the West 
towards the ship-money. [12 p.] 


61. Petition of Patrick Young to the Council. Was assessed to 
the ship-money for his personal estate in the parish of St. Martin’s, 
where his dwelling and constant abode: is, and has paid the same. 
Is likewise assessed in Hampshire, where he has only a little farm, 
wholly let to a tenant, save some few rooms to sojourn in fora 
season in summer, for which according to the number of the yards of 
land at the rate of the country he is most willing to pay. Prays 
the Council favourably to construe his delay in paying, as not 
proceeding from any refractory disobedience, but out of an opinion 
that he is unjustly dealt with, by the indiscretion ot the constables, 
being neither an inhabitant nor possessed of any personal estate 
there. Prays the Lords to order the business. [4 p.]

62. Gervase Markham to Sir John Byron, sheriff of co. Nottingham. 
At the commandment of the Council sends him the great and 
intolerable oppression assessed upon the writer for the shipping. If 
he had been commanded to present to him his head he would as 
willingly have done it. Sir John has made the writer a separatist 
from all the rest of his rank of that county. Lord Chaworth is 


marked at 35l. and the writer extolled to 507, Sir Gervase Clifton, 


whose estate is richly worth 3,000/. per annum, is stamped with the 
like mark of 351. Sir John has also assessed 1 knight, 3 esquires, 
2 gentlemen, and 2 clergymen, whose estates are richly worth 
2,500/. per annum, at 39/., the writer being 50/., which no man else 
in that country carries, unless it be earls or lords. Upon what 
grounds he has done this, Sir John has no judgment to express. 
Neither is the vulture. humour stayed here; for the sheriff of 
Yorkshire out of a lease that no way exceeds 20/. per annum, has 
taken forcibly 101. by distress. This fortune ever follows the 
writer, for in the memorable time of the assessment for knights he 
neither held land of the King in capite nor in knight service, yet 
they exacted of him perforce 701. Dares lay his poor estate 
that the sheriff cannot parallel the writer with any subject in the 
kingdom.

Petitioners’ husbands being all seafaring 
men have been at several times taken by the Sallee men-of-war and 
carried to Sallee, where some of. them have been three years and 
some more in woful slavery, enduring extreme labour, want of 
sustenance, and grievous torments, and, which is the greatest of all, 
in want of the spiritual food of their souls, but of which estate they 
cannot be redeemed. but by death or extraordinary ransoms, unless 
the King send to the King of Morocco, who as petitioners have been 
informed will deliver them all if the King send an ambassador or 
his letters.

86..The Company of Watermen to the Lords of the Admiralty. 
Answers to the objections of the Masters of the Trinity House 
against their being employed as seamen.

105. Petition of John Browne, founder of Iron Ordnance, to the 
Lords of the Treasury. Sets forth his losses by the late Lord

amounting to 44,0901. When Lord Cottington was gone into Spain, 
the Lord Treasurer would take but six or seven hundred. tons, leaving 
1,400 tons ready made upon petitioner’s hands.

41. Certificate of 41 persons stated in the endorsement to be 
“from Hawkhurst,” Kent. The signers were of opinion that to 
turn the water of the river Rother about by the sluice at Appledore 
would be a great benefit in respect of navigation, fresh water for 
cattle, and enclosure, and no hurt to the lands in the upper levels. 
[13 p.] 

42. Propositions for the better sewering of the Upper Levels with 
security and benefit to Wittersham Levei and without hurt to any. 
The course proposed was by laying a navigable sluice in the sea 
wall of Wittersham Level, and another in the middle cut in Maytham 
Wall, widening the sewer between Kent Wall and Maytham Wall, 
and putting in execution the decree of sewers made on the 4th May

43. Propositions for improvement of the navigation and ferries 
between Newenden and Appledore, and for various other purposes 
in connexion with Wittersham Level, with an underwritten memo- 
randum of approval of the same, signed by the Earls of Suffolk, 
Dorset, and Leicester, Sir Henry Vane, Sir Walter Roberts, and 
38 other persons, [4 pp.| 


44, Certificate of Richard Milles [Mills] and John Nowell, that 
at a meeting of sewers held at Tenterden in Lent last, they heard 
Sir Walter Roberts ask Sir Thomas Culpeper, who opposed certain 
propositions made by Sir Walter for the benefit of navigation, why 
he should think that nobody understood business of sewers but 
himself ; that Sir Edward Hales. was satisfied, Sir Thomas Culyer 
was satisfied, and all the rest of the Commissioners were satisfied, 
and only he opposed. [} p.] 


45. Certificate of a jury, that the pends in Spitt’s Wall made by 
decree of the Commissioners of Sewers of 4th May then last were 
good for the country, both in respect of navigation, and fresh water 
for cattle, and inclosure, except in certain particular cases which 
they state, and in reference to which they recommend certain 
alterations. [1 p.] 


46. Thomas Plummer and 118 other persons, to the Council. 
Certificate that navigation upon the river Rother was a great 
benefit to the country, and had been better that summer whilst the 
the pends in Spitt’s Wall stood than it had been in any man’s 
memory, but since they were taken away there had been no 
navigation at all. Desire the Lords to order that the pends should 
be maintained. [3 pp.] 


47. Petition of Owners and Masters of shipping and sea-faring 
Inhabitants in the parishes of St. Marychurch, Tormoham, Paignton, 
Brixham, Churston, and Stoke Gabriel, co. Devon, that use the 
trade of fishing to Newfoundland, above 800 persons, to the same. 
Petitioners are vexed: and troubled by demands of tithes for these 
fishing voyages upon the coast. of Newfoundland, wherein they 
return with their fish into the straits and other places abroad, and 
have but a third part of such fish as they get, the owners and 
victuallers having the other two parts, whereof the parsons and 
farmers of tithes have nothing. The said parsons and farmers of 
tithes demand yearly of petitioners tithes for their labours in the 
fishing, which being refused, petitioners are-vexed with suits in the 
Consistory Court far remote from their habitations. Petitioners are 
subsidy men, paying tithes and other duties ,for their husbandry 
labours in their parishes, and stand at the present excommunicate 
by occasion of the aforesaid suits. Petitioners pray the Lords to 
order some course (as was lately done in the case of the tithe of 
lead ore between the miners and farmers of tithes in the High Peak, 
co. Derby), for a trial at common law, wherein one man of each 
parish may be impleaded and the rest be coneluded. [1 -p.] 
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48. Draft or copy of a proposed Proclamation, that the late King 
having in the 7th year of his reign set forth a proclamation, 
whereby all persons not natural born subjects were restrained from 
fishing on the English coasts without licence, his Majesty declares 
that his resolution is to keep such a strength of shipping upon the 
English seas as may hinder further encroachments upon his regalities, 
and protect such as shall have obtained licences. [# p.] 


49. Petition of Edward Nicholas, [and James Phillips or Philp], 
clerks of the Association for Fishing, to the King. Have attended 
the Commission for years. Pray his Majesty to nominate 
their yearly fee and give order for its payment, or that they may have 
a grant out of the benefit arising by licences granted to strangers 
fishing in English waters. [Drajt. 4 p.] 





50. Petition of William Parbo, post of Sandwich, to the Lords of 
the Treasury. About 13 years since petitioner bought the said 
post’s place in the name of a poor kinsman, Arthur Ruck, then a 
child, intending the profits to be applied towards his education. 
Being much impoverished by the forbearance of his post wages for 
ten years and a half, petitioner is unable longer to maintain his 
kinsman at the University of Oxford. If his arrearage of 16d. per 
diem were paid he should be a loser above 1001., he being at charges 
of boat hire to carry his Majesty’s letters aboard his Majesty’s 
ships, and of warning fires on shore, besides of horse and man by 
land. Prays payment of his arrears amounting to 255/.10s. [1 p.] 


51. Petition of George Savage to Sec. Windebank. Petitioner in 
1630 and 1631 lent two sums of 100/. to Sir Robert Oxenbregg, 
Henry Oxenbregg, and William Bagworth. The two former being 
dead and their executors absenting themselves, Bagworth pretends 
to be his Majesty’s servant, being a postmaster at Andover. Peti- 
tioner prays for leave to take a legal course against him. [4 p.] 


52. Petition of John Fletcher, post of Coventry, on behalf of 
himself and Edmund Jacame, post of Coleshill, to the Council. 
Complain of the oppressions done to petitioners by one Palmer, a 
high constable of co. Warwick, who in the absence of petitioners 
coming to London to seek their wages, prevailed on some of the 
justices to indict petitioners at the quarter sessions, and will ruin 
them if not supported by the Lords. If they have done wrong, 
submit to any punishment by the Lords, but being his Majesty’s 
servants, desire they may not be otherwise disturbed. Pray letters 
of assistance. [1 p.] . 


53. Petition of Alexander Nubie to the same. Petitioner being 
post of Dartford is forced to keep sixteen horses for the performance 
of the service, which is an extraordinary great charge, and for which 
he has received no pay these two years and a half, so that tliere is 
due to him about 100/. Is poor and in debt, and dares not go 
abroad for fear of arrest by creditors by whom he has been furnished 
with hay and other provisions. Prays for a protection until he may 
receive his money. [# p.] 
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54. Petition of Thomas Witherings on behalf of himself and 
William Frizell, postmasters for foreign parts, to Sec. Coke. The 
Council having referred the ordering of the office held by petitioners 
to Sec. Coke, petitioners offer to his consideration certain particulars 
which will conduce to a due reformation of all abuses and a settle- 
ment of the business to the advantage of the state and the mer- 
chants. The petitioners suggest that a set time should be fixed for 
the departure of the letters from London, they explain the way 
in which they are to be conveyed to Dover and thence by passage- 
boat to Calais, and so by persons duly appointed to Dunkirk, 
and thence to Antwerp, the postmaster of which place had “ with 
great applause ” settled a course for their conveyance to Germany, 
Italy, and Flanders. [1 p.] 


55. Account of various money transactions between Thomas 
Witherings and William Frizell in relation to the office of post- 
master for foreign parts. Witherings had in the end paid all Frizell’s 
claims upon the office, but had not been able to procure an assignment.

56. Orders for a letter office for missives within the land. [First 
draft in the handwriting of Sec. Coke of the regulations for the 
establishment and management of a letter office in London for the 
trunsmission of letters by post. 94 pp. | 


57. Sir Paul Pindar to the King. The alum works had not 
by far countervailed the money issued for supporting them, until 
of late, by the help of Sir Paul Pindar, the making and sale of 
alum had been much advanced. The time which Sir Paul Pindar 
has in the said works expires at Christmas, and about three or 
four years since a new lease was granted to. Sir John Gibson for 
31 years to begin at the expiration of Sir Paul Pindar’s time. 
There arise several questions about the works between the sub- 
patentees under Sir Paul Pindar’s grant and the patentees that 
are to succeed, by which means a great hindrance may fall upon 
the works to the great danger of his Majesty’s rent and of the 1,6401. 
to be paid to the Earl of Mulgrave for rent of his mine. If his 
Majesty would continue the works in Sir Paul Pindar’s hand 
until all these things are redressed, the rent of 12,5001. per 
annum which the succeeding patentees were to pay should be in- 
creased to 14,0001.

58. Petition of George Lord Goring and Sir Henry Hungate to 
the Council. The enhancing the prices of butter is misconceived to 
arise by means of licences granted for transportation of a mode- 
rate proportion, for which licences petitioners pay good sums to the 
King yearly. On the return of a commission lately executed at 
Hull it appears that the prices are enhanced by great quantities 
being engrossed and exported without licence. Pray direction to 
the Attorney General to prosecute some of the principal offenders 
in the Star Chamber. [}p.] <Annewed, 

58. 1. Account of butter proved to have been unlawfully trans- 


ed beyond seas without licence or payment of customs. 
Total 5,742 firkins. [2 p.] 
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59. Petition of Edward Heather, the younger, to the Council. His 
Majesty, for better relief of the company of makers of playing cards 
of London, granted to Lawrence Squibb a patent for sealing cards, 
by which he was to employ the whole company. Petitioner coming 
out of his time when Squibb’s patent took date, being enjoined by 
the company to work journeywork for three years, but being unable 
to get work in London, was enforced to go into Holland. The three 
years being expired he has returned and set up for himself, but the 
patentee will not take work from him as he does from others nor 
will seal his work. Prays order that he may have some allowance 
for the loss of his three years, and that the patentee may take from 
him a number weekly. [1 p.] 


60. Reasons against the importation of foreign cards. Such 
importation is argued to be against law, against the articles of peace 
with France, and against the charter of the cardmakers company. 
The cardmakers offer to pay to the crown for ever 8s. upon every 
gross of cards sealed by their charter in lieu of the customs upon 
foreign cards imported. [# p.] 


61. Petition of John Poole, clothier, to the Council. His 
absence in following suits of law so greatly injured his trade that 
the poor people who depend on him for work are ready to perish. 
Anthony Wither, formerly commissioner for clothing, about a year 
and a half ago seized three cloths of petitioner’s, pretending the 
same to be forfeit. Having relinquished the execution of the 
commission, he now refuses to prosecute the law against petitioner, 
but is willing to relinquish the suit and re-deliver the cloths. 
Prays order to the Attorney-General to signify to the Barons of the 
Exchequer an ultervus prosequi non vult, to the end petitioner 
may receive his goods again and return home to his occasions. [3 p.] 


62. Estimate of the charge of making 125 tons of yellow copper. 
The total charge would be 3,537/. 12s. 1d. on which the profit 
would be 11,3620. 7s. 11. [2 pp.] 


63. Petition of George Grace, of Eltham, Kent, to the Council. 
Prays licence to export 50 lasts of corn to Rotterdam and Holland 
“friends in unity.” [4 p.]| 


64. Petition of Arnold Elzey and William Cheke of Southampton, 
merchants, to the same. For want of freight for 150 quarters of 
beans from Bordeaux to the Canaries, petitioners were constrained 
to bring them to Southampton. Pray warrant to transport the 
same to the Canaries, bringing back wines. [4 p:.] 


65. Petition of Maurice Thomson, of London, merchant, to the 
same. Prays licence to export 1,000 quarters of wheat, 500 quar- 
ters of barley, and. 300 quarters of malt, from Southampton or 
Shoreham. [4 7.]

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66. Petition of Henry Goodwin, of London, merchant, to the 
Council. Petitioner has a great quantity of corn lying on his hands, 
Some foreign parts in alliance with his Majesty are much necessitated 
through want of corn. Prays to be permitted to export the same to 
Middleburgh. [4 p.] 


67. Petition of Thomas Barrett to the same. By law subjects 
are allowed to export barley if it exceed not 16s. a quarter. Barley 
in Norfolk is under that rate, which the justices of the peace 
have certified, and entreated that the restraint of export might 
be remitted. “Prays warrant to export 100 lasts for better relief of 
his Majesty’s allies in the Low Countries. [? p.] 


68. William Forth, Mayor of Wigan, to the same. Certifies 
that the dyers of Wigan, Prescot, Ormskirk, and Bolton are 
injured by the shearmen thereabouts, who ingross into their hands 
the woollen cloth, and unless the dyers will dye the same at that rate 
that the shearmen may gain a penny a yard profit, can obtain no 


work. [2 p.] 


69. Petition of the Dyers of Wigan, Prescot, Ormskirk, and 
Bolton, co. Lancaster, to the same. The shearmen or fullers in the 
above parishes have taken into their hands the dyeing of the country’s 
woollen cloth. They put it out to dyeing for them, and will not 
permit any dyer to receive it except the shearmen receive a penny 
per yard profit. Pray warrant to the justices of the peace to take 
bond of the said offenders to leave off their unlawful courses, or 
otherwise to answer before the Board. [Four signatures im one 
handwriting. 4 >p.] 


70. Considerations upon the order of the Lords in the Star 
Chamber, made 18th November 1635, that all prosecutions for 


buying and selling gold and silver, unless joined with transporting 


thereof without licence, should be stayed. [2 pp.] 


71. Petition of Sir Nicholas Halse to the King. Petitioner has at- 
tained to the perfect knowledge of the art of malting, and also of a new 
invention in making kilns for drying not only malt, but hops, and all 
other things which need drying, without the annoyance of smoke. In 
London alone it would be the saving of 40,000/. per annum in wood and 
fuel now wasted, and of 400,000/.in England and Ireland consumed 
by deceitful maltsters, and 400,000/. would be gained yearly by the 
sweet drying thereof. King James granted petitioner the benefit of 
the said kilns at 10/. per annum, and a patent thereof was drawn 
and ingrossed, but before it was passed his Majesty died. Prays a 
grant of the invention for 21 years with a non-obstante to the 
statute of 21st James I., and prohibition to others to use the same in- 
vention without compounding with petitioner. Offers for every kiln 
to be erected, which will be many thousands, to pay a yearly rent of 
40s. to the Crown. [1 p.] 


72. Petition of the Governor and Company of Merchant Adven- 
turers to the Council. Petitioners having some months past for his 
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‘Majesty’s service with the town of Rotterdam (the present residence 
of the Fellowship in the United Provinces) sent over two of their 
brethren, the Commissioners for the town insisted upon regulations 
for reducing all the trade of cloth to their town, and made the 
reformation thereof the condition of their further performance with 
his Majesty. These things petitioners represented to his Majesty in 
a remonstrance and petition which he has referred to the Council. 
Pray a hearing that afternoon. [3 p.]| 


73. Brief in a matter in controversy between the Merchant 
Adventurers of Newcastle-upon-Tyne and the Merchant Adven- 
turers of London, incorporated by the name of the Merchant Adven- 
turers of England. Some of the latter company residing at Rotterdam 
laid new impositions upon the kerseys and dozens imported thither 
by the Merchant Adventurers of Newcastle. For relief therein had 
petitioned his Majesty, who had referred their petition to the three 
Lord Chief Justices (sic). Those of Newcastle claim to be an ancient 
guild, and under a charter of King John to be free from toll, as well 
on this side the sea as beyond. The counsel to whom this brief was 
given was instructed to move at first for production of the order for 
these new impositions. [1 7:.] 


74. Petition of the Merchant Adventurers of England dwelling 
in York, Kingston-upon-Hull, and Newcastle-upon-Tyne, to the 
Council. By a late proclamation, persons trading in cloth to 
Germany or the Netherlands, were enjoined to transport the same 
to the mart towns of the Merchant Adventurers of England, and 
the said Fellowship of Merchant Adventurers was commanded to 
admit into their freedom merchants of London, upon a fine of 501. 
each, and those of the outports, for 25/. Petitioners, perceiving 
that thereby there would be a door laid open for unfit persons in the 
north parts to come into the trade, and mar all by their ignorance 
and disorder, made request to the company at London to order (as 
was done in the Eastland Company,) that no man dwelling north of 
Trent should be admitted without a certificate from the Governor 
of the Merchant Adventurers and twelve of the brethren in one of 
the outports. The merchants of London make scruple herein, 
alleging that this point rests not in their power, wherefore petitioners 
pray the Council to order that the Merchant Adventurers of London 
may give such place to certificates as the Eastland Company doth. 


[13 p.] 


75. [Deputy of the Merchant Adventurers resident at Rotterdam 
to the Governor of the same Company in London,| Has delivered his 
letter addressed to the burgomasters, to burgomaster Cownehoven, and 
received answer that the 6,000J. is ready, “ but your company ” said 
he “not performing their agreements with us will occasion further 
delay.” Sir William Boswell was there last week and had a like 
answer. When the Government is re-established there, and agree- 
ments performed on the part of the English company, the person 
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addressed may expect the money, and not sooner. [ ndorsed by Sec, 
Windebank as relating to the 6,0001. which should have been given 
by those of Rotterdam to his Majesty for removing the Merchant 
Adventurers thither. 4 p.| 


76. Report to Sec. Windebank on the state of the Merchant 
Adventurers in Holland. Besides a late stop of trade and man 
disputes between the company and the merchants of Rotterdam, 
an act of state has lately been decreed against the company, 
ordering them amongst other things to depart the land. It is 
stated that Amsterdam is now the only place for the establish- 
ment of the Merchant Adventurers, and a mode is suggested of 
effecting their removal thither. [1 p.] 


77. Petition of the Governor, Assistants, and Fellowship of the 
Merchant Adventurers of England to the Council. As soon as his 
Majesty’s proclamation came forth to reduce all the trade of English 
woollen commodities in the United Provinces to Rotterdam, the 
English merchants residing at Amsterdam resorted to the Merchant 
Adventurers at Delft, to be admitted into the freedom of their 
fellowship, so as those of them who had married foreign-born women 
might not be caused to remove themselves with their families into 
England according to the ancient charter of the Merchant Adven- 
turers, and that such of them as had joined with the English church 
of separation there, might be permitted to have the freedom of 
their consciences in matters of religion. These propositions being 
sent over to the Merchant Adventurers here, their answer was 
that those who had married abroad must, according to the charters, 
remove with their families into Engiand within such time as the 
company there should limit, which was usually about four years; 
and as to the second point, that whosoever would be of their 
fellowship must be of the Church of England. Since which petitioners 
have heard nothing of their further desire therein, but they are 
now advertised that the cloth buyers of Amsterdam and one cloth 
buyer of every other town in Holland have joined themselves in a 
complaint to the States General against petitioners, the object being 
that no English coloured cloth may be permitted to be imported 
into those provinces, but mingled colours only, and these undressed, 
whereby the buyers of those parts desire to get the dressing, of 
English cloth, which if granted will prove the undoing of a great 
multitude of poor clothworkers of thiskingdom. The brethren with 
the help of Sir William Boswell and the town of Rotterdam make 
opposition to this proposal, and pray the help of the Council. 


[2 pp.] 


78. Petition of the same to the King. A copy of the King’s letter 
of 19th May [1635,] recommending Edward Misselden to be elected 
deputy of that part of the company which resides at Rotterdam, 
was sent to their brethren at Hamburgh, and another copy to those 
at Rotterdam. Those at Hamburgh had replied that they had 
received a letter from those at Rotterdam, expressing dislike of 
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Misselden for their deputy, and that those at Hamburgh themselves 
made also some difficulty of his election. These letters having been 
communicated to Misselden, he deemed himself wronged by the 
aspersions cast upon him, and desired the company to make him 
reparation, whereupon petitioners instituted an examination into 
those aspersions, which had prevented their hitherto giving his 
Majesty an account thereof. Ata late ample meeting of the com- 
pany here, it appeared by the far greatest part of the votes that 
they held Misselden unfit for that place, since those in London, 
Hamburgh, and Rotterdam all agreed therein, Petitioners pray for 
leave to make a free election of some more fit person. [14 p.] 


79. The Muscovia Company to Sec. Windebank. Captain Alex- 
ander Stewart, a Scottish gentleman, having obtained letters of 
marque from the King of Poland to make reprisal upon subjects of 
the Emperor of Russia, when the wars were between those two 
princes, four months after peace concluded, near Cola in Lapland, 
surprised certain small barks laden with goods belonging to Russian 
subjects, which goods he brought in his ship to a port in Scotland, 
where his ship and goods had been stayed by the Vice-Admiral. 
Captain Stewart was lately come to court to procure from his 
Majesty or the Lord Admiral of Scotland a warrant for her discharge. 
The company have cause to doubt that this action will be very 
distasteful to the Emperor of Russia, wherefore they pray that 
Captain Stewart's ship and goods may be sequestered, to be disposed 
of when the company receive more ample information. [§ p.] 


80. The Governor, Assistants, and Fellowship of Eastland 
Merchants to Sec. Windebank. An act of parliament was made 
in Poland, that no foreign cloth should be vented in that kingdom 
unless sealed by the city of Dantzick. On the King of Poland’s 
letters to his Majesty, promising the Eastland Company just and 
accustomed privileges at Dantzick, the company obtained the 
King’s letters with a commission to treat for a residence or a free 
commerce, and sent over Theophilus Eaton as their commissioner. 
State the proceedings which ensued and the return of their commis- 
sioner without effecting any arrangement at all. Whereupon the 
trade of the Eastland Company is likely to be entirely overthrown, 
the Dantzickers using their privilege of sealing without any 
moderation. [1 p.] 


81. Petition of the English Merchants trading to Lisbon to the 
King. In October last petitioners acquainted his Majesty with 
the imprisonment of their factors in Lisbon, by the Judge of Con- 
trabando, upon a false pretence that they had endeavoured the 
export of plate, &c., whereupon the King granted his letters to his 
Catholic Majesty on their behalf, and gave instructions to his agent 
at Madrid to require remedy. Notwithstanding all means they 
were detained prisoners a long time, and forced to put in 40,000/. 
bail to answer what should be sentenced against them, before any 
accusation appeared, and although seven months have expired, they 
are still molested for the said pretended offence, and the Portuguese 
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have for their counter-security made stoppage of petitioners goods in 
their hands. Pray assistance to bring this cause to a speedy con- 
clusion. [Subscribed by 17 persons, among them John Farrington, 
Richard Middleton, and Humphrey Slaney. 1 p.] 


82. Petition of the Company of Painter Stainers of London, to 
Thomas Earl of Arundel and Surrey, Earl Marshal of England. The 
earl having declared his purpose to settle a course between the 
Officers of Arms and the petitioners in a controversy depending in 
the earl’s court, they beg him to take these considerations to his view. 
The point in dispute was, whether the painters might paint arms 
without the allowance or licence of the heralds. The painters con- 
tended that all painters were to be free of their company, and 
that this extended to painters of arms which had been allowed 
by the heralds, to whom belonged, it was conceded, the marshal- 
ling of arms, but who had always employed freemen of the peti- 
tioners’ company in painting them. Petitioners refer to Camden’s 
book of certificates remaining in the heralds’ office in proof that 
divers unlicensed painters painted arms in his time, besides Winchel, 
Treswell, and Kimbie, whom only the heralds say Camden allowed. 
They also state that by an order made in 1618 by the Lords Com- 
missioners for the office of Earl Marshal, painters were permitted 
to paint arms well known and formerly allowed by heralds in their 
visitations without licence. They point out that the charge will 
be great to the subject if gentlemen must have approbation for all 
scutcheons every time they have occasion to use them, and if painters 
be compelled to go to the heralds for allowance for arms whenever a 
sign is to be painted. They urge the antiquity of their art, and 
trace it back to Jeremiah and Ezekiel the prophets, and to Apelles 
in the time of Alexander the Great. Finally they complain of 
Dr. Rives, who in most contemptible manner in open court vilified 
and disgraced them. [1 p.] 


83. Petition of Philip Burlamachi to the Council. Sent four 
barks to Cork to lade corn for London, by virtue of a licence granted 
to the Lord Mayor and Aldermen. After staying 30 days, there 
being no corn brought to the seaside, was compelled to lade with pipe- 
staves, but cannot make sale thereof. Prays licence for transporting 
the same to places in amity with his Majesty. [Struck through as 
af by a clerk of the Council im token of rejection. 1 p.]| 


84. Statement concerning the patent for making potashes of 
materials of this kingdom, originally granted by King James I. to 
Roger Jones and Andrew Palmer, whose assignees were subsequently 
incorporated on the 20th January 1630-1. The corporation having 
granted licences for the erection of 46 potash works, the same had 
been built at a cost of 300/. a piece, and the persons who had been 
at this expense now moved the corporation that their potashes 
should be taken off and accepted at certain rates formerly settled 
by the corporation. [1 p.] 
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85. Names of the Master Printers and their Partners, with obser- 
vations in the handwriting of Sir John Lambe, of the time their 
businesses have been established, the number of their printing 
presses, and other circumstances. [1 p.]

24. Petition of James Batty, priest and rector of St. Vedast’s, 
alias St. Foster’s, London, to Archbishop Laud. There are many

Mr. Tourney of Clifford’s Inn, the clerk 
of the assize, will testify this to be true. Desires his favour in the 
business against the writer’s perverse neighbour Arthur Hall, who 
has been excommunicated above 40 days, also for overthrowing 
Mr. Harrison’s will, and granting letters of administration to the 
writer's wife as next of kin. [? p.] 
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29, Petition of Jane Hooper, wife of Thomas Hooper, to Sir John 
Lambe, Dean of the Arches. Petitioner through much grief has 
been distracted in mind, as is known to Dr. Valentine, and stil] 
remains very crazy and easily distempered by any violent passion, 
Petitioner's husband, casting off the care of his family, frequents a 
tippling house kept by Allen Stevenson of Deptford. Petitioner 
going thither for her husband, and being threatened and ill-treated, 
was provoked to utter words for which she is sued in the Arches, 
Having acknowledged her fault and the cause being continued 
through malice, she prays mercy as a poor woman forsaken of her 
husband and not able to pay charges. [? p.]

Thomas 
Reynolds heretofore condemned as a priest, was first reprieved and 
afterwards by the mediation of the Queen, in respect of his age, 
sickness, and poverty, by his Majesty’s special order discharged, 
giving security to appear before the Council upon 20 days warning. 
Since which time petitioner has lived without scandal or offence, the 
French ambassador out of mere charity giving him his lodging and 
diet. Being by chance in company with certain, gentlemen, strangers 
to him, amongst whom was petitioner Robert Vaughan, Newton, a 
pretended pursuivant, apprehended them both and caused them to 
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be committed by Justice Griffin to the Gatehouse, unto which 
prison John Egerton had been likewise committed by Justice Griffin 
on suspicion of being a priest. Pray his Majesty to extend at this 
blessed time his clemency towards them, so that Reynolds may still 
enjoy the benefit of his Majesty’s favour formerly granted to him, 
and that the others may have the like favour giving security for 
their appearance when called for. [? p.] 


70. Petition of John Egerton to Sec. Windebank. The Queen 
desired Windebank’s favour on behalf of petitioner, in regard he 
had been several times injured by Newton and John Cooke who 
meeting petitioner in the street, laid violent hands on hin, calling 
him traitor and villain, and because petitioner refused to go with 
them to an alehouse to parley, they raised the streets. After they 
had pulled him by the neck and hair, and knocked his head against 
the walls, they violently carried him before Justice Griffin. Peti- 
tioner conceiving that the justice went about to tender the oath 
not according to the form of the statute, desired the justice to send 
him before Windebank, before whom petitioner had formerly been, 
but Griffin refused and committed petitioner to the Gatehouse, 
Prays Windebank to make intercession to the King, in the Queen’s 
name, that petitioner may be suffered to go upon bail to appear 
when summoned. [# p.] 


71. Petition of William Bodenham, of Bringwyn, co. Hereford, to 
Archbishop Laud, Lord Keeper Coventry, and Sec. Coke. The 
persons addressed having settled petitioner’s son with Sir Walter 
Pye to be put to school, petitioner beseeches them to give him leave 
to depart into his country. Expresses contrition and promises to 
be wary thereafter never to do the like.

_The complainants being lawful owners of the Fortune of Hoorn, 


that ship had been seized by Thomas Gayner in the harbour of 
Knockfergus, in the month of August 1633 and carried off into the 
Isle of Man. After several voyages the ship had been brought into 
Plymouth in March 1634, and had been ordered by this court to 
be delivered up to the complainants. Notwithstanding that order 
the Nicolaldis had found means to carry off the ship. They are 
by this sentence ordered to restore the same to the complainants, or 
to pay the value thereof, and are condemned in costs, but the 
taxation thereof is reserved.

18. Brief for the defence of Ralph Cole, late Mayor of Newcastle- 
upon-Tyne, at the suit of Don John Nicolaldi, Spanish resident in 
this country. The resident sued the Mayor for damages resulting 
from his conduct in not interfering between a Holland ship of war 
and a small Spanish ship, Captain Chiveria, which was chased into 
the harbour of Newcastle and there stated to have been rifled by 
the Hollander. [12 pp.] 


19. Brief in a cause in the Court of Arches, on behalf of Edmund 
Woodcock and Grace Barley alias Pyne, against Lady Acton alias 
Bird, as representative of Sir William Bird, surviving executor of 
Mary Woodhall of Walden deceased. Testatrix left to each of the 
plaintiffs a legacy of 51., the recovery of which was the object of 
the suit.

20. Brief in a cause in the Court of Arches, on behalf of Temper- 
ance Thomas, daughter of Anthony Thomas of Chiswick, against 
Henry Adshed, for breach of contract of marriage. [11 pp.] 


21. Brief in a cause [in the Star Chamber] of Thomas Cornwaleys 
[Cornwallis], plaintiff, and John Wilkinson, clerk, and Jane 
Haldenby, widow, defendants. ‘The bill charged against defendants 
a practice to obtain an office after the death of Robert Haldenby, 
late husband of the defendant Jane, and to procure the jury to find 
that Haldenby had died seised of certain lands which he had pre- 
viously sold to the plaintiff. In the prosecution of this scheme various 
perjuries had been committed by defendant Wilkinson. [# p.] 


22. Brief of facts in relation to a suit or petition by Hugh Done 
for recovery of arrears of a rentcharge of 10/. per annum, payable 
out of the estate of Ralph Done, who died 2nd January, in the 
34th Elizabeth.

25. Brief in a cause in the High Commission Court between 
Mabel Plowden, daughter and heir of Peter Mariner of Wansted, 
Hants, against Sir Edmund Plowden, her husband. On her marriage 
25 years ago, she brought Sir Edmund an estate of 300/. per 
annum in land. Of late upon her refusal to give way to sell the 
same, he had used her with extraordinary cruelty, so that she could 
no longer cohabit with him. Preferring a petition to the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, he directed that her complaints should be heard 
before the High Commissioners, who condemned her husband in 
expenses of suit and alimony, but certain referees subsequently per- 
suaded her to return to her house, Sir Edmund giving bond not to 
use any cruelty towards her, whereupon Sir Henry Marten signed 
a dismissal of the cause, being weary of the trouble, and Sir 
Edmund Plowden counterfeiting conformity in religion. Sir Edmund 
has since treated her with the same cruelty as before, wherefore it 
is desired that the cause may proceed. [? p.| 


26. Brief in a cause in the Court of Arches on behalf of Lambert 
Osboldston, clerk, prebend, and parson of the appropriate parsonage 
of Brickleswade [Biggleswade] against Elizabeth, relict and executrix 
of John Sutton, the previous incumbent, for dilapidations of the 
chancel of the church of Biggleswade and of a barn belonging to the 
parsonage. [Much damaged and incomplete. 3 pp.] 


27. Brief in a cause in the Star Chamber of the Attorney 
General, plaintiff, against John Milward, governor of the Company 
of Silkmen and John Aubrey and others, assistants of the company, 
defendants. Defendants were charged with combining to cause 
great quantities of silk to be corruptly dyed and sold, and with 
giving notice to such as had silks corruptly dyed of the times of 
their searches, to hinder the finding and seizing of the same. 
Defendant Milward, in his answer, explained away certain of the 
particular charges and pleaded not guilty to the others.

Lancaster, bearing date 17th September, 15th James I. Testator 
gave the residue of his estate to Ann Braithwaite and Alice Braith- 
waite, his two daughters, equally. Plaintiff as curatrix of Chris- 
topher Braithwaite, legatory of Ann Braithwaite, called upon the 
executors for an account, and in the present suit contended that 
the account rendered by them was not a just one. [8} pp.] 


30. Brief in the same cause on the part of George Townson 
and John Hale, the defendants, being executors of John Braith- 
waite. They justify their accounts. Among the expenses charged 
as paid is 3/.

A common was legally set out and 
allotted to the tenants of the lands embanked, but they not being 
satisfied therewith committed several riotous outrages on the part 
allotted to Sir Cornelius in recompence for 14,0001. paid by him for 
the charges of inning the marsh. The defendants alleged that 
before the inning it was agreed that besides the proportion legally 


‘ allotted to them they should have an addition of 500 acres, Sir 


Cornelius answered that he was no party to any such agreement 
nor bound by it, and desired that if any such existed they should 
prosecute the same against him with whom they agreed.

1. Answer of Dr. John Farmerie, commissary for Archbishop 
Laud for co. Lincoln, to so much of a letter of the Archbishop of 
York as concerns the French and Dutch inhabiting the isle of 
Axholme. The strangers there were about 200 families, most of 
“them French. Two years since the participants, by the approbation 
of the bishop of that diocese, sent a Dutch minister among them, 
one Bontemps, who introduced the Geneva discipline. The Arch- 
bishop of York complained thereof which complaint the Bishop of 
Lincoln shortly after answered by a certificate, fabricated by Mr. 
Dalby, his chaplain, and his secretary, Walker. Thereupon, Bontemps 
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went away beyond seas, and the people not understanding English, 
were without a minister for two years. Tarmerie, perceiving their 
inclination to conform, has sent among them Dr. Cursol, who 
officiates among them very conformably in the consecrated 
churches of Belton or Epworth, and not in the new-built wooden 
house where Bontemps officiated. [1 p.] 


2. Petition of Cyprian Bambery, clerk, to Archbishop Laud. Was 
presented to the rectory of Barlborough by Sir John Rhodes, but 
refused institution by the Bishop of Coventry and Lichfield, the cause 
being that the bishop had endeavoured to procure the living for his 
own chaplain. States various proceedings taken to stay the insti- 
tution of Dr. Love for whom the bishop had procured a presentation 
from the Lord Keeper, he being also master of Bennet College, 
Cambridge, prebendary of Lichfield, and rector of Eckington which 
lies near to Barlborough. Alleges the illegality of Dr. Love’s 
presentation and prays relief from the Archbishop. [# p.] 


3. Petition of Matthew Goad to the King. The parsonage of 
Barrow in co. Chester was held in commendam by Dr. Forster, Bishop 
of Man. On his decease, in February last, petitioner procured a 
presentation from the Lord Keeper for his son Thomas Goad, M.A. 
But in the meantime Bishop Bridgeman of Chester procured the 
patron of Barrow to present his son, Dove Bridgeman, who suddenly 
got institution from his father and was inducted before the Lord 
Keeper had notice of the vacancy. As the trial of a quare impedit 
must of necessity be in the county palatine of Chester where the 
bishop and patron are of great power and the King’s prerogative and 
petitioner’s son are like to undergo a most unequal trial, petitioner 
prays a reference to the Council.

4, Petition of Richard Facey and divers others of Bradworthy, 
Devon, to the Council. On petition of William Lange, clerk, vicar 
of Bradworthy, the Council had referred a petition presented by 
the petitioners to Sir Nathaniel Brent, the Bishop of Exeter, and 
Edmund Arscott, and petitioners were summoned to appear before 
the referees at Exeter. Before the day appointed for hearing 
petitioners attended the referees, but could not obtain the favour to 
know the cause to which the reference related and at the time 
appointed appeared and desired liberty to send for their witnesses to 
prove their complaints, but they were not permitted to do so, the 
desire of the said Lange being that petitioners should free him of 
a charge of barretry whereof he stood indicted at the last assizes. 
Pray that their witnesses may be examined. [# p.]

6. Particulars of the yearly rent of the lands and tenements of 
Thomas Pennington, of Chigwell, Essex.

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now dwelleth, with 30 acres of land is set down at 40/. and a 
messuage and 32 acres in the occupation of Henry Withers at 20, 
Lands in Stepney are valued at 107/. 10s. per annum, a marsh in 
West Ham at 100/., and a messuage in Leadenhall Street at 141, 
[Indorsed by Sir John Pennington. 2 pp.]| 


7. Account of a dispute between Bishop [Wright of Coventry 
and Lichfield] and the Canons of Coventry respecting the right of 
the canons to continue to occupy the old palace of the bishops of 
that see as a canonical residence. The bishop alleged that their 
occupation had been only permissive, and that he had withdrawn 
the permission, the occupation of the house in that manner having 
become a nuisance to the bishop’s residence. [8 pp.] 


8. Petition of Richard Dean, a servant at Dover Castle to the 
Lord Warden of the Cinque Ports, to the Council.

Sir Robert Heath, late Attorney-General, about seven years 
since persuaded petitioner to undertake the pre-emption of lead 
ore in Derbyshire, and promised to support petitioner with money 
and merchants, and made him your Majesty’s agent by commission, 
in which service petitioner spent two years time and 300/. of his 
own estate. But Sir Robert, under pretence that pre-emption could 
not go on unless certain mines called the Dovegang were taken 
away, inveigled petitioner, deluding him (an unskilful young man) 
by fair words and promises, and telling him what great service he 
should do his Majesty, in dispossessing the true owners thereof, 
the Earl of Dover, Sir Abraham Dawes, and others, for effecting 
whereof petitioner spent about 300/. more, and Sir Robert Heath 
not a pound. Having gained the mines, Sir Robert neglected the 
King’s service of pre-emption, aiming only at his own profit, and 
about three years after the mines were gained, took a lease of the 
King for 1,000/. per annum. Likewise Sir Robert employed peti- 
tioner to settle the tithe of lead ore in the High Peak, which when 
he had effected, Sir Robert contracted with the Lady Devon [Devon- 
shire] for 2,500/., of which sum how much accrued to his Majesty, 
petitioner is unacquainted. Prays a reference to the Council to 
examine into these matters and relieve petitioner, who spent time 
and estate in the King’s service, and never received one farthing 
of his charges, but lately three score and four half crowns in silver, 
thereby to take off his testimony. [? p.| 
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12. Petition of Henry Earl of Dover, Sir Abraham belek, Sir 
John Dalton, and George Drywood, to the King. On a former 
petition the King promised to hear their cause about their mines, in 
case after hearing in the Duchy Court they found cause to appeal to 
him. Petitioners have had no success in the Duchy Court. Pray 
to be heard in his Majesty’s presence, and that no new lease be 
granted. Petitioners will settle a good revenue upon the Crown, as 
they only have hitherto endeavoured and not Sir Robert Heath, 
whatever he may pretend.

13. Petition of Edward Archer, clerk, M.A., to Archbishop Laud. 
On the interference of the Archbishop, Lord Cottington ordered 
that petitioner should be paid 40/. per annum out of the rectory of 
Enfield [Enville], co. Stafford for officiating the cure there, to be paid 
by Mrs. Frances Fowke, wife and committee of Anthony Fowke, 
rector of Enfield. She refusing an attachment was granted out 
against her, upon which she has made her appearance and justified 
her contempt, and on the Tuesday then next she is to show cause.

15. Information concerning the then present state of the college 
of Higham Ferrers, to be used by Archbishop Laud’s Vicar General 
on the metropolitical visitation.

According to 
writs directed to him from his Majesty, and an especial order from 
the Lords, for cleansing the streets within his liberty, he has caused 
proclamation to be made, and has committed two persons that 
transgressed the command, and has oftentimes gone from house to 
house to signify the King’s pleasure that they should not suffer their 
servants to fling ashes or other soil in the streets.

The chief hindrance arises from undertenants who oppose the 
towing of boats upon the bank sides. Robert Scoles, who holds a 
small farm between Maidstone and Farleigh Bridge, has arrested two 
of the watermen that fetched down the King’s ordnance, upon an 
action of trespass, in going upon his land to tow their boat. The 
navigation would be daily improved if the towage were freely 
suffered.

24, Notes by the Librarian of Bodleian Library of donations recently 
made to the library, apparently written with the design that Arch- 
bishop Laud, the chancellor of the University, should make some ‘ 
courteous acknowledgment to the donors. Mr. Gardiner of the Inner 
Temple had given 20/., and other sums had been given by Hutchins, 
a merchant, and by Trussell, a draper, and books by Fetherston, the 
stationer. On the other hand the Company of Stationers were very 
negligent in sending their printed copies. It is suggested that a 
message from the Chancellor would quickly remedy that neglect. 
Dr. Mumford had heretofore made show of willingness to bestow out 
of his library those books which the Bodleian had not. [1 p.] 


25. Archbishop Laud, Chancellor of the University of Oxford, to 
a college in that university, unnamed. Understands his power in 
point of coercion in case they should do anything concerning the 
fortifying a pretended election to the proctorship in their college, 
contrary to the order expressed in his former letters, Requires 
them to abstain from all practice on this point until they should 
hear from him his final determination in point of right. [% p.] 


26. Valuation in the First Fruits Office of the benefices belonging 
to Merton College in Oxford, with the names of the incumbents of 
four of them, inserted by Archbishop Laud, [1 p.] 


27. Minute of petition of the Warden and Scholars of Merton 
College, Oxford, to the King. The college questioned a lease for 
5,000 years unduly taken from them. Of the lands in this lease 
22 acres had been taken into the King’s great park of Nonsuch, and 
the remainder was in the possession of Mr.Good. The college were 
ready to confirm the King’s title but disputed that of Mr. Good.

28. Petition of the Mayor and Commonalty of Plymouth to the 
Council. Upon petition of petitioners and certificate of Sir Francis 
Glanville, Sir James Bagg, Sir Nicholas Slanning, and others, of the 
great decays of the harbour of Catwater, a reference was made to 
the Lord Chief Justices of the King’s Bench and Common Pleas and 
the Lord Chief Baron to consider the best ways and means for 
raising money to repair the same. They have now made their 


report. ‘The harbour decays daily, and should it not be repaired 
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before winter a far greater sum than by computation it will now 
cost will not do it. Pray letters patent for raising monies accord- 
ing to the certificate of the referees.

29. Petition of Nicholas Blake to the King. In 1625 petitioner, 
being mayor of Plymouth, was required by Lord Treasurer Ley to 
collect monies in Devon, Somerset, and Dorset, and pay the same to 
John Beare and others, and he also engaged himself and his friends 
for money disbursed in clothes and provisions for the Cadiz expedition. 
After many years attendance he procured his account to be audited 
by Lord Treasurer Weston and Lord Cottington in 1632, when 
6241. 6s. 4d. was found to be dueto him. Has suffered imprisonments 
and great expenses in lawsuits, and has been enforced to sell his estate 
to pay his debts. Being 80 years ofage he prays a warrant for passing 
a privy seal for repayment of the 624/. 6s. 4d. [1 p.] 


30. Francis Oglethorpe, porter of the Castle of Pontefract, to 
the same. Desires to know whether his Majesty continues the 
purpose to have the castle and church repaired; whether coals 
should be digged in the park, and Credling Park be passed away. 
If the King wished to have the castle and church repaired the peti- 
tioner would upon warrant collect money in arrear sufficient to 
repair it. [See Dom. Car. I. Vol. eclvii, Nos. 125,126. 4 .] 


31. Petition of William Earl of Newcastle to the King. Gilbert, 
late Earl of Shrewsbury, bequeathed by his will that after his debts 
and legacies paid, a hospital should be built at Sheffield, co. York, 
for the maintenance of 20 poor people, and should be endowed with 
lands of the yearly value of 200/.,and of his will made Sir Ralph 
Winwood, deceased, and petitioner his executors. Prays licence for 
building the said hospital, and that the same may be incorporated.

32. Petition of the Vergers of St. Paul’s, London, to Sir John 
Lambe, Dean of the Arches. Thomas Chapman by his will gave a 
legacy of 12d. weekly to be paid by the parish of St. Pancras, 
Soperlane, every Sunday morning for ever, to some fit person to 
keep clean and decent the preaching place of St. Paul’s Cross. 
During the repair of the church the sermons appointed for the Cross 
were removed from the yard into the quire, and ever since such 
accommodation as by the will was intended for sweetness and 
decency of the pulpit has been provided by petitioners. Since the 
removal legacies and gifts for sermons to be made at the Cross have 
been paid to those who preach within, and by the equity of the will 
the legacy of 12d. weekly is payable to those who do the service.

33. “Some particulars considerable” concerning the repairs of 
St. Paul’s in London. Money collected in Middlesex was stated 
in many cases not to be paid into the chamber, and sums outstanding 
were in danger to be lost through neglect in collection.

Nineteen shops are enumerated, nine being those of booksellers, one 
that of a bookbinder, three of clasp-makers, and the remainder 
were occupied by a paper-seller, an ale-house keeper, a scrivener, a 
small barber, a dealer in pins, points, and walking-staves, the parish 
clerk of St. Faith’s, and an old widow. The names of the tenants 
are stated.

36. Statement of matter in controversy between the town of 
Stamford and William MDugard, master of the free school. 
Two years since a commission issued forth of the Court of Chan- 
sery concerning the misemployment of lands and goods given to 
charitable uses. The commissioners, being informed by the school- 
master of Stamford that lands given to the free school were concealed 
by the aldermen and burgesses, examined the matter, but when they 
were about to return their certificate the schoolmaster appealed 
to the Lord Keeper, in Easter term 1634, and secretly obtained a 
commission directed to such commissioners as himself selected, 
which commission upon petition of the aldermen and burgesses 
the Lord Keeper made stay of, and directed the Clerk of the Crown 
to name commissioners, which was done, but the schoolmaster 
refused to join in executing that commission, and took to his own 
use divers sums of money of other persons for letting them have 
the said commission to serve their occasions, and has now com- 
menced suit against the aldermen and burgesses in the High 
Commission Court in spite of various offers of settlement.

William 
Dugard, schoolmaster of Stamford Free School, wpon 
pretence of concealment of lands, and that he 1s not bound 
to teach the children of the town without salary, had 
procured a commission upon the Statute of Charitable 
Uses directed to commissioners named by himself.

Has been employed in the King’s service for the 
better part of his life, to the peril thereof in the time of 
the great plague, when he attended the Receipt of the 
Exchequer, after which he served im the office of gentleman- 
gaoler im the Tower, as also in paying and receiving 
moneys for victualling the Navy, and in posting day and 
night to expedite the King’s service, by reason whereof the 
Kung became indebted to him 701. wpon the fee of gentle- 
man-gaoler, besides 2001. disbursed to Sir Allen Apsley 
for provisions in the Navy. Prays warrant for payment 
of the 701.

brought to the crown by petitioner’s labours upon the commission of 
old debts, as also 80,000/. upon the commission of fees. Petitioner 
has also certified upon the commission of alum that there is now 
due to the crown 62,9007. 16s. 10d., and that 151,086/. 14s. 8d. had 
been paid, of which the alum farmers should have freed the crown, 
Prays order for some reward.

50. Petition of John Behoulte to the Council. Henry Underwood, 
petitioner’s brother-in-law and one of the attorneys of the Common 
Pleas, being trusted by petitioner, sold the lease of a house of peti- 
tioner’s in the Old Jewry, London, to one Woodcock for 1401. against 
the good liking of petitioner who had expended thereon 3401. 
Underwood had appropriated the money to his own use, and for 
want thereof petitioner was cast into prison. Prays that he may 
have his house and trading again, repaying the 140/.,, and that 
Underwood and Woodcock may be sent for. [1 p.] 


51. James Earl of Carlisle to Received the enclosed from 
the King last night, with command to read it and restore it to the 
person addressed. Missing him that morning at court, now sends it 
to him with hearty good morrow. [1 p.] 





52. Petition of Patrick Dunbar to the King. In June last, going 
to his own house with his brother and servant, petitioner was set 
upon by three brothers of the Dunbars of Hemprighs, James, 
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Rengen, and Robert, who dangerously wounded petitioner and his 
partners before they could draw their weapons, yet it pleased God 
so to preserve them, that two of their adversaries were killed in the 
same conflict, whereupon John Dunbar, eldest brother to the said 
brethren, pursued petitioner to his uncle’s house, hoping there to have 
found him, but failing of his intent, he with his associates burnt the 
uncle’s house with all his goods, and caused his sister to murder the 
wife of petitioner’s servant, lying in her bed with a sucking child 
in her arms. Petitioner has divers times endeavoured a reconcilia- 
tion by sending religious men to them to mediate an agreement. 
Prays the King’s protection for himself, his brother, and servant, 
until they may safely repair home to procure their peace. [% p.] 


53. Petition of George Dyneley to the King. Having been en- 
treated by divers citizens and dwellers in the suburbs, complaining 
of the insupportable wrongs of aliens and foreigners, petitioner drew 
a petition in their name, which was presented to his Majesty by 
Sec. Windebank and referred to the Council, by whom order was 
made to the Attorney General, and afterwards letters directed to the 
Lord Mayor, for an account of the numbers of aliens. Before the 
return of those letters which petitioner attended, some other person 
took the opportunity to press the business, excluding petitioner, and 
for all his charges and two years pains he cannot get so much as a 
place. Prays the office of under chamberlain or chief clerk in the 
corporations of the suburbs for life. [3 p.] 


54. Petition of Catherine Dyer, wife of John Willson, to Francis 
Lord Cottington. Petitioner was daughter of James Dyer, late of 
Grove Park co. Warwick, who was brother to Lord Cottington’s 
mother. After her father’s death she was for a while brought 
up with her uncle George Dyer, and by him put to service to a 
mistress that by a blow struck in her nose dejected her fortunes in 
marriage. Ever since she has been enforced to take hard pains for 
her living, as her poor husband doth for his, and their labours 
now failing them, they are in more want than ever. Prays Lord 
Cottington to extend to petitioner some relief. [3% p.] 


55. Petition of Annie, wife of Robert Eliott, mariner, to the Lords 
of the Admiralty. Petitioner’s husband has deputed her to prose- 
cute against Capt. John Hide, of St. Katherine’s, for the recovery of 
351. wages during her husband’s employment in the Freeman, of 
London, 34 years as quartermaster in her voyage to the Straits 
ended Michaelmas 1634. The 351. has been detained by Capt. Hide 
out of malice, besides insufferable injury done to her husband by 
imprisonment at Zante and since his return to England. Prays that 
Capt. Hide may not be permitted to put to sea again (which he is 
preparing to do) without paying the 35/. and making satisfaction 
for her husband’s imprisonment, and that the examination of the 
premises may be referred to Sir Maurice Abbot and Sir George 
Sandys, merchants interested in the said voyage. [? p.] 
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56. Petition of Emanuel Fenton, searcher of the port of Hull, to 
the Council.

57. Petition of Robert Godfrey to Sec. Coke. About nine years 
past his Majesty, by Sec. Conway, commanded petitioner to stay in 
England, and granted him a pension of 100l., which, however, he 
never received, for the late Lord Treasurer ordered him to quit the 
arrears amounting to 4751. together with the patent itself, for 100J.

58. Brief outline by Capt. Vincent Harris, of his services at sea. 
He had been in the East Indies, with Sir Kenelm Digby in the 
Mediterranean, with the Earl of Warwick in the West Indies, with 
Sir David Kirke to Canada, in the King’s service over to Holland, ° 
and in the Narrow Seas, and thus had spent complete 10 years. [} p.] 


59. Petition of Robert Handcock, William Handcock, and Peter 
Davie, brethren, in Cornwall, tinners, to Sec. Windehank. Peti- 
tioners have, for two years, laboured in the in-gathering of their. 
debts for payment of their own debt, to which end, since Michaelmas 
last, they have come three times to London on foot for procuring some 
order to that end, but not being able to deal with their debtors in 
that way, nor no longer able to subsist by reason of their impoverish- 
ment in the pursuit of their own, they are forced to fly the country, 
and now come up again to fall down at his Majesty’s feet for some 
relief. Pray the Secretary to present their request to his Majesty, 
that he will signify to Lord Robartes, Thomas Hearle, justice of peace, 
and Joseph May, minister of St. Austell, that they call petitioners 
creditors before them and take order for some reasonable time to be 
assigned them for payment of their debts.

63. Petition of [Agnes] Lady Lamplugh, “derelict,” to Archbishop 
Laud. After the decease of her husband [Sir Thomas Lamplugh] 
she laboured to have his will proved at York, but being counter- 
manded there by the High Commission, she has ever since attended 
the Court of Delegates, expecting a final sentence therein. During 
this delay her viclent adversary entered upon her personal estate, 
converting the remainder of her desolate fortunes to his own use, 
leaving not so much as her clothes. Prays the Archbishop to re- 
commend her cause to Sir John Lambe and the rest of the judges 
of the Court of Delegates that she may receive “expedite relief.” 
[1 p.] 

64. Petition of John Lanyon to the King. Petitioner has found 
out the art of staining woollen and linen in any form and in a 
variety of colours, such as will endure both washing and wearing, 
and also a way of covering houses and galleries flat without lead. 
Using divers sorts of Indian colours in his way of staining, he lately 
understoud of a parcel of blockwood brought for England, which is 
seized by the searchers at the Custom House, and by law ought to be 
burnt. Prays warrant for delivery of the said blovkwood to peti- 
tioner for use in his way of staining. [# p.] 


65. Petition of William Leach, prisoner in the Fleet, to the Council. 
Is committed for an abuse done to Smith, a messenger, in the execution 
of a warrant. Confesses his fault, expresses contrition, and prays 
pardon. Is a poor innkeeper, likely to be undone by his imprisonment. 
[3 p-] 

66. Petition of Luke Leake, grocer, to the Council. His brother 
Zacharie Leake, lately deceased, having two places under the Lord 
Mayor for life, one being a saltmeter’s place, and the other a yeoman’s 
of the waterside, about four months before his decease contracted with 
George Hickins for the sale to him of the saltmeter’s place for 2301, 
whereof Hickins paid petitioner’s brother 101. The Lord Mayor, Sir 
Robert Parkhurst, being entreated by petitioner’s brother for the resig- 
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nation of the said place, according to the custom of the City, refused to 
give consent, and has since sold the saltmeter’s place for 2401., and 
the other place for 3661. 13s. 4d., whereupon petitioner, being executor 
to his brother, is sued by Hickins for 300/. damages. Prays the 
Lords to give such order as they should think meet. [1 p.] 


67. Petition of Sir James Levingston to the King. The lands 
granted by King James to Sir John Levingston in the marshes of 
Sutton and Gedney, co. Lincoln, were in reward of faithful service 
for 30 years. He disbursed 550/. for the same, and his son, the 
present petitioner, has paid 475/, for 2} years rent, and is to pay 
1901. yearly for ever. He has also paid 500/. arrears of rent, and 
his father and mother have expended 1,000/. in suits, and have not 
gained half what was granted. The information of the great profit 
made of Sutton Marsh is a mere suggestion and can never be proved. 
The matter was referred to the Commissioners of the Revenue, but 
they have not had time to examine the same, and in the meantime 
the Attorney-General has commenced a suit on his Majesty’s behalf. 
Petitioner is utterly disabled to wage law with any, much less 
against his Majesty, at whose feet he prostrates himself and his 
distressed fortunes. Prays order to the Attorney-General not to 
proceed against petitioner, but that he may enjoy the benefit of his 
grant according to the intent of his Majesty’s father. [Endorsed 
“ Lady Gorges.” 1 p.| 

68. Petition of Thomas Lunsford, prisoner in the Fleet, to the 
Council. The Lords directed petitioner to show their order of 
29th September last to Sir Thomas Pelham, which he was to answer. 
Sir Thomas having returned his answer, petitioner prays the Lords 
to commiserate his tedious imprisonment of four years, without any 
crime committed by himself, and to grant him his liberty upon such 
conditions as he is able to perform. [4 p.] 


69. Petition of the same to the Court of Star Chamber. Has con- 
tinued a prisoner these four years, and by his miserable restraint 
his estate is ruined, bis children undone, and his distressed wife and 
himself both taken dangerously sick, she for sorrow at his absence, and 
himself for want of fresh air and exercise. Prays leave to go to his 
own house in town, giving bond to render his body to the Fleet 
again so soon as he shall recover his health, or the Lords shall think 
fit. [4 p.] Annewed, 


69. 1. Certificate of Alexander Leighton, M.D., that Thomas 
Lunsford is sick of a putrid fever, and to enter on a 
cowrse of physic im that close and corrupt air is almost 
as dangerous as the disease itself. [% p.| 


70. Petition of the same to the Council. Has, these many weeks, 
been very sickly, and of late grievously tormented with the mortal 
disease of the stone in the kidneys, all which is occasioned by his 
strait imprisonment, as has formerly appeared by his doctor’s certi- 
ficate. Prays for liberty to recover his health by physic, fresh air, 
and exercise. [4 p.] 
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71. Petition of Edward Manestie, M.A., chaplain to the late Bishop 
Lindsell, of Hereford, and of Thomas Bird, M.A., clerk, lately the 
King’s servant in the Isle of Rhé, and then corrector of the King’s 
printing house in Blackfriars, to the King. It is too frequent a thing 
to vitiate copies of books after they come from the licenser, and 
schismatical additions have been inserted to the disquiet of both 
state and church. Besides which, divers books unlicensed are 
continually divulged. Petitioners have found out a means whereby 
state and church may be secured from such inconveniences, viz., 
that books allowed shall not be corrupted; before examination, books 
shall not be divulged; libellous and illiterate books may be sup- 
pressed ; faults of printing be amended ; and if future ages think fit 
to reprint, one uncorrupted copy shall certainly be to be had. Prays 
reference for consideration to Archbishop Laud and Bishop Curle of 
Winchester.

73. Petition of Darkus [Dorcas] Mott, wife of Robert Mott, of the 
parish of St. Mary Matfelon, Whitechapel, to Sir John Lambe, Dean of 
the Arches. Petitioner in July last was served with process out of 
the Court of Arches, to appear in Bow Church, to answer Ellinor 
Garrison in a cause of defamation. Petitioner was well able to prove 
what she had spoken against Ellinor Garrison, and retained Mr. Pearce 
as her proctor, but he did not perform the trust reposed in him, 
whereby petitioner’s adversary has examined her witnesses, and 
petitioner’s witnesses have not been examined, and so the cause is to 
proceed to a hearing. Prays that sentence may be suspended until 
petitioner’s witnesses be examined. [# p.] 


74. Petition of Robert Multon to the Council. At the importunity 
of George Bing of Kent, petitioner entered into many bonds as surety 
on his behalf. Bing being “cast in his fortunes,” endeavours to 
satisfy his creditors by sale of his lands, but petitioner in the mean- 
time is daily threatened with arrests. Prays a recommendation to 
his Majesty for a protection for two years, in which time the creditors 
may be satisfied. [? p.] 


75. Petition of Peter Newton, the King’s servant, to the King. 
Thomas Isaack being called to account by Lord Treasurer Portland 
for rents received by him on wine licences in Devon and Cornwall, 
amounting to 2,300/., has paid 1,500/. into the Exchequer pretending 
for that sum to have compounded for the whole charge. Petitioner 
prays a grant of such sum as he shall discover to be due from 
Isaack. [1 p.] 


76. Petition of William Nead, archer, to the same. The King 
approved the use of the bow with the pike, and authorized petitioner 
to teach the same, and published a proclamation to command the 
general use thereof. Petitioner thereupon laid out his whole estate 
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of 600/., and is much indebted by furnishing himself with ammu- 
nition pertinent, but, by the evil example of the City of London, 
this service is now wholly neglected, and the King’s proclamation 
contemned. Prays a command to the Lord Mayor that those of the 
trainbands fit to exercise arms may forthwith furnish themselves 
with such ammunition so that petitioner may sell those he has 
provided, and that delinquents who refuse may be proceeded against, 
i p.] 3 

77. Petition of Daniel Nys to the King. Sets forth that he had 
served at Venice the English ambassadors Wotton, Carleton, Wake, 
and Lord Carlisle, and had disbursed 2,000/. sterling for the main- 
tenance of Wake’s house and to enable his wife to return to England. 
He had also purchased the principal paintings of the Duke of 
Mantua and maintained Signor Laniere and his servant in his house 
for a long time without charge. The statues and paintings of the 
Duke of Mantua he could have resold to Cardinal Richelieu at a 
large profit, but hearing that the King desired to have them, he 
laid aside all other thoughts in order to comply with the wish of 
his Majesty. Unfortunately the persons on whom he drew in 
England not being paid in time his credit was destroyed and he was 
obliged to leave his business, at a loss of 100,000 crowns of effects 
which he had in several places. He had paid every one, partly in 
money and partly in deposits which he promised to withdraw at 
Christmas 1634. That time being past, and he not able to redeem 
his pledges, he is in danger to be entirely ruined. On the advice of 
Rowlandson the King’s agent he had settled in this country and had 
proposed various ways of procuring money (among them plans for 
improvement of the streets and healthiness of London), but these 
things could not be put in practice quickly, wherefore he prays a 
reference to some persons to consider the nature and value of the 
articles he has pledged and his propositions in reference to them.

78. Daniel Nys to the same. Offers to show a way by which 
frauds in the Customs may be prevented, and to make it clearly 
appear what it will bring in yearly. By way of recompence he 
asks the management of the office that it will be necessary to erect,

of which has he preached these six years, has raised divers causeless 
suits against him (as by a particular annexed appears), the burthen 
whereof is insupportable to petitioner being near: 80 years old. 
At this moment Mr. Powell has six suits depending against peti- 
tioner, and threatens to leave him not worth a groat. Mr. Powell 
being a man of a turbulent spirit and common disturber of his 
parishes by frivolous suits, petitioner prays the Archbishop to take

Petitioners, with John 
Barker and Anne Soare, being sued in the Star Chamber, repaired 
to town to obey such order as should be given by the Court, and in 
their journey were served with a warrant directed to them [?] and 
one Ellegant, another defendant, to answer such things as might 
be objected against them. Ellegant not having appeared, petitioners 
stand committed to prison until they bring him forth. Being in 
prison they have no means to find him out, and by being kept in 
prison the first-named petitioner (being a servant of Lord Craven) 
will be utterly undone. Pray their discharge upon answering the 
information and putting in security to stand to the judgment of the 
Court. [? p.] 


83. Application of Jerome Earl of Portland for return of a bond 
entered into by his late father and himself as a security to Sir John 
Winter for 4,000/. lent to the King; and also of a note of hand 
given by the earl to Sir Richard Young for 2,000/. advanced by 
him for the King’s use, one: half thereof having been paid into 
the Exchequer and the other half to the Queen. The earl desires 
that Sir Richard may take the nurse’s receipt and the tally instead 
of the earl’s note.

Dennison in a sermon said that the 
representation was a “ whily gigg, a 
crow’s nest, and more like the swag- 
gering hangman cutting off St. John 
Baptist’s head,” to the great affront 
of the parishioners that took care for 
the beautifying of the church. That 
Dr. Dennison also within twelve 
months last past in divers sermons 
reviled some of his parishioners, com- 
paring them to frogs, hogs, dogs, and 
devils, and called them by the names 
of “knaves, villains, rascals, queans, 
she-devils, and pillory whores,” and 
such like terms. Also, that there was 
a bill that some of the parishioners 
preferred against him in the Lord 
Mayor’s court, and that he was served 
with process to answer the same, and 
that in May 1633, in a sermon, he told 
his auditory that he was persecuted 
by a company of base fellows and 
rascals in that manner that it took 
him from his studies, for that [it] was 
enough for him to look after them 
that were so wicked and conspired 
against him, and thereupon exhorted 
his auditory to stand by him, and not 
only to pity him, as some said they 
did, and others prayed for him, but 
they should go further, for St. Paul 
said that his auditors were ready to 
lay down their necks for him; and

That about 
the 26th October 1633, preaching the 
funeral sermon of a woman that was 
then deceased he said he had converted 
her, and that she was not like the 
damned crew, nor the ‘sort of these 
cursed conspirators that were ready 
to thrust out their powerful minister, 
if all the wit in their knavish pates 
could do it. In December 1633, 
complaint was made to the Bishop of 
London against Dr. Dennison, and 
the bishop gave him an admonition 
not to inveigh against any in his 
sermons, but the next Sunday follow- 
ing, preaching from Luke xix., 8., 
“ And Zaccheus stood and said, &c.,” 
defendant said that his accusers could 
not charge him with committing any 
act with any woman, and that they 
would say they did God good service 
in that business, but he said they did 
the Devil good service, further show- 
ing what it was to take away the good 
name of their powerful minister which 
they could not restore, but they would 
be hanged first before they could do 
it, which words he repeated in his 
prayer after the sermon. Also, that 
he had published a book called “ The 
Doctrine of both the Sacraments ; to 
wit, Baptism and the Supper of the 
Lord,” and at p. 16 is contained as 
follows; viz., “It may be demanded 
here whether there be no use of 
preaching the word at baptism because 
Ananias only maketh mention of 
calling on the name of the Lord, that 
is of prayer. I answer there is great 
use of a sermon at baptism as well as 
of prayer. First, that which God 
hath joined together let no man put 
asunder, but God hath joined together 
preaching and baptism, Mat. xxviii, 
19., ‘Go ye and teach all nations, 
baptizing them, &c.’ Secondly, be- 
cause baptism without the word is 
like a seal without writing, a seal 
without a writing is a strange kind 
of deed, even so baptism without the 
word is a strange kind of sacrament ; 
the word is the principal and the 
sacrament is the accessory or the 
appendix ; now the accessory should 
go with the principal as the shadow with 
the body, therefore the word and the 
sacrament should go both together.” 
It also appeared that there is a common 
fame that Dr. Dennison has attempted 
the chastity of certain women named. 
The court pronounced him guilty of 
uttering in the pulpit the personal 
taxations above mentioned, making

the pulpit the place of revenge for 
his malice, for the which he deserved 
to be sharply censured. For the 
erroneous points of doctrine divulged 
in his book, the court left them to be 
considered by some divines, who are 
to report thereof at the next court 
day. Lastly, touching the attempta- 
tions of several women’s chastity, 
though the court held not the women’s 
depositions, being singular, sufficient 
to convince him thereof, yet as six of 
them had deposed directly to the fact, 
and some others to the public fame 
thereof, the court pronounced that 
there was cause sufficient to put him 
to his purgation, and enjoined him to 
appear next court day to purge him- 
self by his own oath and the oaths of 
six compurgators, ministers of his 
own rank dwelling near him in the 
city of London. For his personal 
taxations and his invective manner of 
preaching, the court held it so odious, 
especially after the admonition of his 
ordinary, that they held him worthy 
to be suspended as a man altogether 
unfit to be continued in that place, 
holding it improbable that he should 
ever do any good amongst his parish- 
ioners. They therefore removed him 
from his curateship, suspended him 
from the execution of his ministerial 
function, and committed him till he 
gave bond with sureties to perform 
the order of the court.

That Packer derided 
the rail and kneeling bench, and scoffed 
at the setting up thereof, saying it 
would serve for better purpose in 
his garden. The court pronounced 
Chauncey and Packer guilty of con- 
tempt against their ordinary and the 
jurisdiction ecclesiastical, and of 
raising a schism and distraction in the 
parish of Ware, for which Chauncey 
was suspended from the execution of 
his ministerial functions until by his 
submission and acknowledgment of 
his error the court should see cause to 
release him, which submission and 
acknowledgment is to be set down 
prescriptis verbis by the Commissioners 
at Informations, to be by him read in 
open court and then to be intimated in 
the church of Ware. He was farther 
condemned in costs of suit. Packer 
was likewise condemned in charges 
and to make his submission in like 
manner.

He could not 
demand his investiture sooner not being of age, and the adminis- 
trator could not do it by reason of the confederacy he had sworn to, 
but it is now time enough. . She prays that it be not cause of more 
loss of time, for without the investiture her son’s right is just. 
She only fears still that they will give a delaying answer and 
amuse the King as they have done these fifteen years, and being 
so long plagued with these delays, nobody can blame her to fear 
them, though the infinite favours and honours the King does to 
her son give her no small comfort, and confidence that he will afford 
him a real assistance for regaining his rights. The many kind 
testimonies her son writes to her that the archbishop gives him of 
his affection, assure her that his good counsel and assistance will 
not be lacking. [Seals with arms. 1 p.] 


3. John Dinley to Sir Thomas Roe. How welcome Mistress 
Rupa was among them. She found in that town two sisters and a 
little brother, which with one sister more in Poland is all the 
remainder of their stock. Finds an inclination to have her placed 
about the Lady Elizabeth, but her sister and they at the Hague 
are of another opinion, both because the business of Poland wavers 
in uncertainties and the Electress of Brandenburg’s service is no 
less :pregnant for her advancement ; she is exceeding pretty and 
exceeding witty, and if she were at Venice would be a tall proper 
lady.

They have long relations 
of the Prince Elector’s reception in England, but all are summed 
up in one touch of Sir Thomas Roe’s pen, that counsel, maintenance, 
protection, supplies, armies, victories, and restitution are. all in the 
breast of the King. If the Prince can possess that, he possesses all 
things. He has at this time in England the fortune of his time 
to come. For the suppleness which Roe desires in that state, 
Dinley confesses they are a stubborn clay ; perhaps Mons. Beveren 
of Dort going shortly ambassador into England may have some 
buxom instructions to comply with the King; certainly nothing is 
worse for both than wrangling and distrust. French objections to 
the offer of England that if they will restore Lorraine, England will 
press the Emperor to restore the Palatinate, and if he refuse will 
declare war. Dinley’s answers. Prosperity of the Swedes and the 
third great blow given by them to the Duke of Saxony, making 


him feel, who was past understanding, that as they had a buckler 


to defend so they have a rod to scourge him. The Swedes have 
learnt this wisdom from their King, to treat with their enemies 
but to trust in their arms. This.success may bring on Mr. Dury’s 
business. The French thrive not so well about the Rhine, yet they 
stand to their tackling. Duke Bernard is in a great ascendant 
among them and they say shall marry the daughter and heir of the 
Duke of Rohan. And thus affairs are floating in the world as 
though all were in “shipwrack” without England. Prays God to 
preserve peace in the land in whose blessed arms Dinley leaves Sir 
Thomas. [4 pp.]

9. The Seaman’s New Year’s gift to the King. An anonymous 
letter in which the writer, a gunner, urges the importance of 
emigration. He points to the Ambuzonos, which he terms the land 
of God’s bounty, and the north-west, or the land of God’s mercy, 
as especial fields for emigration. The former, if God were served 
in it and it were wisely “ husbandred” would produce wines, oils, 
sugars, corn, fruits, speckled wood, and it may be expected “ gold.” 
In the latter land, thieves, robbers, and other “ vilde bloodsuckers” 
should be employed for punishment “to kill whales, sea-horse, sea- 
unicorns.” The places of execution would not then be the utter 
destruction of the bodies, and it was to be feared of the souls, of thou- 
sands, but their labours would bring great profit and their branches 
spring to the flourishing estate of the King’s posterity. He also 
recommends that harlots and the idle and lascivious portion of the

captives, so one harlot might redeem half 4 dozen captives that are 
made slaves to fulfil the lustful desires of the heathen Turks.

10. John Crane, Surveyor of Marine Victuals, to the Lords of 
the Admiralty.

13. William Brissenden to Nicholas. Wednesday, the 30th De- 
cember last, the Third Whelp, from Guernsey, arrived within the 
Isle of Wight, near Yarmouth, with the company of Mr. Beere’s 
ship, the transporter of His Majesty’s ordnance, one from Jersey, 
four from Guernsey. Mr. Stone, the man employed in the service, 
repaired the next day to Hurst Castle, demanding the ordnance 
there, which were not denied, but Lord Gorge, captain of that 
castle, being within 10 miles from thence, the lieutenant desired to 
know his pleasure for their delivery. This day Mr. Stone is expected 
to acquaint the writer’s captain whether they will be delivered. 
After those taken in, Calshot Castle, Portsmouth, and Southsea 
ordnance will require one month’s time before they can well be laid 
in. Beseeches Nicholas to understand their case; the Third Whelp 
has now 19 days victuals on board, and warrant there to Mr. Holt 
for a supply to the last of April.

She wishes that some others 
would give as good counsel to her nearest friends as he writes; she 
will follow it as near as her unfortunate condition will suffer her. 
She has also received his letter by little Rupa, who shows by her 
carriage how well she has been bred. The writer would be very 
unthankful if she did not esteem it one of her greatest obligations to 
Sir Thomas, that for her sake he has been so good to Rupa. She 
must say that when Rupa came to her, and spoke of Sir Thomas and 
his wife, she had the tears in her eyes. The letter Rupa brought, 
and that which Sir Thomas wrote to Dinley spoke so well, as she 


- sent Dinley to speak from her to one of the States that she is very 
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free withal, Mons. Vosberg, upon that subject of a good understand- 
ing betwixt the King her brother jand them. What passed Dinley 
will let Sir Thomas know. For her son’s business, he tells her the 
same that Sir Thomas and all the world do of the infinite favours 
and honours her brother does to him, more than he deserves. She is 
glad Sir Thomas likes his carriage so well ; fears Sir Thomas looks 
upon him with too partial an eye as her son. She prays his business 
may have as good fortune to be well looked into as his person is 
cherished, and that the loss of time does not endanger all; yet she 
counsels him not to press his uncle too much, but gently, and seek, 
as Sir Thomas says, to gain him by his observance. She hears that 
some were troubled at that which passed about the French ambas- 
sador, concerning his refusal to give her son the title of Elector; 
she wonders they should stumble at it; in her opinion her brother 
did well, and it is a sign he will maintain his nephew’s right. 
Repeats at length what passed between Charnassé and herself upon 
the same subject, and upon the proposal made by England to France, 
that the latter country should offer to the Emperor to restore the 
Duke of Lorraine if he would restore the writer’s son. The French 
laugh at this proposal as ridiculous, saying “ Lorraine cost too much 
‘** blood and money to give it up for nothing to be rendered them 
“ but a stranger Prince’s restitution.” She said that the Emperor’s 
refusal would engage her brother. He said they did not trust to 
that, for he that had these fifteen years promised a great war [?] if 
the Palatine family were not restitued[?], how will he keep with 
them that has-so long broken to her? For the Poland business, the 
Queen can tell no more than Roe. Hears that that King complains 
of Sir George Douglas, but cannot imagine why, for he was more for 
him than for the Swedes in the treaty, except he follows the old 
proverb, d’aimer la trahison et hair le traitre ; indeed Douglas has 
complained that since the peace was made neither the King nor the 
other great men of that country have regarded him as they did before, 
and though while the treaty lasted the King said he was his best 
friend of all the ambassadors, yet now he gave all the praise of 
effecting the truce to the French ambassador, and made no small 
difference in using the French better than him, which he could not 
but resent. As for Rupa, if the writer had a place she would take 
her ; does not recommend the service of her daughter, who is governed 
all by one person, so that none that knows it is fond to be with her. 
The writer’s sister the Electress of Brandenburg is the best woman 
in the world to serve. If the marriage with Poland should come to 
pass, and Rupa desire it, the Electress will not refuse to put her to 
the writer’s daughter. In a memorial her son has given her brother, 
he represents to him how necessary it were for him to have an 
ambassador in Germany, and if the King should resolve to have one, 
the Queen has commanded her son to name Roe, if he likes the 
employment.

In that voyage he had seen more topmasts carried by 
the board in a reasonable gale of wind than he had known in great 
storms in the Queen’s time when they had kept the seas four, five, 
or six months together, and never anchored in all that space; for 
avoiding the like inconvenience, he suggests that one of his 
Majesty’s ship-carpenters be appointed to go in the fleet to direct 
all such things. Concerning victualling, he .remarks that the 
King’s appointment of a careful and honest man gives great ho 
that thereafter there shall be no cause of complaint, but Sir William 
wishes him to take the opinion of masters that have the ordering 
of victuals in merchant ships, for he finds they have a better wa 
for saving their beef and pork than he has known in the King’s 
ships. Touching pressed men, he would have no more than five 
lusty young watermen in every hundred sailors, and he recommends 
that some masters or their mates should be sent out with the 
press-masters, and that, without increasing the total charge, the 
wages of seamen should be increased or diminished in proportion to 
their sufficiency as judged of by the master for those abaft the mast, 
by the boatswain for those before the mast, and by the gunner for 
those in the gun room. He also suggests that in every fleet there 
should go an under-treasurer with money to give content to men 
upon their landing sick or hurt. This course was adopted by 
Queen Elizabeth in the last fleet that she sent to sea against Spain, 
of which Sir William was Admiral, and she meant it ever after to 
continue. Sir William dwells on the wasteful consuming of powder, 
which the English above all nations ought to avoid, “considering 
the mischief we found. by the want thereof in 88.” He proposed 
to limit salutations to admirals, and when visitors of rank came 
aboard to salute them not with great ordnance but with muskets 
from the upper deck, and when healths were drunk and leaves 
taken “ to give a volley of shot against a mark made like the shape 
of a man and put into a barrel point blank distance, where the 
soldier shall take his aim.” [3} pp.]

That town is an ancient corporation, and abuts on the river Dart, 
in which respect it is appointed to maintain 60 trained soldiers 
and a magazine of 24 barrels of powder, and till of late time the 
soldiers were accustomed to be trained within the precincts of the 
town. This towa has-also the custody of six field pieces which he 
finds not mentioned by petitioners, perhaps because they desire to 
be freed of them, yet since it is the most convenient place for them, 
it is a matter of consequence that the town should always be fur- 
nished with a sufficient strength of soldiers to secure them and it 
from any sudden surprise.

Understands that the frigate 
called the Swan of Flushing (which he formerly sent into Sandwich 
for pillaging the Scottish ship) is the swiftest sailer in the world, 
She is Dunkirk built, and they took her from them by an accident, 
The mould of her may be very advantageous for the King’s service;

ness and unneighbourly dealing, for that he did not, before he went 
to Croydon, acquaint him therewith, and advise with him and others 
that had been commissionated for the former taxing of arms, saying, 
in disgrace of Somner’s name, that he knew no reason that sumners 
and proctors should value ecclesiastical livings. The writer proceeds 
at length to vindicate his valuation of Dr. Bargrave’s, the dean’s, 
rectory of Chartham, at 160/. per annum, and his other rectory of 
Eythorne, at 100/. per annum. Hears that the dean means to 
endeavour to obtain a mitigation of arms; and if the Archbishop 
grant it, Somner will not be a whit sorry, though the dean charges 
him with malicious dealing and hoisting of the churchmen to une 
reasonable rates of arms, which is utterly untrue. Somner answered 
the dean, that in these accusations he did the Archbishop more 
wrong than him, whereupon he began to comply in milder terms, 
especially when Somner told him he should certify the Archbishop 
how the dean used him, and carried the business boldly, and the 
knights cheered him up in his ear, and said the dean would stir so 
much that he would hurt himself. The dean goes about to set all 
the churchmen upon Somner, but Somner thinks they iove him 
better than the dean does, and appeals to the Archbishop, that he 
never meddled with them of the cathedral, but left them wholly to 
the Archbishop, who promised to free Somner from envy. For his 
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valuations he will maintain them for reasonable contra omnes gentes, 
Dean Neville that had only the deanery, found two or three horses, 
and that no coach-horses as are sent now-a-days to musters.

77. John Dury to Sir Thomas Roe. Sends an account of his 
business, to be be delivered to Archbishop Laud. Knows by speeches 
of Sir William Boswell that the Archbishop has not taken Dury’s 
silence in good part, but it is against his heart to write of things 
that seem to tend towards strife, and it is inexpedient for him to 
tell any one but Roe, what jealousies exist in that country against 
England, and how Dury’s adversaries have prevailed by reason of 
the suspicion that Dury had been sent from England to trouble the 
waters there. Odious tales are spread concerning the defection of 
the church of England, and the state and church of Holland are 
jealous of an intention to work the ceremonies of England upon 
them. They are therefore exceeding shy to concur in anything 
wherein England seems to have a hand. States what he had learned 
concerning the treaty between that country and Spain, which was 
stopped by Spain insisting upon the dissolution of the Dutch West 
India Company. Enters at great length into the position and nature 
of the influence of the Prince of Orange, and the unpopularity of the 
league with France, which the Prince had forced upon the States by a 
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faction, through whom it had been carried in a very subtle way, 
Dury dwells upon these points and upon the manner in which the 
fears in respect of the religious changes taking place in England, the 
partiality towards Spain evinced in that country, and the alleged jl] 
will shown towards ships of Holland in the havens of England, 
operated against Dury’s project. His reliance now was upon the 
formation of a political party supported by the King of England to 
second the Prince Elector in the recovery of his palatinate. Prays 
that Roe might be sent over to Holland and Germany to frame such a 
party. Thinks if his Majesty’s intentions in favour of the Prince 
be real, the thing cannot be well done without Roe, and one word 
from the Queen of Bohemia or the Prince Elector to his Majesty 
would precure Roe’s appointment. [4 pp.] 


78. Note of [Edward Stephens], Sheriff of co. Gloucester, that 
divers of the chiefest gentlemen of that county had paid nothin 
towards the ship-money, though the sums assessed had been often 
demanded, with a list of constables who had not made any return 
to their warrants.

This gentleman, the Mayor of Canterbury, lately showed 
the writer letters sent him from the Spanish ambassador, (which 
he will acquaint the Archbishop withal,) wherein he taxeth him, that 
he and his ecclesiastical officers have shown some hard measure to 
the King of Spain’s subjects, in troubling them in the courts, to 
their great expense. Now, the mayor has no such officers, and 
therefore, if there be such a fault, it must reflect upon the Arch- 
bishop’s officers. Two or three years ago, some were presented to 
the Consistory from Dover for refusing to baptize their children in

Separate information of Balthasar Lannoy and ex- 
amination of Nicholas Avellin taken before the bailif's 
of Great Yarmouth. Lannoy stated that having a friend 

in the Gatehouse at Westminster (John Tisier, cook to 
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the French Ambassador,) he oftentimes visited him and 

there saw a prisoner, a stranger. On the evening of 

Thursday the 14th instant, coming forth from the prison 

the stranger followed informant without any notice 
, taken of him by the keepers. Bevng both out of the 
prison, the stranger said to informant, that if he 
would travel with him to see the country, the stranger 
would bear his charges. Informant agreeing, they 
lodged that night near Whitehall at a house where 
informant was known. He understood the name of the 
stranger to be Antonio, and more he knew not. On 
Friday, about two or three of the morning, they went 
towards Cambridge, where they remained three or four 
days, from thence to Norwich, and so to Yarmouth 
about Thursday last. On Saturday following informant 
apprised the bailiffs, that two hours before Antonio had 
discovered to him that the cause why he was committed 
to the Gatehouse was for bringing letters concerning a 
marriage with some great person and the King of 
Poland, and that Antonio was to prepare the house in 
London for entertaining the ambassador of Poland. 
Informant did not know the cause of the imprisonment 
of Antonio before. On the 24th imst. Antonio being in 
prison sent for informant and entreated him to keep 
his secrets and he would give him 300 pistolets. 25th 
January 1635-6. 

NicHoLas AVELLIN stated that he was born at Posen 
im Hungary, and is.aged 22, of poor parentage. About 
four years ago he travelled with Joannes Allows, his 
master, to Vienna and thence to Seville, where he left 
his master and travelled to Paris, where he remained 
seven months, and thence came to London in December 
last. He was entertained im the house of the French 
ambassador 7 or 8 days; thence he travelled to Cam- 
bridge, Norwich, and Yarmouth ; a Frenchman accom- 
panied examinant whose name he does not know, but 
supposes him'to be a merchant come to England to look 
after his debtors.

_ intelligence from foreign parts for two or three years and has not 
yet got any consideration. ' Perhaps his lordship‘ knows not how 
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Hartlib has fallen to decay for being too charitable to poor scholars 
and for undertaking too freely the work of schooling and education 
of children. If Hartlib and Roe were not in England, Dury 
would despair of doing any good, and would bethink himself of 
some way to prosecute his purpose without any great relation to it, 
If God has moved the King’s heart. to do really for his nephew that 
which all protestants wish him to do, Roe may be sure that for this 
year there will be no truce. The French King has sent five millions 
of florins thither, which the States are to manage for the war. They 
will not have any more French armies, which cannot be commanded 
and consume instantly to nothing. Notwithstanding the league 
with France a real concurrence may be expected in anything 
adverse to Austria and in favour of the Palatine. The am. 
bassador that is to be sent to England is a burgomaster of Dort, 
Mynheer von Beveren. The causes of discontent with England 
are, 1. The favour shown to Spain above these countries at sea 
and in the ports. 2. The opening of a trade towards Dunkirk, 
which without the assistance of England could not be free to Spain. 
3. The loss which these countries had by the English fleet when 
England was at war with France. 4. The breach of the league 
which Buckingham made with these countries in 1625. That which 
is past will soon be forgotten if there be assurance of real favour 
towards these countries, chiefly at sea.

Vanden Berg to be his general. Dury intends to hold on his course, 
perhaps his business will never be ripe till all be in human appear- 
ance quite lost. So long as they trust to the arm of flesh he doubts 
of their prosperity, not that they ought to neglect means, but he 
fears they trust too much to them.

without distraining, which is an excessive trouble and charge. to 
him and a great loss to themselves, and extremely retards the 
service.

of the captain’s retinue, the officers of the ships being aggrieved 
that their cabins are taken from them, and the common men for 
the choice of victuals before they be served, for men incapable (as 
they say) to do service. 4. Offer to the consideration of the Lords 
to make it an article in the captain’s and purser’s instructions, that 
if any of their men be discharged before the ship comes into 
harbour to be paid, unless they come presently to receive their 
wages (if restraint of liberty, want of health, or death prevent them 
not) they shall lose their claim, and if such as are restrained forbear 
to come, nor any lawfully authorized on their behalf, within six 
months, the same to be forfeited. 5. Pray a proclamation that 
every master of a merchant ship go not out of the river before they 
bring in a list of men belonging to their ships to be registered by 
the Marshal of the Admiralty at London, and by the town clerks 
of remote towns. 6. The ancient allowance of a halfpenny a mile 
conduct-money to pressed men is too little; and a great grievance to 
poor men that are oft-times forced to beg or steal in their travel to and 
from remote parts ; the officers recommend the Lords to give warrant 
for doubling it.

The 
number appearing before tiem amounted to 25,900, out of whom 
they had selected 1,000 to furnish themselves with arms, but the 
prices being lately much enhanced they have given them until the 
next muster, to provide themselves. They have also viewed the 
trained bands, appointed several provost-marshals, and directed the 
beacons to be repaired. The stock of the county for providing a 
magazine, being 268/., remains in the hands of Mr. Walker, clerk of 
of the peace. The captains of the trained bands complain of the 
charge they undergo in paying their drums and officers by way of 
salaries at every muster, and also on Shrove Tuesday, May Day, and 
other days of muster. The trained band complain of the charge of 
their apparel and arms, nor are the officers satisfied with the payments 
made to them by their captains, being per diem, lieutenants, 20s., 
ensigns, 15s., every sergeant and corporal, 10s., every drum, 10s, 
The number of the horse of the county was 120, of the foot, 1,461. 
The names of the captains are stated. [Paper Roll.] 


67. Resolutions of the same Deputy Lieutenants respecting 
Provost-Marshals. It was resolved that provost-marshals were most 
necessary, and where they did not exist should be appointed. Also 
that their salaries should be collected by the assistance of the high 
constables, and that where any petty constable should be denied in 
the payment, that he should make due certificate thereof.

Certificate of the 
state of his province. In his own diocese he scarcely finds a bene- 
ficed minister stiffly unconformable. A few poor stipendiary curates 
have been found unconformable, but most of them, upon being called 
to account, have submitted themselves. Touching his Majesty’s 
Declaration for settling questions in doctrine, a watchful eye is 
had, if any fly out, to call them to account. The Declaration 
touching catechising has brought many of the ministers to perform 
both catechising and preaching. The command concerning lecturers 
has so prevailed that many of the clergy that were forward for 
market-day sermons, finding how negligent the inhabitants were of 
coming to the sermon, and that their preaching was more desired to 
draw company to the market than for the comfort of the preaching, 
resolve rather to employ themselves in visiting neighbour churches 
that want preaching ministers ; and to all such places where such 
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weekly sermons are permitted (which are very few) the rule is, 
“ Hither observe his Majesty's directions in every particular, or have 
no sermon.” For men’s having ministers in their houses, some 
gentlemen that have impropriations but are to find a curate make 
the poor minister’s living in their houses a part of his stipend, but 
none such are permitted save conformable men. Complains of the 
negligence of churchwardens in not presenting those who come to 
sermons but not to public prayers. The Declaration to permit 
recreations on Sundays after divine service is received with reluc- 
tancy by a few ministers, but with petition of some time to con- 
sider better of the business, and liberty to read the Bishop of Ely’s 
book lately written, upon reading whereof they promise either to 
conform or submit to censure. In the past year there has been 
expended in the archdeaconries of York, the East Riding, and Not- 
tingham, in repairing and adorning churches, 6,562/. 15s. 7d., and 
in the Archdeaconry of Cleveland a great sum of which the Archbishop 
has not the particulars. Visiting the collegiate church of Southwell 
this year the Archbishop has taken order for a choir service there. 
Presents, 


84.1. Copy Certificate of Bishop Bridgeman, of Chester, of the state 
of his diocese.

he could not yet effect so much as he desired. Against 
this the King has written :—“ This I take to [be] his falte, 
for he should cale to the Churchwardens to doe ther deutie.” 
In reply to a point respecting the granting leases of epis- 
copal lands and felling timber, the bishop replied “ When 
his Majesty shall be pleased graciously to look upon me 
and nominate me to another bishopric, I shall be careful 
to observe these so religious and royal instructions.” The 
King has commented thus :—“ He then hes less to doe.” 


The Archbishop had delayed presenting these certificates in expecta- 
tion of receiving the certificates of the bishops of Durham and the 
Isle of Man, which had not been’ received. The King commented 
in these words :—*“ I lyke your diligence, but they must bee cheked 
for there slakness.” The Archbishop concluded his report with the 
following prayer :— 


‘God of his infinite mercy bless your sacred Majesty with all heavenly, 
spiritual, and temporal blessings in this life, and reward you with eternal 
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felicity for your exceeding great mercy extended to me, my wife and m 
son [See Calendar, 11th January 1635-6], in our extreme calamity, whereh 
your Royal goodness hath delivered us from more than the fear of death; 
so great was our affliction till your sacred Majesty’s abundant mercy and 
Royal Pardon relieved us. And therefore (according to our bounden duty) 
we pray : 
" x0 Lord, grant the King a long life, that his years may endure 
throughout all generations. 
‘He shall dwell before God for ever: O, prepare thy loving mercy 
and faithfulness that they may preserve him. Psal. lxi. 6. 7.”

85. John Highlord and John Cordell, Aldermen of London, and late 
Sheriff of Middlesex, to the Council. By letters of the 25th inst. the 
writers were directed to signify what the clergy in the said county had 
been assessed at for ship-money, and by other letters directed to the 
writers, and the present sheriff to certify concerning the payment of 
monies received. Certify the receipt of the writ of 4th August last, and 
that they proceeded as far therein as the time of their continuance 
in office would permit, but not to the assessing the inhabitants of 
any town within the county.

87. Sir Philip Monckton, Sir John Ramsden, and Matthew Ray, 
to Thomas Viscount Wentworth, Lord President of the Council of 
the North. In obedience to his letters, they gave warning to the 
inhabitants of Drax, Newland, Rusholme, Sharphill, and to those of 
Roecliffe, as also to the Dutchmen, to come before them at Turnbridge 
on the 15th December last, whither the writers then repaired, but could 
not punctually inform themselves of the losses of the inhabitants, 
being prevented by a great snow, so as they could not travel to all 
the places complained of, but they heard both parties, and viewed 
the sluice made by the Dutch in the mouth of the river Dunn and 
the banks adjoining, which must needs be a great cause of the 
extraordinary high waters in the petitioners’ grounds, in regard that 
they stop the course of the waters of Aire, not suffering the super- 
fluity of the waters to have its outlet as formerly, and so must 
needs drown them below, the height of the banks being Jevel with the 
houses’ heavings (sic) in Roecliffe. Insome of the banks the writers 
perceived breaches made by the Dutch (as was proved to them) for 
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their own safety, which the writers hold to be an especial cause of 
the complainants’ prejudice, and also that they will be subject to be 
drowned with waters upon every small flood if the sluice and banks 
remain. And if complainants should be forced to heighten their 
banks, it would be sure to drown the country a great way about 
them. The inhabitants, as was justified to the Dutchmen’s faces, 
had no safe grounds to relieve their cattle, but were forced to fodder 
them upon bushes. Furthermore, not only their corn in their barns 
but their sown corn is in great danger to be spoiled, and so they will 
lose two years profits of their lands. Petitioners made it manifest 
that there are two acres of ground within the lordship of Sharphill 
quite taken away and sunk into the river Ouse. Finally they heard 
grievous complaints made by the inhabitants of great losses sustained 


by the water, and for anything they could perceive, not without good 
cause. [Copy. 1 p.} 


88. Philip Earl of Pembroke and Montgomery, and his Associates 
in the Fishing Company, to the Council. Answer to the petition of 
the Resident of the King of Spain, complaining of the reprisals 
made by the Earl of Lindsey and Sir John Pennington, for the 
capture of the buss Salisbury belonging to the Fishing Company. 
The answerers detail the variety of applications for redress made at 
Dunkirk and Brussels, all which being fruitless, they had no other 
appeal than to the King. They state that the Resident’s offer of his 
own caution for the return of the ship in three months was more 
than they knew, and that if the ship had not been returned it would 
have been a cold and discourteous suit against a person of his quality 
and a public minister ; they desired no better caution than the ship 
itself, because “ ready money is better security than an alderman’s 
bond.” Hope that after the Company has brought the matter in 
a lawful way to kis Majesty’s own justice, they shall not be sent 
back to seek that at Dunkirk which they could not have at Brussels, 
nor any hope of until after these reprisals. If the ship seized in 
reprisal be once set at liberty, they are like to have as little justice 
at Dunkirk as the Resident expects of Sir Henry Marten, an impu- 
tation upon the justice of England which they leave to the Lords 
and that worthy gentleman, who they believe will defend himself.

89. Petition of - to Sec. Windebank. Divers merchants 
resident at Dover, subjects of the king of Spain, and there maintaining

Maltsters were 
abused by a variety of causeless informations and suits upon which 
they were obliged to attend the Exchequer or the other courts at 
Westminster and if successful were not allowed costs. The annoy- 
ance and charge of a multitude of vexatious suits were so great that 
the maltsters were obliged to compound with the informers even 
when there was no cause of suit. For remedy the writers suggests 
that such causes should be tried in the counties where the maltsters 
where known, and a standing commission be granted to the Masters 
of Requests for licensing maltsters and determination of questions 
arising in the course of their trade.

she is not above three years old, goes singularly well, and has six 
very good guns, only too big for her, and is very well provided of all 
necessaries for a man of war, as may appear by the inventory sent, 
and will be set out for a very small matter besides her victuals. 
Therefore it may be advantageous to set her out, and the Swan of 
Flushing, that he sent into Sandwich, (which is a Dunkirk build 
and a rare goer), with the fleet. They may teach his Majesty's 
ships to go. He can can quickly have them ready. Thanks the 
Lords for their intentions to recommend his services to his Majesty, 
whom he has served faithfully ever since his coming to the crown, 
and his father before him, and had the maidenhead of all sea 
employments from him, wherein he has made so little use for 
sustenance, that without his Majesty’s favour he cannot long hold 
out. They have had the sorest weather for these two or three 
months that ever he saw, and much shipwreck. Ever since Michael- 
mas the wind has hung between S.S.E. and W.N.W., with continual 
blewing and shifting. On Sunday last the wind came about to 
N.N.E., and a very great fleet of English and Dutch that had lain 
a long time there set sail, and amongst them the Swallow, which 
could never get a wind before to carry him to the westward, but 
the same night the wind veered back and blew such a stress, that 
there are many of them cast away, some upon the Goodwin, and the 
rest are returned miserably tattered and torn, some having all their 
sails blown away, others cut their masts and yards by the board, 
and some all their upper works and quarters beaten away.

he procured petitioners to be cited to appear before Sir John in the 
dining room of the Doctors’ Commons on the 21stinst. Petitioners 
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pray the Archbishop to recommend petitioners and their cause to 
Sir John Lambe, and to order Dodford to stand to the former 
sentence.

This is all that can be expected for the present, and Roe 

is sorry to write it, but the King has assured Roe that he will lose 

no time nor endure any delay. What it is that is hoped Roe may 

not write, and the Queen will too soon know to like. If it fail, as 

Roe’s heart divines, the King has protested he will do that which his 

honour, his interest, and nature require. This is all he can say, but 

that either a little envy from France, or perhaps an ill method in the 

manner, has lost the effect of the negotiation there, and begotten an 

ill sense, though the Rhinegrave brought a motion of much satis- 
faction and honour, which Roe impressed into his Majesty. That 

which concerns the Queen and her son is, to bear this last cross, not 

to see what they cannot help, and to give the Prince leave to believe 

and repose in his Majesty’s wisdom and promises. If he return 

before the effect of these trials, he will seem to judge and under- 

value the King’s judgment and favour. He can gain nothing by 

discontent, and shall oblige by submission of his will to his Majesty. 

Itis but a lengthening of the patience she has so long had fora 

companion, and this mask (if it be one) being taken off, the King 
will put on armour to revenge it; and this Roe gathers not, but 
receives it from himself in direct and royal words. The Dutch 

Ambassador has had his solemn audience. Though he came in the 

moment of an eclipse, Roe will not doubt but he shall find a good 
effect of his employment. It must be endeavoured that a good sense 
be made of what is done, and a fit preparation to do better, and let 
not this put that state into despair of Englishmen, it may be that 
which shall set them right, for in the general his Majesty is very 
well inclined toward them. This is the best use can be made of the 
concurrence of these cross affairs. Thanks the Queen for Queen Mab; 
she is highly preferred, a Whitson Lady was with Roe her greatest 
ambition. She desires to obey the Queen where she will bestow her. 
She is happy to be the Queen’s gift though unhappy to be given 
fromher. The allusion in a former letter of the Queen to one who 
does not serve as she ought was no news to Roe. More has been 
spoken in England, and it is expected the Queen will amend it by 
removing the evil and the occasion.

This was done, the messenger throwing the box in at an 
upper window, which some say is the lady’s dining room, others that 
it is a chamber of a man-servant waiting upon her. After this, a 
woman being sent to the house under colour of speaking with a 
sister of hers who was the lady’s servant, the lady herself came to 
the door and said her sister should have leave to go home that night; 
the lady was therefore then in the house, where she has lived fora 
month, and there are no other dwellers in it. The morrow after this 
was done, about midnight there came officers with two coaches and 
50 archers to divers houses to search for the lady by warrant from 
the Cardinal, that whereas there was a messenger sent from England 
to offer her some affront in diminution of the King’s jurisdiction, 
they should protect her. Thereupon the writer thought good to 
hasten the messenger out of the way, in which business Mr. Augier 
has been very careful and diligent. Concerning raising money [by 
the French government] the writer gave notice of it as soon as he 
knew the certainty, all great business that has reference to foreign 
states being known but to the Cardinal, Mons. de Chavigny, and 
Pére Joseph. As soon as the writer knew the intentions of Sinot 
and Lunsford to raise regiments, he advertised the Secretary. Con- 
fesses he was a little too credulous with reference to Sinot who had 
been lately in England, and had kissed the King’s hand.

not last more than two years, and argues that it would be better 
for England to disburse a convenient sum for two years at most 
than maintain “so many of that stock.” He contends also that the 
Palatinate if restored wuuld in few years flourish and be able to repay 
his Majesty the money advanced. He points out how such a war 
could be best carried on; in what manner English troops might be 
conveyed into the heart of Germany, and what support they would 
there receive from other countries. He urges upon the King the 
respects of blood and honour, as well as of policy, which called upon 
him to “apprehend this opportunity and adventure this money. 
The noble sense of so many abusive treaties, the breach of faith for 
Frankendale surrendered by the English upon condition, the arrest 
of the entire conquest of Germany, the preserving of some friends and 
the obliging of others, who will lay up with disdain that their designs 
have been frozen by our coldness, if our turn should come (which God 
avert) to defend ourselves.” In reply to the objection that the cause 
had become desperate since the death of the King of Sweden, he 
affirms that the success of the Swedes was only “a torrent of pros- 
perity without a spring, branches without a proportionate root,” 
and that the Swedes “having the same affection, force, and reso- 
lution,” might “in a way more sober, work a better and safer effect 
to the public, certainly with less danger, than in the life and success 
of a King full of vast and ambitious thoughts.” Ifthe King were 
inclined to act upon this advice, Sir Thomas finally urges upon him 
that there was nothing dangerous connected with it but the loss of 
time, lest France and Sweden and Hesse, and all others should work 
their ends, “ which being once done there is no more place for hope.” 
If mediation prevailed not, the King should force a solemn treaty, in 
which the Prince Elector would have somewhat to give up to the 
general peace, “for in state, and traffic, and arithmetic, as well as 
philosophy, ex nihilo nihil producitur, a thousand ciphers added 
make but one nothing.” [74 pp.]

3. Nicholas Murford to the King. In 1632 the King granted a 
patent to Nicholas Murford and Christopher Hanworth, for the sole 
making of salt after their new invention. At their own charge of 
many thousand pounds, they have erected a saltwork at Yarmouth, 
which justifies the truth and validity of their invention. In Feb- 
ruary 1634-5, by the King’s command, Murford came from Yarmouth 
and declared by what way a considerable profit should be raised to 
the King, which expression of his duty the King graciously accepted ; 


and when Murford expressed his fears in having business with the’, 


State which might embroil or ruin him, the King assured him of 
safety, and commanded him to rely on his royal word. Mr. Surveyor 
having made a report to the King after his return from Yarmouth, 
being sent by the King to view the saltworks, Murford was called 
from his business and to his great charge has attended there. As 
the King directed, has drawn a charter of incorporation, and as he 
conceives the King’s first intention was best, and the King will lose 
by the alteration. Nevertheless, if it be the King’s pleasure, the 
patentees are willing to be tied to give 10s. upon land salt, and 
3s.

13. Examination of Francis Merrick of Rochester, late pilot of the 
Anne Royal, taken before Secs. Coke and Windebank. Was charged 
by Thomas Austen, one of the four principal masters of the Navy, to 
conduct the Anne Royal from Gillingham to Tilbury Hope. They 
weighed anchor on Friday, 8th April, between 9 and 10 in the 
morning, and sailing down Gillingham Reach, examinant bade him 
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that was at the helm “starboard,” whereupon the master, Peter 
White, bade him “port.” Examinant, thinking the master to he 
mistaken, bade “starboard” again, and the master cried “port” 
again, whereupon examinant told the master he would run the sbi 
ashore if he kept that course. The master answered he knew the 
river as well as examinant, though he had not gone it so often, 
Then Rabenett, the boatswain, told the master there was a flat, 
whereupon the master answered Rabenett that he knew the river as 
well as he. Nevertheless, he that was at the helm did starboard 
and so they escaped the flat. They anchored at Leigh that night, 
and next day weighed in a stiff gale, the ship being so tender-sided 
that she would not bear her sail but by laying the ports in the 
water. At the lower end of the Hope, examinant desired to anchor, 
The master said they should not, which troubled examinant very 
much. After a time, the water being about eight fathom in the 
middle of the channel, they anchored with a small bower, and the 
master told examinant he might go ashore if he would. Examinant 
asked the master if he would not moor the ship ; he answered “no,” 
The pilot told him if the charge were his he would moor her. The 
master refused. After dining with the lieutenant, examinant went 
ashore, leaving the ship, as he conceived, in no danger.—PS. If the 
sails had not been set open, the ship could not have miscarried, as 
he thinks. [2 pp.] 


14, Examination of William Gayney of Sandwich, late master’s- 
mate of the Anne Royal, taken as the preceding. Agrees with 
Merrick till their coming to an anchor in Tilbury Hope, but denies 
that there was eight fathom water, for they came to anchor at full 
sea about one at noon, and rode all that ebb free of danger, without 
any water till nine at night, which was two hours flood ; but at low 
water she lay on ground. But after two hours flood she sheered 
about to the southward, and upon a sudden the water came in as he 
thinks in [the] hold, and then the master commanded to Joosen the 
foresail, and the ship being falling before was instantly’ overturned, 
which was about nine at night. If the ship had been anchored in 
deep water she could not have come to that mischance. He did not 
hear the pilot desire the master to come sooner to an anchor or to 
moor the ship. They anchored about “a falcon shot” from the 
shore. They discovered no imperfection in the ship before the mis- 
chance. She was a little tender-sided, but with more ballast: would 
have been stiff enough. [? p.] 


15. Examination of Thomas Rabenett, late boatswain of the 
Anne Royal. They have cut holes in the sides of the ship to 
take out the goods of Sir John Pennington and of the master, 
which the master and lieutenant began first to do, The gunner 
cut a hole for his clothes, so did the carpenter, though forbidden 
to do so by examinant. Agrees that there was a difference be- 
tween the pilot and master in Gillingham Reach. Conceives the 
anchor was let fall in not above five fathom and a half at high 
water, and at low 17 foot. The ship drew 17 foot 4 inches. 
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They lay safe till two hours flood, which was at 9 at night, but 
at 7 they began to heave the capstan to come up nearer to the 
anchor intending to weigh, and then in the heaving, about 9 
the ship suddenly fetched a sheer, and so struck upon a bank or 
wreck, and suddenly made a seel, and then presently the water 
came in “forcible” abaft in the bread room or steward’s room, 
which filled the ship. Then the master commanded the foresail 
and topsail to be set and cut her cable, thinking to run her near 
the shore, which cast her all upon her side, as she now lies. So they 
shot four pieces of ordnunce for help which came and saved some of 
them. Examinant discovered no defect till this accident, only on a 
particular survey some rotten timber appeared. If they had anchored 
in deep water, and had moored, if it had been but there, in time, the 
ship had been safe. [14 p.] 


16. Thomas Archbold to Edward Viscount Conway and Killul- 
tagh. The rectory of Abbotts Morton, which is within two miles 
of the writer and is worth 80/. per annum, has fallen void, and 
is in the gift of Lord Cottington as Master of the Court of 
Wards, by reason of the non-age of Richard Lewis, the King’s 
ward.

States the circumstances of the ship’s 
removal from Chatham to Tilbury Hope, pretty much as the previous 
witnesses had done, save that although he acknowledges a difference 
of opinion with the pilot, he denies that he ever contradicted him, 
or that he heard him desire to be set on shore. He describes the 
catastrophe thus :— 


** Soon after eight [in the evening of the 9th inst.] the flood coming on, 
she floated again, and sheered in a whole cable’s length to the north of her 
anchor, where she was in four fathom and a half of water, not complaining any 
way, for aught he could perceive.

He, 
with Edisbury, Capt. Pett, and others, then proceeded to the ship, 
after viewing which Bulmer demanded a great ship to bear two 
eapstans which Mr. Willoughby had offered to supply from his quay, 
and Bulmer had gone to look at the same, with promise to send a 
note of all things necessary by Friday the 22nd, but it had not yet 
been received. Edisbury had also sent the master attendant and 
others to the ship to search the place of her leak, and referred to the 
preceding report on the subject. The Officers had also dispatched 
a shipwright to Sandwich to make ready the Dunkirk frigate. The 
leak of the Mary Rose was attributed to the box-pump having 
sucked the oakum out of the seams under it; the Swallow was in 
the hands of the caulkers ; the leak of the Assurance was thought 
to arise from the oakum under the sheathing being rotten or spewed 
out of the seams. All these ships it was hoped would soon be ready 
to put to sea again.

The reasons alleged are, 1. that petitioner 
being purser of the Unicorn hd not personally performed the duties 
of the keeper’s place.

Does not yet see why she 
should be troubled at the King’s sending an ambassador to the 
Emperor, for his Majesty will certainly make good what he wrote to 
her, and take a delaying answer for a denial. Taylor was sent to 
prepare for the answer, so that unless the Emperor would presently 
have cast off the motion for investiture, there was no remedy but 
the King must send an ambassador to receive an answer. For the 
person chosen, the Queen is well satisfied of his affection to herself 
and her son, and certainly his wisdom and fidelity to the King can 
never suffer him to do anything that shall be dishonourable or 
disadvantageous. The Archbishop is altogether unsatisfied with 
what the Queen has written:—Ist. Because the Karl Marshal sent 
him word from the Hague that she was disposed to observe the way 
into which the King has put those affairs. 2nd. Because the Earl writes 
that the Prince of Orange expressed his opinion that the Palatinate 
must be regained by degrees. Now the Queen writes to the Arch- 
bishop to persuade the King not to accept of a part, and that to do 
so will be dishonourable to the King, he having protested he will 
not be satisfied but with having all. This is contrary to all that the 
Earl Marshal wrote, and to the Prince of Orange’s opinion, and is 
mistaken in itself, for the King never intends to go for less than all ; 
that is, he will have all granted, and the Lower Palatinate in present 
possession ; the Upper, though granted, must be stayed for a while 
till money can be paid which rests upon it. Against this way the 
Archbishop cannot. offer to persuade the King, but he must shame 
his judgment and give counsel to hurt the Prince. Would he had 
the Lower Palatinate in possession and the Upper in assurance! 
And whosoever gives her counsel against this, the Archbishop holds 
it not fit to say what he thinks of him. Begs the Queen to consider 
that if the Palatinate cannot be had of the Emperor in this way, 
but must be recovered by arms, will it be possible to get it otherwise 
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than by pieces, and those small, in comparison of the Lower 
Palatinate? Or will the Emperor’s forces be so easily beaten out 
that the Prince may enter upon all at once? So he dares not advise 
the King to alter from that which he has maturely advised upon, 
But in that way or in any other that by the King’s wisdom shall be 
found fitter, he will be most ready to serve the Queen and her gon,

The English might have come from Calais if they would, but Dun- 
ning and his company stayed to see what would become of the 
King’s ketch.

Merrington, seeing Clark so abused, told the boatswain if he struck 
Clark again, he would be foul on him, yet the boatswain laid 
violent hands on Clark, calling on his company to throw him 
into the pinnace, and giving him most base terms. The boat- 
swain then and not before showed his commission, and Clark 
wished him to choose any man he had. He took the mate, but 
the next day turned him ashore. Though the boatswain had so much 
abused petitioner Clark, yet on complaint he and Merrington have 
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been sent for, and are now in custody. Pray that they may be dis.

96. Information of John Barton, William Jeffreys, and Jane 
Penford that on Saturday 2nd April 1636 Robert Rigges the elder 
came to the house of John Barton the elder in Fareham, and charged 
him with having made complaint against him to the Bishop of Win- 
chester. Barton answered that he had told him that he would 
complain further to the Lords if he could not have things remedied. 
Rigges answered, “ You may ” and said ‘‘ What do I care for all the 
Lords? Not a pin, nor a straw, nor a rush,” with many other unfit 
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speeches. John Barton told him to speak no more against the 
Lords and said that he had spoken too much already. [1 p.] 


97, Petition of John Barton to the Council. Petitioner wag 
assessed to pay 37s. 6d. towards 501. for ship-money laid on the 
parish of Fareham, which assessment was made by Thomas Badd 
and others under a warrant to them in that behalf. Robert Rigges, 
being the head collector, after the assessment was made; altered it in 
the book and added 20s. more to petitioner's tax.

Minute, addressed by Sir Thomas Roe to Sec. Windebank, of 
an order of the King to the late Lords of the Treasury to take into 
consideration the moneys due to Sir Thomas for twopendant diamonds, 
and the proceedings consequent thereon respecting a lease proposed to 
be granted to Sir Thomas of land in the.Eight Hundred Fen, which 
had been surveyed by Charles Harborne [Harbord] and a certificate © 
thereof returned to the Lords of the Treasury, but further proceedings 
therein stayed by the Commission of the Treasury being dissolved 
and the staff given to a Lord Treasurer.

104. Thomas Lord Brudenell to Sir John Lambe. The writer’s 
brother Tresham and his servant Humfries arein London. On their 
return he will procure for Sir John information he desires out of 
Tresham’s evidences. The writer’s removal from London before the 
Queen’s chancellorship was bestowed proceeded first from his desire 
in his age to be quiet and sequestered from business ; and 2nd. know- 
ing no other of the Queen’s board of his religion, he feared that what- 
soever his genius or dictamen conscientiz commanded that should 
happen cross to any other's opinion, he should not easily prevail but 
rather suffer in mind if not in honour and repute, and considering 
the weight of the office he desired rather to avoid it and rest in 
peace. But he fears that will not be unless Lambe will mediate for 
him to the Archbishop of Canterbury respecting an enclosure at 
Houghton, his house of residence, and the seat of twenty knights 
in strict succession. Explains the facts of a ‘most benign and 
charitable enclosure” such as England could not produce a second, 
which had been lately called in question, and for effecting which 
the writer had been fined 1,000/. and ordered to restore eight farms. 
The latter part of the censure had been taken off when the Arch- 
bishop found that the writer had not decayed a single house. Of 
the fine 500/. had been paid, and the other 500/. must be paid in 
Michaelmas term, and he be branded, as the Archbishup’s words 
were, “that he had devoured the people with a shepherd and a dog.” 
Begs him to do the office of a friend in explaining these things to 
the Archbishop.

2. Sir Thomas Roe to Elizabeth, Queen of Bohemia. Roe has 
seen the last answer of the Emperor, and the Queen’s judgment upon 
it, by a discourse of her secretary. Has delivered his sense of the 
first to his Majesty and to those Lords whose authority might make 
better use of it. Is loth to alter his style to the Queen, and to 
leave to hope; but the ways wherein they walk are so strange, that 
nothing he has gathered from books or men can enlighten him. He 
sees not, but that while they seek to avoid a rock seen afar off, that 
is, a war with the House of Austria, they may fall upon a shelf 
unseen and under water nearer home. It is not peace that is so 
much affected, but to choose our enemies. What he hears is, that 
her letters and Lord Arundel’s differ, so that his make the King 
more confident, her’s leave her servants in suspense. He writes that 
she was so content with his ambassage and instructions, that he left 
her in a settled satisfaction ; on the other part she has expressed to 
some a full dislike, as she has reason, of dividing her son’s inheritance 
and deserting the dignity of the Electorate to courtesy, and con- 
sequently to desperation, and of involving him in the ban by taking 
the investiture as a new grant of favour and not of right. Roe has 
interpreted these doubts that seeing the King was resolved tu make 
trial of a treaty, she submitted to his wisdom and was satisfied with 
the election of a person of that quality, (especially concluding it 
would be the last, and that she trusted the Prince should be restored 
or the vizard be taken off,) although she might express some fear of 
dividing those honours and inheritances which were indivisible in 
right, seeing that the condition of princes was not like that of other 
men ; they can suffer no declination which does not threaten the 
setting of their sun; so that both letters may agree. What the 
Prince shall now accept shall conclude him and his house for ever ; 
that which shall be separated will take deep root in the House of 
Bavaria and grow strong, and the Prince’s title will be obsolete, and 
such as for which no prince that has peace will disturb it. The 
King has received Roe’s considerations, and keeps them. Roe hopes 
to use them when he shall see his time. The last proposition Roe 
gave him he absolutely approved, and commanded him to keep it 
secret, and to be ready to put it in execution when he shall give 
the watchword, protesting he will not lose a day when he has 
satisfied his honour and justice in this last trial. In the meantime 
there will be a great work to prevent a mischief that may happen 
at sea. As soon as the message came, Mons. Beveren complained to 
Roe, who found the sense was not so severe as was delivered, and 
attempted to appease the Rhinegrave and Mons. Opdam, lest the 
worst interpretation being blown abroad, might make an obduracy 
on that side and the wound incurable. Roe is in some hope that if 
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the States first understand the King’s right, (though the season 
makes it look like a wrong,) and then, like wise men, apprehend the 
occasion, they may turn the point of the sword upon the Spaniard 
with which they plot to cut their throats, for it is but a feather of 
honour to acknowledge the King in his own undoubted dominion, 
which, if they will do, the bone that was purposed to be thrown 
between England and Holland may fall between England and 
Dunkirk. All will depend upon wise management. Roe fears 
nothing but precipitation. With a soft answer they will get time. 
They have many friends who will mourn to fall into an untimely 
breach, and Roe doubts not his Majesty’s own wisdom will prevent 
it. The sense of his Majesty is not to oppress, but to defend them. 
Were Roe a Hollander, he would rejoice at the occasion to draw on 
the protection of England, and to save so many convoys, fleets, and 
maritime charges. Let them look on their own emblem of pots ona 
troubled sea: “If we knock, we break,” and this is the great and 
long design of the Spaniard. The Dutch should not give their enemy 
the glory to say, he has wrought upon their natural impatience or 
obstinacy to disunite them from their friends, If the Spaniard can 
work this quarrel he will laugh at them all, and punish whom he list. 
The proposition of the Rhinegrave is by this time known to her. 
Roe has impressed it upon the King with all circumstances of 
advantage. The stay of Mons. Ferentz is most necessary to the 
young Elector Palatine, who is utterly bare of counsel. Knows 
not where he may find in one man more judgment, fidelity, and 
affection. Roe will, on the morrow, speak with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, for whose affections Roe dare answer ; but it is not any 
mortal man upon whom the Queen can rely. Until the abuse awaken 
them, the business must do itself, for the King is as far above his 
Council in wisdom and knowledge as in quality. Yet the Archbishop 
shall be furnished with the Queen’s own reasons, that he may be 
without excuse, which Roe believes he seeks not, if once he could 
see the deceit that is wrapped up in treaties; sincere minds are 
soonest abused. His Majesty’s answer concerning Prince Rupert 
Sir Robert Honywood will express; his spirit is too active to be 
wasted in the softness and entanglings of pleasure. Advises the 
Queen to recal him gently. He will prove a sword for all his 
friends if his edge be set right. Describes the elder brother as so 
sweet, so obliging, so discreet, so sensible of his own affairs, and so 
young, was never seen. He gains upon his Majesty’s affection by 
assiduity and diligent attendance, so much that it is expressed to 
him by embracings and kissings, and all signs of love, and Roe 
doubts not that he shall see it in right effects.—[PS. dated 2nd May 
1636.] Has conferred largely and freely with the Archbishop of 
Canterbury upon the points of dividing the Prince’s inheritance 
and the title Electoral, and informed him of the propositions of the 
Diet upon the peace of Prague with Saxony, and settling the 
Electorate in the House of Bavaria, which are both contrary to 
the grounds of the King’s treaty and the Emperor’s promises. The 
Archbishop is very sensible of the abuse, and commanded Roe to 
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deliver them in writing, with the Queen’s reasons. He assured Roe 
that it is not the King’s purpose to proceed to treaty if it be not 
entire after the present Duke. He will show these things to his 
Majesty and will speak to the Prince that, if it be so, new letters 
may be sent to Lord Arundel. He will write to the Queen. Roe 
never saw him more zealous. [Copy. 4? pp.] 


3. Petition of Arthur Clarke to Archbishop Laud and the rest of 
the Council. Henry Keighley in 1520 devised a house and lands in 
Eltham, Kent, to the parishioners thereof, for repair of the highways. 
About 16 years since John Warren obtained a lease of those lands, 
and cut down the timber trees thereon, whereupon, under a com- 
mission upon the statute of 43rd Elizabeth of Charitable Uses, 
Warren was ordered to pay 201. for the same trees.

The Lord Keeper confirmed the decree of the 
Commissioners on the 27 January 1634-5, and Warren has paid, as he 
was ordered, 46/. taxed costs, to the parishioners. In prosecuting 
the suit petitioner was out of purse 1471, of which 641. 10s. 8d. 
still remains due, which the parishioners refuse to pay. Petitioner 
prays satisfaction. He also complains that Anthony Roper, a 
gentleman of great power there, has made himself Surveyor of the 
Highways, and instead of setting the parish poor at work thereon, 
gives the benefit derivable from'Keighley’s will to his own servants, 
and leaves the poor unemployed. Prays that Mr. Roper may be 
ordered to give the parish an account, and to.employ the parish poor 
on the highways.

He has showed them to 
his Majesty, but with what resolution upon them Roe does not know, 
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it having been done on the 4th inst., but the Archbishop professed 
that, reserving his duty to the King, he would use all his power to 
do his Highness service, and Roe’s hope is that in caution new letters 
will be written, and that if Lord Arundel find it true, it will finish 
his ambassage. Roe concurs with the Queen not to accept a 
part of the Prince’s inheritance, and will not fail to arm others 
with arguments who can better use them than himself. He thinks 
the Prince should keep back his reasons, and comply with the King 
in judgment and hope, until the first letter from the Earl Marshal 
open an opportunity to use them, and then they will be fresh and 
effectual. Roe believes that the Emperor, seeing France and Holland 
court the King to be of their party, will offer the recal of the ban 
and the restoration of the Lower Palatinate, and promise the resti- 
tution of the electoral dignities in time, and this will be all, and the 
Emperor hopes, that with the help of good friends and good words 
this will satisfy his Majesty ; but Roe believes it will not, and states 
various cautions which he advises should be interposed in due time. 
In allusion to other propositions, among them one which had relation 
to “a fair star in the North” [Christina of Sweden?], he expresses great 
dislike. He regards it merely as an abuse, a subject whereon to break. 
Roe has this day visited both the Holland ambassadors, and though 
the seas go high he hopes they shall come off in a calm. If the States 
will acknowledge the King in his own, the rest will come on. If 
they can avoid the fury, they may gain by it, and Don Juan will be 
deceived. There is no colour to counsel the return of the Prince, 
who is both the delight and jewel of his Majesty, who will never 
let him go without such effects of his favour as shall be an honour 
to them both. He cannot go without an implication of despair or at 
least. dislike of the counsels of him on whom he must rely. His 
going would be regarded by the enemy as a triumph. Neither must 
he appear in the armies of Holland, nor bear arms until he does so 
in his own cause.

and sexton of the church of Maid- 
stone, which ordinance though made 
20 years ago, was from time to time 
approved by defendants, but that the 
curate of the church did not assent 
to the making thereof. That in their 
burgh-mote they had made another 
ordinance that the richer sort of 
parishioners who contributed to the 
parish duties, at their death should 
be buried in one churchyard, and the 
poorer sort in another, and when 
advised to acquaint the Archbishop, 
their ordinary, therewith, they said 
“‘ What have we to do with the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury ? We will 
make the ordinance and bring the 
dead thither to be buried,” and Tayler, 
an officer, was committed to prison 
for not obeying the same. Another 
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ordinance was made in the first year 
of King Charles for a table of fees 
belonging to the church and minister, 
to be hung up in some convenient 
place of the parish church, and if any 
inhabitants were demanded larger 
duties, or troubled for non-payment, 
they were to acquaint the mayor, 
jurats, and recorder, and that the 
whole charges of such suits should 
be defrayed out of the chamber of the 
town. ‘That on the 28th of August 
1629, two other ordinances were made 
in their burgh-mote court, one for 
placing a parish clerk of their own 
choice, contrary to the canons, and 
the other about procuring moneys out 
of the common purse against the 
minister, if he should sue any freeman 
of that town in the Ecclesiastical 
Court for duties of burials, marriages, 
tithes, or other church duties, such 
suits being defended by the corpora- 
tion, by a personal sessment upon the 
freemen. That in the years 1629 to 
1634, or one of them, they made an 
agreement that no churchwarden of 
that parish should do anything con- 
cerning the execution of his office for 
disposing of the pews without leave 
of the mayor, recorder, and jurats. 
That divers of the parishioners being 
schismatically affected, had in great 
troops left their parish church, and 
gone from thence to Otham, to hear 
Mr. Wilson, an inconformable minis- 
ter, preach or expound, which Mr. 
Wilson had often come to Maidstone 
and there: kept private conventicles 
or exercises of religion by law pro- 
hibited, the churchwardens Laurence 
Newton and Robert Hills neglecting to 
present the same. That some of the 
defendants in their mayoralties have 
forbidden the ringing of the bells on 
Sundays and holidays, and that 
knowledge of the facts before stated 
and concurrence therein was more or 
less brought home to all of them. 
The court pronounced them all con- 
temners of the authority and juris- 
diction ecclesiastical established in 
this realm, and declared them excom- 
municated according to the canons. 
They also desired the same to be 
publicly denounced in the parish 
church of Maidstone, and for that 
the court held Caleb Banckes and 
Ambrose Beale more faulty than the 
rest, they were fined 50/. each, and 
it was ordered that they and all the 
rest of the parties should make a 
public submission conceptis verbis, as 
this court should appoint, in the open 
commissary’s court of Canterbury, 
and certify thereof personally the 
first session of Trinity term next 
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They were further ordered to see alj 
their orders made in their burgh-mote 
court, or elsewhere, touching ecele. 
siastical affairs, as also the table of 
fees, rased and obliterated, upon pain 
of contempt, and were condemned jn 
costs of suit to be taxed next court 
day.

said Margaret, was a fictitious person, 
set up by the malicious practices of 
the adversaries of the defendants.

of hard measure done him by Sir Henry Lee, late of Ditchley, and 
his relict about the tithes of certain wood sold by them to several 
buyers, with caution to pay no tithes to the said vicar, notwith- 
standing his predecessors enjoyed the same, whereby for ten or 
eleven years past he has been deprived of 10/. per annum. Foras-

She takes it for a great sign of his affection to her that he writes 
so freely, which she entreats him to continue, for her desire is to 
be always free with him whom she esteems so much her friend. 
For her dislike of the King’s sending to the Emperor, it was. .is 
much for his honour, and not that she distrusts his intentions, fur 
the Emperor having deluded the King, her father, and now him 
these sixteen years, she thought the King had no cause to try his 
falsehood further, and that it was not much to his honour. Besides, 
she assures the Archbishop that at Brussels, and all over that side, 
they eternally laugh and jeer at it. She will not now dispute 
what the King wrote to her when Taylor was sent; it is now 
passed, and she will not the less trust his word for it. Concerning 
that he is unsatisfied with what she has written of her ‘dislike to 
accept of a part of her son’s country, and the Earl Marshal wrote 
the contrary, she assures the Archbishop the Earl Marshal knows 
better, for he and the writer had many disputes about it. And for 
the Prince of Orange’s opinion, the Karl she sees mistook it, for 
the Prince said that if all the Lower Palatinate were restored freely, 
without any conditions to tie her son to any thing, but as he was 
before, that then he might accept it, and seek the rest as he could 
by fair or foul means, but neither he nor she, nor indeed she thinks 
anybody, believes that the Emperor and the King of Spain and the 
Duke of Bavaria will do it, for either it will be upon such 
conditions, to quit all his friends, and other dishonourable articles, 
or to have the country so cut off and maimed as they may take it 
again when they list and keep him always under, for as for the 
Electorate and the rest to follow, she can never believe they mean 
it, for it is the opinion in all Germany that at this Electorate diet 
they mean to settle it upon Bavaria and his house, which they may 
easily do, there being but one of the Electors on the writer’s side, 
and all the rest professed enemies. For the recovery of it by pieces, 
she grants with him that if it were by arms it must be so, but by 
treaties, if they had a mind truly and really to do it, they may as 
well give all as a part, for what she has in her hands she can give 
all if she will, but what is so[?] snatched from her must come by 
pieces, yet it will come without being obliged to any prejudicial 
conditions. She fears this last speech of her's may make the Arch- 
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bishop think that the Earl Marshal told her many thought that 
she would rather have her son restored by force than by treaty, but 
she must answer as she did to him, that it is all one to her by what 
ways he be restored, so he be so fully and honourably, but indeed 
she does not think he will be restored fully otherwise than by arms 
Sixteen years experience makes her believe it. This she has written 
is the substance of what she said to the Earl Marshal, but ag she 
told him, so now also she does the Archbishop, that this is not to 
censure or dispute the King’s actions, but only to let the Archbishop 
know freely her mind, which she did to the King about the same 
time she wrote the Archbishop, and she has received a ye 
comfortable answer from him, that he will not suffer anything to 
be done that shall be prejudicial to her son’s honour or right, which 
she is most confident of, for she never mistrusts him, but she does 
extremely the Emperor and his side, who have so long deluded her 
brother. The King has sent her a copy of a letter which he has 
written to the Emperor upon the coming of Ridolfi from him, who 
she sees dues not deceive her in her opinion, but the letter is an 
excellent one, where she sees he will now be deceived no longer. 
This freedom of hers in her writing to the Archbishop is to encourage 
him to continue the same to her, as also she entreats him to 
continue his affection to her son, for both from himself and all 
those that come over she understands how much her son is beholden 
to him. P.S.—In England they have now the Polish ambassador, 
He spoke to her of no particulars ; only told her how all the States 
of Poland were against the match, because of her daughter’s religion, 
She answered there was no remedy for that, for she would not 
change her religion for all the kingdoms of the world ; the substance 
of all he said she writes at large to the King. They shall quickly 
see the reality of it; for herself, she is indifferent. [Endorsed 
and docqueted by Archbishop Laud.

21. Capt. Robert Slingsby to Nicholas. Was by the Lord 
General appointed -to attend the directions of Capt. Carteret, and 
has been with him and the True Love to convoy one fleet to 
Dunkirk and another to Ostend, and is now ready to go out with 
the third. As they were bound to Ostend, off Nieuport, there 
came a frigate up with them with the ragged staff in her ensign, 
which nevertheless the writer suspected to be one of the two frigates 
of Calais which he had heard lay in expectation of that fleet, 
because a little before they had met another with English colours, 
whom the writer did not suspect, till Capt. Carteret told him that 
the Duc de Bouillon and his followers (who were then aboard with 
him) knew her to be a man-of-war of Calais. This made the 
writer more cautious, and as soon as the frigate with the ragged 
staff came up with the fleet he made a shot at her. She struck her 
topsails, and at the second shot lay by the lee. Slingsby hailed her. 
She answered “ Of Dunkirk.” He bade them come aboard, which 
they would not, so he made ready his boat to send aboard of her. 
As soon as they perceived the boat to be haled up, they made all 
the sail they could away. Slingsby made two shots at them, which 
was all he could, and stood after them a little while, but Capt. 
Carteret warning him by a piece of ordnance to give her over and 
return for the security of the fleet, he left her. The like passages 
had passed between her and the True Love but just before. Capt. 
Dunning came in there yesterday and told them that this ship was 
of Dunkirk, and that Slingsby’s shot had killed some of her men, 
and that some of the True Love’s men being ashore at Dunkirk 
upon this occasion, have been very mucl affronted. At Ostend 
Slingsby took in the Duc de Bouillon out of the Happy Entrance, 
and carried him to Flushing. Whilst there, a smail bark of Sand- 
wich came in, and the captain said that on Thursday last, as he 
was bound from Sandwich to Flushing, laden with cloth and baize, 
about six leagues off the North Foreland, a French frigate laid 
him aboard and pillaged him, and broke up the hold and took three 
packs of merchants goods out, and the master and two more, leaving 
but one man and a boy aboard, and manned her with their men, 
and afterwards towed her at their stern towards Calais, but espying 
two men-of-war of Dunkirk in the offing, they put the master 
aboard his own bark and cast her off. Yesterday Slingsby came 
into Dover Road, where it blew such a stress of wind that he was 
forced into the pier; he has taken the opportunity to wash and 
tallow. Capt. Dunning came in presently after Slingsby, having 
lost his bowsprit. [2 pp.]

next, and afterwards should be placed in a seat better than where 
they now desired [altered to “ better than that which they desired 
of him ”] viz., where the knights now sit, with this condition that 
this present mayor [some time before Michaelmas] should by some 
act under the seal of the city, be engaged that neither he nor his 
successors should disturb or affront the dean or his deputy in the 
church or close for matter of precedency, “as lately this mayor did” 
As concerning bearing the mace, his Majesty especially ordered that 
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the same be not borne before the mayor in the choir, but his Majesty 
resolving to settle a general order in that point, to be observed by 
all mayors in all cathedral churches, did not think fit to resolve 
whether to forbid or allow the carrying of a mace before the mayors 
of cities in the cathedral churches or closes, leaving it to be further 
advised on by some civil and common lawyers, to whom his Majesty 
would give order to consider thereof, and thereupon declare his 
pleasure in that behalf.

This master had on board 
with him a young English merchant of Bristol, named Wroth 
Baderne, that came about a month since from Marseilles, whom the 
Ear] likewise sent for. He assured the Earl that there were only 
some gallies in a readiness, (as there is always,) but not any shipping. 
Four months ago they made stay there of six English ships and 
four or five Flemish, the best of them not above 300 tons, but they 
give them no entertainment, nor are they likely to be employed, 
for they go not about to make any provision for them either of men 
or victuals. The Earl would wish that the owner of the frigate 
which he sent into Portsmouth with the Black Bull, of Amsterdam, 
had some consideration for her, and that she might be employed in 
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his Majesty’s service. He is told she is an excellent sailer, and some 
such would be of great use in the fleet. Has examined Captain 
Fielding of those words which he was said to have used of Sip 
William Russell.

Oxford 
used heretofore to be petitioner’s best pitch, and last a whole year, 
and would make at least 40,000 weight of petre, and injure no man 
the value of a shilling, for petitioner desires to dig in no other 
places but in barns, stables, vaults, cellars, outhouses, and such like, 
and petitioner will leave them in as good repair as he finds them. 
Prays the Lords to write to the Vice-Chancellor that petitioner may 
dig in those places, have carriages, and take out horses according to 
the commission, which was never denied before, and that petitioner 
may have Napper’s barns, or that he may answer his contempt, for 
petitioner must lay in his coals and other provisions this summer, 
or must lie still for making any saltpetre in the winter.
